Developers  eye  City  Center

A study  of  the  college’s  three  campuses 
for  the  JJC  Board  of  Trustee’s  new 
master  plan  will  determine  the  downtown 
campus’  critical  future. 

Three  area  developers  are  questioning 
college  officials  about  Joliet  Junior 
College’s  uses  of  the  City  Center  Campus 
and  its  adjacent  five-story  building. 

According  to  David  Agazzi,  JJC’s 
Vice  President  for  Business  Services,  the 
downtown  five-story  building  that  is  used 
for  classes  will  cost  the  college  nearly 
$5  million  in  repairs  or  S10  million  to 
replace  all  together. 

Over  the  next  several  weeks, 
the  new  master  plan  (a  new 
realignment  project 
that  was  approved 
by  the  board 
Nov.  30)  will 


address  different  scenarios  offered  by  the 
developers  and  ultimately  determine  the 
facility’s  needs. 

“There  were  multiple  options  given  to 
us,”  said  Agazzi.  “What  will  happen  is 
the  developer  will  wrap  around  what  we 
want  to  do  (with  the  facility).” 

Different  options  for  the  Center  include: 
selling  the  building  to  a developer  and 
renting  the  space  out,  teaming  up  with 
another  area  college  to  share  credits  for 
different  courses,  or  even  allocating  the 
funds  in  the  master  plan  to  complete  the 
repairs  on  the  building. 

“It’s  hard  to  say  which  direction  we 
will  go  until  the  master  study 


New  master  plan  for  the  college 

The  Board  of  Trustees  should  have  a 
draft  of  the  realignment  project  ready  by 
April  2007. 

The  new  project,  which  challenged 
the  technology,  facility  uses  and  internal 
organization  of  the  college,  will  help 
JJC  grow  with  its  increasing  enrollment 
numbers,  faculty  retirements  and 

increasing  use  of  technology.

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Student  killed 
after  car  flips 


Natalia  O.  Zelazowska, 
killed  in  auto  accident  Jan. 
19  at  the  age  of  20.

She  had  more  memories  to 
make  with  her  3-ycar-old  son. 
Friends  described  her  as  smart, 
quiet,  yet  strong-minded. 

Her  bright  life  was  cut  short 
at  the  tender  age  of  20  in  an  auto 
accident. 

Natalia  O.  Zelazowska,  a 
single  mother  and  student  at 
Joliet  Junior  College,  died 
suddenly  in  a single-vehicle 
crash  Jan.  19. 

Natalia  was  on  her  way  to  her 
boyfriend’s  residence  in  Dwight 
when  she  lost  control  of  her 
car  on  a county  road  in  Round 
Grove  Township. 

According  to  reports,  Natalia 
drove  off  of  the  north  side  of  the 
road;  possibly  overcorrecting 
and  causing  her  2004  Saturn  Ion 
to  go  into  a ditch  on  the  south 
side  of  the  road,  roll  over,  hit  a 
utility  pole  and  stop  on  its  roof. 
A Livingston  County  coroner 
pronounced  her  dead  at  the  scene 
at  10:29  p.m. 

Zelazowska  is  survived  by  her 
3-year-old  son,  Joshua,  of  Crest 
Hill;  her  mother  and  father, 
Elizabeth  and  Mike  Zelazowska; 
her  sister,  Lidia  Zelazowska;  and 
numerous  relatives  in  Poland. 

Natalia  graduated  from 
Plainfield  South  H.S.  in  2005  - 
with  honors  --  and  was  attending 
JJC  using  the  money  she  made 
from  her  waitress  job  at  Pom 
Poms  Restaurant  to  put  herself 
in  classes. 

“She  was  so  determined,” 
says  Malorie  Emst,  a former 
classmate  and  a JJC  student.  "I’d

Many  weren’t 
surprised  when 
Saddam  Hussein 
received  the  bad 
“noose”  that 
he  would  be 
punished  for  his 
crimes  against 
humanity. 

Major 

media  outlets 
worldwide 

showed  an  official  video  of  the  moments 
leading  up  to  the  hanging,  but  a grainy  cell 
phone  video  also  captured  Hussein  “plummeting 
through  the  gallows  trapdoor  and  dangling  to 
death.”  (Associated  Press) 

All  over  the  internet,  anyone  can  access  the 
video  of  this  brutal  hanging.  Adults,  teenagers 
and  underage  children  can  also  access  videos 
and  photographs  of  limbs  being  cut  off,  animals 
butchered,  and  cultural  funeral  customs  burning  the  deceased  in  a field. 

The  question  here  isn’t  whether  the  execution  should  have  been  recorded  to  begin 
with.  The  question  is  whether  the  death  penalty  is  in  direct  violation  of  a person’s 
ownership  of  their  beating  heart. 

The  unofficial  footage  triggered  a statement  from  the  Human  Rights  Watch  saying 
that  Hussein’s  hanging  was  “a  significant  step  away  from  respect  for  human  rights  and 
the  rule  of  law  in  Iraq.” 

Many  think  the  notion  that  the  death  of  a mass  murderer  makes  the  world  a 
better  place  is  offensive-  that  even  though  the  evidence  stacked  against  Hussein  is 
overwhelming,  that  the  government  that  hanged  the  dictator  did  something  as  evil  to 
him  as  anything  he  did  to  his  innumerable  victims. 

Yes,  the  reactions  to  Saddam’s  hanging  varied  greatly  worldwide.  Yes,  I think  the 
quick  death  meted  out  to  the  Butcher  of  Baghdad  after  a reasonably  transparent  trial  was 
semi-morally  equivalent  to  the  horrific  brutalities  that  earned  him  his  nickname. 

But  what  if  Europeans  didn't  oppose  the  use  of  the  death  penalty  as  the 
European  media  claims? 

When  German  magazine  Stern  did  a poll  on  whether  the 
execution  should  proceed,  50  percent  of  Germans  were  in  favor 
compared  to  39  percent  that  opposed  it.  Another  poll 
found  in  Le  Monde  diplomatique , in  the  December 
2006  online  edition,  says  82  percent  of 
Americans  favored  the  hanging  - so  did 
Spaniards  (51  percent),  French  (58 
percent)  and  Britons  (69  percent). 

So,  if  you  ignore  the  leftist 
elites  that  run  the  majority  of 
the  media,  other  industrialized 
nations  may  not  be  nearly 
as  implacable  in  opposing 
the  death  penalty  as  we’re 
commonly  told. 

When  many  EU-ers  look 
at  Saddam’s  hanging,  they, 
like  us,  see  an  act  of  moral 
hygiene.

Terrorists  and  insurgents  see  life  as  nothing 
more  than  a commodity  that  can  be  traded  for 
political  or  religious  causes  they  seek  to  further. 
They  take  lives  by  the  busload,  even  their  own, 
just  to  make  a statement  that  amounts  to  a 30- 
second  blurb  on  our  evening  news. 

Americans  hold  that  life  is  precious  and  that 
life  is  deserving  of  dignity.  We  value  human 
life  as  one  of  the  most  sacred  things  in  our 

society. 

There  are  very  special  cases  where  the  greater  good  ot  the  people  is  put  at  risk  and 
justify  taking  a human  life.  But  we  do  this  with  the  utmost  dignity  and  discretion. 

1 take  no  individual  issue  with  the  execution  of  Saddam  Hussein. 

By  all  means,  had  he  been  found  guilty  of  the  same  crimes  in  our  criminal  court 
system  or  even  military  tribunal,  he  would  most  certainly  have  received  the  death 
penalty. 

I will  even  go  as  far  as  to  justify  the  use  of  the  archaic  noose  with  which  lie  was 
executed,  as  more  humane  means  of  execution  may  not  be  available  in  Iraq. 

My  issue  lays  ’n  the  ^acl  l'ial  ,hc  *rat1'  80vemmenl.  if  not 

directly,  at  least  passively,  allowed  the  Filming  of 
the  execution  and  the  subsequent  release  of  the 
footage  to  take  place. 

Doing  so  may  appease  the  local  citizenry 
by  assuring  them  that  Saddam  is  dead,  but  this 
peace  of  mind  comes  at  too  high  a cost. 

By  allowing  the  death  to  be  Filmed  and 
distributed,  they  have  violated  the  sanctity  and 
dignity  of  human  life. 

Capitol  punishment  was  converted  into  a 
spectacle  for  use  in_propaganda. 

Whether  or  not  Saddam  was  an  evil  man  is 
irrelevant  because  he  had  a life,  and  all  human  life 
should  be  treated  with  dignity. 

Video  footage  of  Saddam  Hussein  losing 
his  life  is  no  different  than  the  footage 
our  enemies  regularly  produce 
of  western  reporters  and 
volunteers  being  beheaded. 

By  filming  the  execution 
and  spreading  it  across  the 
globe,  the  government  we 
back  has  lowered  themselves  to  the 
same  level  as  those  terrorists  they 
mean  to  defeat.

Faculty  union  to  begin  contract  negotiations

Three  administrative  members 
and  the  faculty  union  at  Joliet 
Junior  College  will  begin  new 
contract  negotiations  that  will 
ensue  the  next  several  weeks. 

The  internet-based  bargaining 
(used  to  carry  out  the  negotiations) 
training  was  held  on  Jan.  15  and 
was  the  start  of  the  negotiation 
process. 

Seven  union  executive 
officers  and  three  administrative 
negotiators  - David  Agazzi,  Vice 
President  of  Business  Services; 
John  Byrnes,  Director  of  Human 
Resources;  and  Dennis  Haynes, 
Vice  President  of  Academic 
Affairs  - will  begin  to  use  the 
internet-based  bargaining  at  a 
scheduled  negotiation  session 
Feb.  7. 

The  schedule  for  sessions  past 
Feb.  7 will  be  determined  based 
on  the  three  negotiators  and  seven 
executive  member's  individual 
availabilities.

"It  gave  us  all  an  opportunity  to 
work  together  on  projects  during 
the  day  and  to  build  a sense  of 
team  work.” 

Haynes  explains  that  the  overall 
goal  for  the  talks  is  that  they  come 
up  with  "a  contract  that  is  suitable 
for  the  institution  and  overall 
benefits  of  our  students." 

The  bargaining  technique  used 
will  begin  with  the  negotiators’ 


interests  (not  proposals). 

The  negotiators  will  try  to  find 
a common  ground  by  presenting 
those  items  to  the  union. 

The  current  contract  for  the 
198  union  members,  all  of  whom 
arc  full-time  teachers,  was  settled 
in  2003  and  expires  in  August. 

In  the  2003  contract,  it  was 
agreed  that  each  individual  would 
receive  a 3.75  percent  raise  each 
year. 

As  a whole,  the  faculty  union 
received  a 15  percent  increase 
over  4 years;  individual  raises 
varied. 

Under  the  previous  three-year 
contract  that  expired  in  2003,  the 
teachers  got  a cumulative  16.5 
percent  increase,  or  an  annual  5.5. 
percent  hike  (individual  raises 
varied). 


During  the  next  several  weeks, 
the  two  sides  have  agreed  not  to 
publicly  discuss  the  state  of  the 
talks.  Instead,  the  parties  will 
issue  a joint  press  release  once 
they  have  reached  an  agreement. 

Contract  policy  to  be  revised 

In  addition  to  the  union 
talks,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
approved  the  first  reading  of  the 
pending  changes  to  the' contract 
policy  for  Joliet  Junior  College 
administrators  at  its  January 
meeting. 

The  proposed  revision,  which 
will  affect  30  administrators, 
allows  administrators  to  get  a 
two-year  contract,  instead  of  the 
current  one-year  contract  policy.

JJC  president,  the  board  voted 
to  offer  one-year  contracts  to 
college  administrators. 

The  last  time  that  policy 
was  revised  was  in  1998,  when 
the  board  decided  that  any 
administrators  being  hired  at 
the  college  would  start  with  the 
one-year  contract  and  have  to 
work  for  three  years  before  being 
eligible  to  receive  a rolling  two- 
year  contract. 

The  policy’s  potential 
revision  would  include  a one- 
year  probationary  period  before 
administrators  could  sign  a 
two-year  contract,  according  to 
the  reading. 

DennisHaynes,  Vice  President 
of  Academic  Affairs,  believes 
that  the  new  two-year  contracts 
will  be  beneficial  from  a more 
“superficial"  standpoint. 

“It  provides  a sense  of  stability 
for  the  college  administration. 
They  get  to  hang  in  there  an 
additional  two  years,"  explains 
Haynes. 

The  two-year  contract 
will  not  hinder  newly-hired 
administrators’  (fiscal  year 
begins  July  1 ) decisions  to  work 
for  the  college. 

The  board  will  vote  on  the 
changes  at  its  Feb.  20  meeting.

at  the  end  of  the  fall  2006 
semester,  announced  that  the  new 
document  would  mean  dramatic 
improvements  for  the  college. 

Several  departments  arc  being 
moved  to  new  areas  and  many  arc 
receiving  new  titles. 

The  administration  will 
eliminate  29  full-time  and  five 
part-time  positions  and  are 

looking  into  creating  16  new 
positions. 

Five  vice  presidents  will  be 
needed  to  oversee  the  newly 

defined  areas  in  the  master  plan 
including  VPs  for  the  six  new 
areas  titled:  Academic  Services; 
Business  Sendees;  Learner 

Support  Services;  Student 

Services;  and  Institutional 
Advancement. 

The  administration  has  hired 
the  educational  planning  and 
design  firm  Legal  Services,  Inc. 
to  help  develop  the  college’s 
new  master  plan,  which  has  to  be 
updated  every  five  years. 

“What’s  left  to  say  but  I’m  very 
excited  about  the  Master  Plan,” 
said  Agazzi. 

“I  encourage  everyone  from 
students;  faculty  and  staff  to 
provide  their  input." 

On  the  college  website  (www. 
jjc.edu),  a link  connecting  users 
to  a detailed  explanation  of  the 
realignment  project  is  available. 

So  far,  over  500  people  have 
expressed  their  concerns  and 
hopes  for  the  project.

College  campuses  were  a 
hotbed  of  social  activism  in  the  60s 
and  early  70s,  with  much  student 
energy  focused  on  opposing  the 
ever-controversial  Vietnam  War. 
Arid  although  the  students  may 
not  always  practice  high  levels 
of  activism,  free  speech  is  not 
something  that  is  stifled  by  Joliet 
Junior  College. 

The  free-speech  zone  is  now 
relocated  to  the  area  in  front  of  the 
Student  Center  in  D-Mall  (where 
there  is  more  student  traffic). 
The  Board  of  Trustees  voted  in 
favor  of  the  move  at  their  Jan.  16 
meeting. 

The  previous  area,  the  Bell 
Tower  area  just  north  of  D- 
Building,  was  said  to  be  out  of 
sorts  for  students  to  see  and  use. 

“Over  the  years  there  has 
been  some  discussion  about  this 
space,”  said  Dr.  A1  Hardersen, 
Vice  President  of  Student 
Development. 

“It  was  deemed  by  the 
administration,  College  Legal 
Counsel  and  Board  subcommittee 
that  this  change  was  needed  at 
this  time." 

The  first  reading  to  change  the 
free  speech  area  was  read  at  the 
Board’s  December  2006  meeting. 

This  was  the  “sixth  or  seventh” 
revision  of  the  board’s  policy 
on  the  free  speech  area  since  it 
was  originally  drafted-in  shortly 
after  the  college  split  from  Joliet 
Township  High  School,  said 
Hardersen. 

Over  the  last  several  years, 
there  has  been  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  college  campuses  that 
have  free-speech  zones,  according 
to  firstamendmentcenter.org.  A 


survey  done  by  the  organization 
notes  that  “college  administrations 
believe  free  speech  zones  are  a way 
to  prevent  student  activism  from 
disturbing  the  primary  function 
of  a university  - the  teaching  of 
students  in  classrooms.” 

The  issue  of  colleges  trying  to 


“move”  speech  away  from  certain 
areas  of  campuses  is  not  entirely 
new. 

According  to  the  website 
(firstamcndmcntcenler.org),  some 
colleges  “argue  that  free-speech 
zones  are  content-neutral  and 
don’t  ban  student  expression. 


“Along  this  line  of  thinking, 
the  policies  are  constitutionally 
acceptable  because  they  merely 
regulate  where  the  speech  takes 
place  as  opposed  to  whether  the 
speech  takes  place  at  all.” 

Under  JJC’s  revised  policy, 
students  can  now  register  to  use 


the  free-speech  zone  in  front  of 
the  Student  Center  through  the 
Office  of  Student  Activities. 

Registration  must  be  five 
business  days  prior  to  use 
(assigned  on  a first-come-first- 
serve  basis  and  to  be  used  during 
main  campus  hours).

Joliet  Junior  College’s  Brown 
Bag  Lecture  series  kicked  oil' 
the  spring  semester  on  the  topic 
of  a nationwide  epidemic: 
“What  Happens  When  All  of  the 
Antibiotics  Run  Out?”  presented 
by  Lora  McGuire. 

The  presentation  was  an  in- 
depth  visual  into  the  world 
of  medicine  and  its  hidden 
difficulties. 

McGuire  explained  the 
current  shortages  of  various 
drugs,  including  some  forms  of 
penicillin. 

Hospitals  and  other  medical 
treatment  centers  have  recently 
had  to  prescribe  new  antibiotics 
to  patients,  unsure  of  the  cause  of 
this  national  decline  in  common 
drugs. 

Attending  the  lecture  on  Jan.  25 
was  a diverse  group  of  students 
but  mostly  nursing  majors  who’s 
interests  are  in  finding  solutions 
to  the  growing  problem. 

“The  thing  that  most  concerns 
me  is  that  one  day  1 will  have 
to  turn  a patient  away  because 
we  don’t  have  the  drugs  to  treat 
them,”  said  Jcnine  Bower,  a JJC 
nursing  student. 

The  explanations  regarding 
antibiotic  shortages  is  unknown; 
however,  specialists  believe  that 
it  is  due  to  increasing  infectious 
diseases  and  delays  in  production 
of  more  antibiotics.

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College  gets  system  updates

The  technology  department 
updated  the  college's 
technological  capabilities  while 
students  and  staff  were  on  winter 
break,  according  to  a Dec.  11 
press  release. 

Andrew  Schlie,  interim  CIO 
of  JJC’s  Learner  Support  & 
Technology  Services  Department, 
confirmed  that  the  updates  to 
systems  including  Colleague/Web 
Advisor,  Blackboard  Learning 
Services,  and  staff  and  student 
email  went  basically  as  planned. 

"Our  projections  were 
overestimated  as  far  as  migrating 
data,”  said  Schlie.  “Overall,  we 
were  only  off  by  a few  hours.” 

The  reason  for  the  updates  was 
two-fold. 

“One,  our  current  hardware  is 
off  lease  at  the  end  of  February 
and  two,  we  needed  faster 
hardware  for  our  upgrade  to  the 
Colleague  system  Release  18 
which  will  occur  later  this  year," 
explains  Schlie. 

He  points  out  that  the 
upgrades  haven’t  been  purely 
for  preparation.  Students  may 
notice  applications  running  faster, 
although  most  benefits  will  be 
more  apparent  after  this  summer. 
“We  plan  to  re-look  at  the  whole 
web  interface  to  make  it  easier 
and  more  straightforward.” 

Right  now,  wireless  internet 
access  is  available  in  ail  public 
areas  of  the  campus,  and  [the

In  the  next  six  months  to  one 
year,  Schlie  mentioned  “we  want 
to  lay  the  foundation,  both  in 
technologyandpcrsonnel,  toallow 
us  to  provide  the  technology  and 
services  that  students  demand." 

Student  demands  that  might 
be  met  include  receiving  text 
messages  on  mobile  phones  when 
a class  in  cancelled. 

“We’re  in  talks  with  Microsoft 
and  looking  into  GPS  with  Sprint 
and  Nextel,”  said  Schlie. 

Schlie  emphasized  _ the 
importance  of  students’  input  to 
the  process  of  determining  what 
updates  should  be  made. 

“We  can't  solve  everything, 
but  we’re  working  on  it,”  said 
Schlie. 

“We  want  to  be  sure  we’re 
steering  the  ship  on  the  right 
course,  providing  value,  but  not 
wasting  time.”

It  was  a cold  January  evening, 
but  the  Joliet  Junior  College 
auditorium  was  warm  and  alive 
with  echos  of  laughter  and 
estrogen  hanging  in  the  air. 

Gathered  there  were  many 
different  women  from  an  array  of 
ages  and  backgrounds,  all  there 
for  a common  cause-  tirelessly 
rehearsing  their  lines. 

On  Feb.  2 and  3,  the  JJC 
community  will  be  reintroduced  to 
a bold,  hip  way  of  looking  at  what, 
until  recent  times,  was  thought  of 
as  a female’s  “unmentionables.” 

Feminism  is  alive  here,  and 
JJC’s  second  production  of  The 
Vagina  Monologues  is  evidence 
of  that. 

A play  written  by  Eve  Ensler, 
the  performance  warrants  a 
reaction  from  audience  members 
with  its  strong  language  and  fresh 
outlook  at  the  female  body  part, 
the  vagina. 

One  older  woman  in  the  play 
(played  by  Carol  Roman),  timidly 
professes  her  only,  experience 
in  life  with  her  -as  she  refers  to 
it-  “down  there,”  an  experience 
that  resulted  in  her  life-long 
embarrassment  and  disclaiming 
of  her  vagina. 

JJC  faculty  member  Jen  Aleksic 
plays  another  woman,  a character 
who  is  much  more  open  with  her 
sexuality,  and  demonstrates  what 
a triple  orgasm  sounds  like. 

These  are  only  two  characters 
among  many  who  in  themselves 
show  the  wide  range  of  sexual 
experiences  and  thoughts  shared 
and  for  many,  celebrated. 

The  play  is  directed  by  two 
JJC  graduates.  Jade  Phillips  and 
Alexa  Schrock.

2002  performance  of  the  play. 

“It’s  the  most  rewarding  thing 
ever.  The  cast  is  perfect,”  said 
Phillips  excitedly. 

For  many  cast  members,  the 
whole  experience  has  been  life 
changing. 

One  particular  cast  member's 
testimonial  said  that  she  is 
now  more  comfortable  with 


the  inevitable  “talk”  that  she 
will  eventually  have  with  her 
daughters. 

“The  play  is  about  relationships 
and  body  parts;  women  have  been 
taught  to  cover  it  up,”  says  Stacey 
Murphy,  another  member  of  the 
cast. 

“It’s  making  actresses  step 
outside  of  themselves.  I have 


never  heard  Pam  [DildayJ  swear 
outside  of  the  play  before." 

Ensler’s  play  is  a series  of 
women  performing  monologues 
about  their  life  experiences  and 
sexuality.  As  much  as  the  play 
is  a comedy,  it  also  addresses 
some  underlying  issues  in  today’s 
society. 

Even  though  the  play’s  issues

As  2006  came  to  a close,  it  was  time  to 
reflect  on  the  best  and  worst  films  of  the 
year.  Big  hits  (and  utter  disappoints)  came 
out  over  the  past  12  months:  Some  pirates 
plundered  the  box  office  and  became 
a steamroller  for  the  ensuing  couple  of 
months;  a bunch  of  snakes  really  didn’t 
have  as  much  of  a poisonous  bite  as 
thought;  and  the  Man  of  Steel  was  more 
like  the  Man  of  Aluminum. 

1 ) United  93:  The  first  of  the  9/1 1 films 
is  the  obvious  superior  for  many  reasons. 
Director  Paul  Grccngrass  expertly  used 
unknown  actors  for  the  roles  of  passengers 
and  terrorists  aboard  the  one  plane  from 
Sept.  11.  2001,  that  did  not  reach  its 
intended — and  alleged — target  of  the  U.S. 
Capitol.  The  drama  unfolds  in  real  time; 
Grccngrass  plays  it  out  as  if  it  is  happening 
before  your  eyes.  1 began  to  cheer  for 
the  passengers  to  retake  the  plane — soon 
realizing  they  won't.  The  film  deserves 
more  awards,  but  the  Academy  was 
correct  in  giving  a directing  nomination  to 
Grccngrass.  I proclaimed  in  May  that  this 
one  of  the  best  films  of  the  year;  today  it 
stands  today  as  the  best  film  of  2006. 

2)  The  Departed:  Martin  Scorsese’s 
scathing,  bloody  and  brilliant  Irish  mobster 
epic  shows  why  the  Goodfellas  director  is 
so  great:  he  has  the  ability  to  pull  you  into 
the  drama  and  become  engrossed  in  it.;  this 
is  his  Best  Director  Oscar  here.  The  great 
screenplay  by  William  Monahan,  based  on 
the  2002  Hong  Kong  crime  classic  Infernal 
Affairs , has  such  intelligence  and  wit  that 
it  transcends  the  brutality.  Who  knew 
a Scorsese  flick  would  be  so  quotable? 
Jack  Nicholson  alone  is  worth  the  price

of  admission:  he’s  working  with  Scorsese 
for  the  first  time  and  plays  a vicious  mob 
boss.  Leonardo  DiCaprio  shines  brightly, 
shying  away  from  his  teen-idol  looks  with 
a mature  and  wiser  look  of  deep  sunken  eye 
sockets  and  a darker  personality.  It’s  Mark 
Wahlberg,  though,  who  is  the  greatest  part 
of  this  movie  as  a facetious,  foul-mouthed 
Boston  police  sergeant.  Scorsese  & Co.  hit 
you  at  the  start — and  never  let  up. 

3)  Casino  Royaie:  The  changing  of 
the  007  guard  was  accompanied  by  a 
reinvention  of  the  fuddling  and  failing 
franchise.  The  filmmakers  succeed  where 
previous  ones  fail.  Bond  is  human  with 
flaws  and  emotion.  Daniel  Craig  of  last 
year’s  great  Layer  Cake  exemplifies 
these  qualities  with  hard-nosed  grace  and 
intensity.  Instead  of  wasting  the  audience’s 
time  with  a million  of  stupid  gadgets.  Bond 
carries  the  film.  Director  Martin  Campbell 
gives  us  what  we  want:  Bond.  The  riskiest 
gamble  of  the  year  is  the  best  pure  crowd- 
pleaser  of  2006,  and  Craig  very  much 
deserved  a terribly  overlooked  Oscar  nod. 

4)  Clerks  II:  Kevin  Smith’s  final  entry 
to  his  View  Askewniverse  of  films  is  not 
only  one  of  the  crudest  movies  of  the  year 
but  also  one  of  the  most  touching.  Smith’s 
script  is  full  of  vibrant  wit  and  life;  even 
at  a slim  hour-and-a-half,  Clerks  II  gives 
us  some  memorable  performances  as  well. 
Rosario  Dawson  is  brilliant  in  the  film, 
showing  subdued  sex  appeal,  touching 
warmth  and  comic  genius.  I compare  her 
Oscar-worthy  performance  to  those  of 
Madeline  Kahn;  she  and  the  film  did  not  get 
their  due.  However,  it  is  Trevor  Fehrman 
as  bumbling  Jesus,  Transformers  and  Lord 
of  the  Rings- loving  geek  Elias  who  steals 
the  show  from  everyone.  While  most  will 
shy  away  from  Clerks  II  for  its  vulgarity,  it 
deserves  more  for  its  tremendous  heart. 

5)  Little  Miss  Sunshine:  A movie 
that  took  me  by  surprise  by  how  darkly 
humorous,  heart-wrenching  and  heart- 
warming it  was.  The  ensemble  cast  is  a step 
in  the  right  direction  of  great  filmmaking. 
A bunch  of  talented  actors  but  none  stand 
above  each  other.  Regardless,  there  are  two 
bright  (and  sunny)  spots  in  this  film:  Alan 
Arkin  as  the  heroin-fueled  grandfather 
with  a mouth  of  filth  and  a heart  of  gold, 
arid  10-year-old  Abigail  Breslin  as  the 
beauty  contest-obsessed  Olive  Hoover. 
Their  Oscar-nominated  performances  are 
the  best  parts  of  the  film,  but  support  lent 
by  Greg  Kinncar,  Toni  Collette,  Paul  Dano 
and  Steve  Carell  are  equally  great.  And  the 


end  sequence  had  me  doubled-over  and  in 
tears  from  gut-busting  laughter. 

6)  The  Descent:  Although  it’s  technically 
a 2005  release  (originally  in  Britain),  this 
masterpiece  of  suspense  and  horror  is 
beautifully  shot  and  the  sound  mixing  is 
superb.  At  an  unrelenting  99  minutes,  the 
film  is  brilliantly  paced.  The  plot  centers 
on  a group  of  girls  who  go  on  an  annual 
trip-  always  something  adventurous  and 
extreme.  This  particular  time  they  choose 
spelunking,  or  “caving.”  What  they  don’t 
expect  are  the  cave-dwelling  creatures 
inhabiting  the  caverns  below.  Although 
a little  sluggish  in  its  first  15  minutes, 
everything  picks  up  quickly  when  the 
women’s  feet  hit  the  rocks.  Scary  even 
before  the  creatures  show  up,  this  film  is  not 
for  the  squeamish — or  the  claustrophobic.

7)  Inside  Man:  A film  that  confused  me 
at  first  but  astounds  me  now.  Spike  Lee’s 
most  commercial  (and  highest-grossing) 
film  is  also  a great  one  that  doesn’t  speak  to 
any  of  the  social  convolutions  Lee  is  known 
to  criticize  and  exploit.  An  all-around  great 
cast  that  includes  Jodie  Foster,  Willem 
Dafoe  and  Christopher  Plummer  is  led  by 
the  brilliant  Denzel  Washington  and  Clive 
Owen  as  the  cat  and  mouse,  respectively, 
of  a brilliant  bank  heist  classic. 

8)  Harsh  Times:  The  most  overlooked 
film  of  the  year,  but  the  most  profound. 
Christian  Bale,  a mentally-ravaged  Iraq 
war  veteran,  is  the  new  Marlon  Brando, 
the  epitome  of  Method  acting.  He  commits 
himself  completely  and  emotionally  to  his 
performance.  This  film  was  passed  over 
by  audiences  and  award-givers,  probably 
because  of  the  striking  similarities  to 
Training  Day  (same  writer),  but  it  deserves 
much  more  than  it’s  all-too-quick  DVD 
release.  Freddy  Rodriguez  gives  a stand- 
out performance  as  Bale’s  friend  and 
confidant.  Also,  Eva  Longoria  has  her  least 
annoying — and  best — role  to  date.

9)  16  Blocks:  Richard  Donner’s  simple 
premise  turns  into,  like  Inside  Man,  a 
suspenseful  thrill-ride  from  start  to  finish. 
Bruce  Willis  gives  his  best  performance 
since  Pulp  Fiction  as  an  aging,  worn-down 
drunk,  one  of  New  York’s  finest,  charged 
with  escorting  fast-talking  witness  (and 
impressive  actor)  Mos  Def— surprise,  16 
blocks — to  testify  against  a bunch  of  bad 
cops.  Willis  really  gave  in  to  the  role,  putting 
on  weight  and  generating  convincing  weary 
looks.  Another  overlooked  film  that’s 
predictable  but  extremely  satisfactory  and 
entertaining  nonetheless. 

10)  Children  of  Men:  A profound  and 
thought-provoking  movie  about  a bleak 
future  with  infertile  women,  director 
Alfonso  Cuaron’s  visually  stunning  and 
stimulating  epic-sized  story  feels  longer 
than  its  1 08-minute  running  time  due  to  the 
long  takes,  but  cinematography  and  sound 
are  its  strong  points.  Plus,  Clive  Owen 
and  Michael  Caine  give  career-defining 
performances,  with  Claire-Hope  Ashitey 
making  an  impressive  debut. 

Honorable  mentions 

Mission:  Impossible  III:  Forget  what 
they  say  about  Tom  Cruise  and  his  alien 
baby;  this  was  surprisingly  suspenseful  and 
a satisfying  summer  movie  that  deserved 
better  press  than  the  couch-jumping 
Maverick.

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‘Primeval’  movie 
mismarketed, 
inspired  by  ‘Jaws’

Don’t  go  to  Primeval 
expecting  your  typical  giant 
crocodile  movie.  And  definitely 
don’t  expect  a serial  killer 
movie,  which  seems  to  be  what 
the  advertisements  want  you  to 
believe  it  is. 

In  fact.  Primeval  isn’t  really 
any  kind  of  horror  movie. 

More  than  anything,  it  is 
an  action- adventure  movie 
that  suffers  from  really  poor 
marketing. 

Tim  Manfrey  (Dominic 
Purcell  of  Prison  Break  fame) 
is  a television  producer  in  hot 
water  for  using  a fake  source 
in  a report  about  a New  York 
City  politician.  His  boss  decides 
to  send  him  to  Africa  to  do  a 
story  about  Gustave,  a 30-foot 
crocodile  that  has  been  prowling 
the  rivers  for  years. 

Joining  him  is  Steve  the 
cameraman  (Orlando  Jones, 
playing  the  obligatory  “Funny  Black  Man”)  and  budding  reporter  Aviva 
Masters  (Bfooke  Langton).  Along  the  way,  we  meet  the  “Egotistical 
Scientist”  and  “Eccentric  Hunter.” 

The  character  models  themselves  may  be  typical  adventure  movie 
cliches,  but  the  actors  manage  to  make,  each  one  stand  out  from  the 
mold. 

Interestingly,  Primeval’s  main  marketing  draw  — the  giant  crocodile 
— barely  appears  at  all  during  the  first  half  of  the  movie. 

Instead,  the  beginning  focuses  on  the  escalating  civil  war  mounting 
all  around  the  characters.  This  adds  a layer  of  depth  and  intrigue  to  an 
otherwise  average  monster  movie. 

The  animal’s  absence  is  also  reminiscent  of  another  adventure- 
thriller  with  a murderous  beast:  Jaws.  While  it  doesn’t  even  come  close 
to  approaching  that  film’s  greatness,  Primeval  was  clearly  inspired  by 
it 

In  fact,  the  electronic  transmitter  used  to  track  Gustave  is  used 
so  much  like  the  big  yellow  barrels  from  Jaws  that  1 kept  expecting 
Jurgen  Prochnow,  who  plays  the  aforementioned  “Eccentric  Hunter," 
to  growl  “Man  goes  into  cage.  Cage  goes  in  the  water.  Croc’s  in  the 
water.  Our  croc.” 

Overall,  though,  Primeval  is  something  you  don’t  see  much  in 
theaters  anymore:  a fun,  exciting  adventure.

Contest  killed  the  radio  star 

On  Jan.  12,  a Sacramento,  Calif.,  radio  station  (107.9  KDND-FM 
“The  End")  held  what  they  thought  was  the  greatest  contest  ever 
created.  It  was  only  a matter  of  time  before  everything  soon  went 
down  the  pisser. 

The  contest,  entitled  “Hold  Your  Wee  for  a Wii,”  included  28-year- 
old  Jennifer  Strange  and  20  others.  Each  contestant  had  to  drink  8 oz. 
bottles  of  water  in  15-minute  intervals,  up  to  two  gallons  ...  and  not 
urinate  or  vomit.  The  last  one  standing  was  to  win  the  Nintendo  Wii 
video  game  system. 

The  morning  show  hosts  “running"  the  contest  took  calls 
reminding  them  that  it  is  possible  to  get  sick  or  die  from  water 
intoxication.  The  hosts  joked  that  the  contestants  signed  waivers,  so 
they  weren’t  liable  for  anything. 

As  the  contest  progressed,  the  hosts  talked  to  the  remaining  two 
contestants,  one  of  whom  was  Jennifer  Strange.  They  asked  how 
she  was  and  other  than  a headache,  she  said  was  fine.  The  second 
time  they  spoke  to  her  she  was  miserable-sounding  and  complaining 
extensively  of  a huge  headache. 

According  to  an  Associated  Press  article.  Strange  left  the 
competition  and  called  her  supervisor  at  Radiological  Associates  of 
Sacramento  to  say  that  she  was  going  home  due  to  a terribly  painful 
headache.  A co-worker  contacted  Strange’s  mother,  who  later  found 
Strange’s  body  in  her  Sacramento  home. 

In  the  wake  of  the  tragedy,  10  radio  staff  members  we£e  fired  and 
the  morning  show  was  removed  from  the  airwaves  indefinitely. 

Strange’s  family  filed  a wrongful  death  suit  last  week.  The  lawsuit  . 
alleges  that  the  station  was  negligent  and  ignorant  of  the  dangers  of 
the  contest.  Additionally,  the  suit  accuses  the  station  of  not  providing 
medical  attention  for  contests  complaining  of  pain  or  discomfort. 
Apparently  only  an  intern  was  in  the  room  with  the  contestants. 

The  lawsuit  seeks  not  only  medical,  legal,  funeral  and  burial  costs, 
but  also  punitive  damages.  Strange  was  married  with  three  children, 
ages  1 1 months,  3 and  1 1 years  old. 

Strange's  family  is  also  calling  on  the  Federal  Communications 
Commission  to  revoke  the  station's  license. 

Water  intoxication,  also  known  as  hyper-hydration  or  water 
poisoning  is  “a  potentially  fatal  disturbance  in  brain  function  that 
results  when  the  normal  balance  of  electrolytes  in  the  body  is  pushed 
outside  of  safe  limits  by  a very  rapid  intake  of  water,"  according  to  a 
reference  on  Wikipedia  from  Patrick  J.  Bird’s  book.  You  Can  Drink 
Too  Much  Water. 

How  crazy  has  our  society  gotten? 

We  know  that  the  radio  station  was  in  the  wrong.  They  didn’t  do 
their  homework  to  discover  that  drinking  too  much  water  can  be 
deadly.

Chicago  Bears  fans  - if  they’ve 
listened  to  the  media  — would  ask 
themselves,  “why-oh-why  should 
Lovie  and  the  gang  even  bother 
showing  up  in  Miami?" 

The  so-called  football  experts 
who  didn’t  give  them  a chance 
to  beat  America’s  team,  the 
Saints,  arc  forecasting  an 
easy  win  for  the  Colts  in 
Super  Bowl  XLI. 

Peyton  Manning,  the  guy 
who  couldn’t  win  the  big 
one  a week  ago,  is  suddenly 
the  man  of  the  hour  in  the 
postseason,  the  man  who  out- 
dueled  Tom  Brady,  a quarterback 
whose  playoff  record  was  14-1 .

Grossman  will  be  back  in 
Florida,  where  he  almost  won 
a Hcisman  Trophy  (he  finished 
second  in  ‘01  to  Nebraska’s  Eric 
Crouch)  playing  for  pass-happy 
Steve  Spurrier.  He  has  nothing 
but  good  memories  of  playing 
in  the  Sunshine  State.  His  team 
is  the  underdog.  He  really  has 
nothing  to  lose:  all  the  experts 
have  already  decided  he’s  a bum.

Do  you 
have  to  commit  your 
life  to  your  computer? 

Do  you  have  to 
constantly  carry  a 
2G-sidcd  die  in  your 
pocket  to  determine 
what  your  next  life 
decision  will  be?  Do 
you  have  to  fall  asleep 
with  your  arm  around 
your  XBox  360  just 
to  know  that  it’s  still’ 
there? 

According  to  Paul 
Schroeder,  adviser 
and  sponsor  for  JoBiet 
Junior  College’s 
Gamers  Ciub,  the 
gaming  world  is  a lot 
more  laid  back. 

“(Gaming)is  about 
relaxing,  kicking 
back  and  forgetting 
about  the  stress  of 
everything,”  he  said. 

And  that  is  exactly  what  the 
Gamers  Club  likes  to  do.

began  posting  flyers 
for  a new  “Guitar 
Hero"  (a  music  video 
game  developed  by 
Harmonix  Music

CAUTIONS 


In  a country  where  a humdrum  word  like  "free”  is 
tossed  around,  it’s  easy  to  overlook  the  convenience 
of  the  United  States’  world-class  highway  system  and 
the  mobility  it  provides. 

It’s  easy  to  appreciate  the  capability  to  move  around 
freely  and  the  help  with  personal  and  economic 
goals.  But  it  isn’t  easy  to  appreciate  the  idea  that  we- 
have  also  grown  accustomed  to  more  than  41,000 
highway-related  fatalities  each  year. 

The  cost  of 4 1 ,000  lives  - three  of  which  were  Joliet 
Junior  College  students  last  month  — is  a terrible  toll 
and  shouldn’t  be  viewed  as  the  “price  we  pay”  for 
this  mobility. 

Wjnter-ridden  Illinois  roads  can  be  very  dangerous. 
Cement  highways  turn  into  black  sheets  of  ice, 
snow  clings  to  neighborhood  roadways  and  many 
drivers  seemingly  none  the  wiser  to  handle  the  cold 
responsibility  to  drive  safely. 

Well  no  kidding,  buddy,  you  say.  We  all  have  to 
drive  in  these  blizzards,  so  telling  students  to  drive 
safely  is  about  as  useful  as  their  parents  telling  them 
“be  safe”  before  they  go  out  at  night.  “Oh,  thanks 
for  the  advice.  Mom.  Had  you  not  said  that  I surely 
would  have  tried  copious  amounts  of  illegal  narcotics 
then  cliff-dived  into  the  quarry.” 

Having  now  established  that  winter  driving  (or  any

driving)  is  dangerous  and  that  we’re  not  your  mother, 
wha^else  is  there  to  discuss  about  this  subject?  Well 
plenty,  because  driving  to,  from  and  around  the  area 
involves  several  factors  that  deserve  to  be  discussed. 

Simply  shouting  out  the  lowest-common- 
denominator  answer  frequently  given  by  law/speed 
enforcement  officials,  “slow  down,”  is  not  helpful 
.and  is  not  an  adequate  answer. 

Besides,  considering  there  are  very  few  people 
in  this  country  who  consider  speed  limits  to  be 
maximums  rather  than  minimums,  there  have  to  be 
other  factors  at  hand. 

In  terms  of  JJC  students,  there  are  several  factors 
that  make  this  area  a treacherous  drive  in  the  winter. 
To  begin,  lately,  the  roads  can  be  unexpectedly  slick, 
meaning  cars  tend  to  drift  out  of  their  lanes. 

Now,  add  arguably  the  greatest  danger  facing 
drivers:  in-vehicle  distractions.  The  radio,  the 
navigation  system,  the  new  XM  satellite  radio  with 
28  buttons,  rowdy  friends,  the  mocha  latte  in  the 
cupholder  and  that  infernal  cell  phone. 

It  takes  a split  second  to  cause  an  accident,  and 
all  of  these  can  command  a driver’s  attention  longer 


than  one  second. 

These  factors  add  up  to  a typical  driver’s  level  of 
risk  of  getting  into  an  accident.  However,  risk  itself 
isn’t  the  only  thing  that  increases  our  chances  of 
being  in  an  accident.  That  other  thing  is  exposure 
to  risk.  Simply  put,  double  the  amount  of  miles  you 
drive  and  double  your  exposure  to  risk. 

So,  we’ve  broken  down  the  reasons  for  vehicular 
danger,  but  we  never  mentioned  speed.  The  police 
will  generally  say  the  leading  cause  of  accidents  is 
speed,  and  maybe  it  is,  but  it  can  be  argued  that  speed 
only  exacerbates  the  risks  described  above.  It’s  hard 
to  imagine  that  simply  boosting  your  speed  from  45 
to  55  will  suddenly  make  you  spin  out  of  control 
because  you’re  unable  to  handle  the  speed. 

Although  students  should  be  careful  out  there  on 
the  roads  and  be  mindful  of  the  risk  and  exposure 
to  risk  factors  we’ve  brought  up,  there  is  some  good 
news. 

Because  of  the  great  strides  made  in  automotive 
safety,  traffic  injury  and  fatality  rates  are  at  an  all- 
time  low  (the  government  began  keeping  track  in 
1966). 

In  general,  what’s  most  important  is  to  stay  aware, 
and  although  you  probably  won’t  listen,  as  your 
mother  would  say:  “be  careful.”

Health  reports  more  like  a Big  Mac  for  the  soul,  not  chicken  soup

It’s  unimaginable  how  much  the  multi-billion  dollar 
gaming  industry  has  grown  since  its  conception.  With 
credit  for  the  industry’s  boom  handed  over  to  children 
and  young  adults  everywhere. 

Parents  everywhere  try  their  best  to  limit  the  length  of 
time  their  children  play  video  games,  watch  television  or 
sit  online.  But  video  game  addicts,  you  can  now  rejoice. 

Because  a study  done  by  the  University  of  Rochester 
shows  that  playing  video  games  is  actually  good  for  the 
'eyes.  No,  you  will  not  go  blind,  despite  all  of  the  dire 
warnings  from  your  parents. 

According  to  the  study,  people  who  play  action  video 
games  for  a few  hours  a day  over  the  course  of  a month  improved  their  eyesight  by  20 
percent. 

Although  it’s  hard  to  believe  that  daily  3-hour  video  game  sessions  will  omit  future 
lasik  surgeries,  the  report  (which  I heard  a 30-second  brief  one  morning  on  CNN)  did 
not  include  anything  regarding  other  effects  of  90  hours  a month  of  playing  can  do  to  the 
body.  Effects  not  mentioned  were  wrist,  neck  and  back  pains,  photosensitive  epilepsy, 
headaches,  hallucinations,  nerve  and  muscle  damages. 

I’m  sure  anyone  who  plays  three  hours  worth  of  games  each  day  already  knows  the 
negatives.  So  in  pushing  that  news  brief  to  the  back  of  my  mind  I realized  the  numerous 
new  health  findings  we  hear  about  each  day. 

New  diets  to  try,  the  benefits  of  drinking  a glass  of  red  wine  each  day,  natural 
supplements  that  take  care  of  the  common  colder  quicker  and  laughter  yoga  (because 
it’s  important  to  remember  the  single,  universal,  age-old  adage:  laughter  is  really  “the 
best  medicine”). 

It’s  hard  to  dispute  the  widely-held  belief  that  many  Americans  rely  on  televised  or 
internet-provided  health  information.  It’s  hard  to  dispute  that  many  people  would 
rather  get  into  a debate  about  how  the  public  health  system  is  neither  caring 
nor  a system. 

But  is  it  the  goal  of  the  government,  doctors  and  researchers  to 
provide  newscasters  with  any  sort  of  verbal  diarrhea  about  being 
healthy  and  fit.  No. 

The  overall  benefit  is  to  keep  the  economy  prosperous.  They’re 
selling  products  and  ideas,  rather  we  realize  this  or  not.  So  these  dozen- 
a-day  health  reports  aren’t  so  bad  after  all,  no  matter  how  absurd  they  may  seem. 

Gamers  hear  that  their  addiction  has  the  benefit  of  sharper  eyes  which  prompts  many 
to  get  their  vision  checks,  which  means  a visit  to  the  optometrist  which  is  money  for  the 
clinic  which  breeds  bread  and  butter  for  the  employees.  This  concept  is  universal  for 
many  other  scenarios  as  well. 

This  is  why  I was  relieved  to  find  — after  reviewing  research  done  by  the  Center  of 
Studying  Health  System  Change  - that  in  reality,  nearly  two  thirds  (62  percent)  of  adults 
in  America  failed  to  seek  health  advice  from  anyone  or  anywhere  but  their  medical 
doctor.  That  more  than  two  handfuls  of  people  (about  117  million  people)  second-guess 
the  daily  health  reports  that  purport  to  be  the  freshest  and  most  accurate. 

It’s  difficult  to  believe  everything  we  read  or  hear.  But  even  though  “junk  mail"  in  my 
email  is  full  of  warnings  of  deadly  viruses,  messages  of  organ  thieves  plotting  over  my 
kidneys  and  Bill  Gate’s  plea  to  forward  his  message  to  every  computer  he  earned  a buck 
(okay,  two  bucks)  off  of,  someone  will  benefit  off  of  those  junk  mails. 

So  the  next  time  you  hear  a breaking  story  about  the  “urgent”  and  “freshest”  health 
report,  remember  that  everything  has  its  advantages  and  disadvantages;  so  is  the  law  of 
nature.  Even  though  you  question  and  laugh  at  it  and  maybe  even  forward  it  directly  to 
the  trash.

For  many  years,  the  government  and  subsequent 
agencies  have  come  out  to  tell  us  what  to  cat  and  what  not 
to  eat.  Many  times  these  preachings  change  over  time. 

For  many  years,  eggs  were  considered  to  be  healthy  for 
you.  They  were  part  of  a balanced  breakfast,  as  certain 
breakfast  food  advertisements  would  say.  Their  high  protein 
value  was  credited  with  giving  energy  to  busy  people 
to  get  through  their  day.  Then,  in  the  1970s,  Americans 
learned  a new  two  word  phrase:  high  cholesterol. 

And  the  main  culprit,  according  to  the  American  Heart 
Association,  that  caused  this  problem?  The  incredible, 
edible  egg. 

The  AHA  reported  that  the  average  egg's  content  of  213  milligrams  of  cholesterol  was 
too  high,  since  the  recommended  daily  intake  for  cholesterol  was  300  mg.  Then,  in  the 
1980s  and  90s,  research  found  that  there  were  two  types  of  cholesterol — Low  density 
lipoprotein  (LDL)  and  High  density  lipoprotein  (HDL),  aka  “bad"  cholesterol  and  “good" 
cholesterol. 

Some  research  suggested  that  an  egg’s  yolk  can  actually  lower  LDL  levels  in  the 
body  and  increase  HDL  levels.  Also,  according  to  an  article  in  an  April  1999  issue  of 
the  Journal  of  the  American  Medical  Association,  results  of  research  conducted  by  the 
Harvard  School  of  Public  Health  “found  no  evidence  of  an  overall  significant  association 
between  egg  consumption  and  risk  of  [coronary  heart  disease]  or  stroke  in  either  men  or 
women.”  In  other  words,  eggs  were  exonerated  from  bad  press  and  considered  healthy 
again. 

The  debate  over  what  is  healthy  and  what  isn't  he: 
as  ridiculous  as  you  can  get.  Sure,  technological  advi 
from  previous  decades  allow  us  to  dig  further  and  fir 
in  previously  held  theories  and  various  si 
of  thought.  However, 


government 
continually  changing  its  way ‘ 
doesn’t  help  people  put  their  faith  into  the  research  an 
findings. 

Many  of  these  propaganda-like  stands  for  or  agaii 
certain  consumptions  of  mass  quantities  are  silly. 

I know  what's  good  for  me.  It’s  been  a moral  $ 
was  instilled  into  my  conscience  a long  time  ago  by  someone  who 
everything  that’s  good  or  bad  for  me:  my  mother.  She  always  told  me  cat  my 
broccoli  and  drink  milk  but  don't  have  too  many  sweets  and  junk  food. 

Hmmm.  Too  many.  That  means  you  could  have  some  but  only  in  moderation.  I guess 
that’s  the  lesson  to  be  learned  here.  Stuff  that  isn't  all  that  great  for  you  doesn't  mean  it’s 
all  that  bad  for  you  cither.  Just  use  good,  old  common  sense.

THERE'S  VIRTUE  IN  HARD  WORK. 
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Two  students  serve  in  military

They  pack  up,  wave 
their  goodbyes  and  with 
their  hearts  in  their  throats, 
they  take  wing  into  days  of 
desert. 

The  ill-fated  few  will 
return  home  wounded  - or 
in  a box.  Some  of  their 
funerals  emitted  all  over 
today’s  internet  war.

The  core 
to  these 
scenarios  is 
the  military 
women  and 
men  that 
fight  in 
the  War  on 
Terror. 

But  the  greatest  common 
denominator  is  that  they 
fight  for  each  other. 

Retired  Army  Staff  Sgt. 
Jeffrey  Furgers on  ~ sitting 
next  to  is  friend  Jason 
Sutton  who  served  in  Iraq 
with  Furgerson  in  2004 
- says  that  when  asked  if  he 
was  fighting  for  his  country, 
the  answer  is  no. 

“We  looked  out  for  each 
other.  I’m  fighting  for 
Jason  Sutton  ...  or  any  of 
those  other  guys  that  I was 


over  there  with  because 
I looked  out  after  those 
guys  because  I knew  they 
would  look  out  for  me,” 
says  Furgerson,  who  retired 
from  his  military  career  in 
May  of  2005. 

He  removed  himself 
from  what  he  describes 
as  a “rough  environment” 
when  he  was 
growing  up 
by  enlisting 
in  the  Marine 
Corps  in 
1980.  As  a 


with  a child 
and  a wife 
(Maria) 
who  was 
fed  up  with' 
the  marine 
lifestyle  after 
four  years,  he 
took  a year 
off  and  joined  the  Army 
Reserves  in  ’85.  \] 

Now,  26  years  later, 
Furgerson  has  been  to  27 
countries. 

His  experience  has  made 
him  “very  disciplined,” 
he  explains.  “I’m  more 
responsible  I think.  One 
thing  I do  struggle  with  is 
that  because  I served  for 
so  long  is  that  I!m  very 
mission-oriented.  I haven’t 
quite  learned  how  to  slow  it 
down  a bit  . . . I’d  say  he 
(Sutton)  is  doing  a better 


job  at  it  than  I am  and  3 
didn’t  have  more  stress 
over  there  than  he  did.” 

Furgerson  and  Sutton’s 
unit  carried  out  general 
missions  that  included 
guarding  300 
terrorists  in 
protection. 

“We  guarded 
camp  . . . they 
terrorists  that  didn’t  want 
to  be  a part  of  it  anymore,” 
explains  Furgerson. 

Jason  Sutton,  a dignified 
22-year-old  and  an  E4 
Spc.  in  the  Army,  says  his 
service  in  the  military  has 
made  him  more  laid-back. 

“My  experience  has 
helped  me  kind  of  chill  my 
emotions.  I know  when  it’s 
time  to  be  serious  and  time 
to  just  relax,”  he  says. 

Sutton  enlisted  in  the 
Army  Oct.  27,  2001,  but 
unlike  many  reservists 
who  might  have  joined  for 
patriotic  reasons,  Sutton 
explains  he  did  it  to  get  his 
education. 

“When  I graduated  from 
high  school  I was  one 
of  those  guys  that  didn’t 
have  outstanding  grades 
or  anything  like  that  and  I 
didn’t  really  know  what  I 
wanted  to  do  so  I enlisted. 

I needed  a way  to  pay  for 
college,”  says  Sutton. 

They  (Furgerson,  Sutton 
and  the  other  soldiers)  were

mom  when  he  heard  the 

“When  I heard  that 
we  were  being  deployed 
I called  my  mom  and  I 
actually  started  crying.

After  they 
completed 
their  training 

in  Davenport,  IA.,  Sutton’s 
unit  was  flown  to  Iraq. 

The  biggest  culture  shock 
to  them  was  the  state  of  the 
country  and  the  challenge 
to  acclimate  themselves  to 
the  dessert,  according  to 
Sutton. 

To  ease  the  dessert 
blues,  many  soldiers  had 
PlayStations,  playing  cards, 
movies,  and  much  more 
including  adequate  access 
to  email  and  phone.

However,  the  smallest 
taste  of  home  was  enough 
to  remind  them  that  they 
were  far  from  the  United 
States. 

“I  think  the  soldiers  that 
are  there  are  doing  a really 
good  job  and  I don’t  think 
they  get  enough  reccgn  i tion . 

' I think  a 
lot  of  times 
the  media 
creams 
them  over 
there  but 
none  of  us 
asked  to  go 
over  there,” 
explains 
Furgerson, 
saying  that 
the  military 
doesn’t 

make  the 

decision  to 
go  to  war. 

“One  little  slip  up  like 
that  (using  the  example  of 
Abu  Gurab)  and  it  poisons 
the  welfare  of  everyone 
else  . . . truth  is  we’ve  seen 
schools  built,  electricity  put 
up  in  places,  you  don’t  hear 
about  those  kinds  of  things 
. . . they’re  over  there  doing 
the  best  that  they  can  and  the 
women  and  men  over  there 
need  to  be  supported  none- 
the-less,”  says  Sutton.

The  Academy  will 
probably  follow  Phillip  Seymour 
Hoffman’s  win  for  Capote  with 
another  actor  who  absorbs  his 
character  so  completely.  Leonardo 
DiCaprio  might  have  had  a chance 
had  he  been  nominated  for  his 
role  as  a tormented  undercover 
cop  in  The  Departed,  but  his 
underappreciated  part  in  Blood 
Diamond\V\W  produce  nothing  but 
a shot  of  him  politely  applauding 
as  Whitaker  wins.  The  dark  horse 
Peter  O’Toole  for  Venus.  This 
is  one  of  his  last  Oscars,  and 
the  Academy  might  want  to 
honor  a spectacular  career 
before  his  face  appears 
on  the  “In  Memoriam” 
slideshow. 

Matt:  I was  unable  to  see 
any  films  from  this  category, 
but  I am  going  to  gamble  about 
who  will  win.  Half  Nelson's  Ryan 
Gosling,  apparently,  was  the 
dark  horse  to  just  get  nominated.

The  rigor  mortis  hasn’t 
even  had  time  to  set  in 

On  Feb.  8,  many  around  the  world  were  stunned  to  hear 
of  the  death  of  Playboy  Playmate  Anna  Nicole  Smith,  who 
first  gained  fame  at  the  age  of  26  for  marrying  86-year-old  oil 
tycoon  J.  Howard  Marshall  II  and  the  subsequent  battle  over 
his  $400+  million  dollar  estate. 

She  was  plagued  by  tabloid  fodder  that  included  the  fight 
over  the  millions,  her  excessive  weight-gain,  a failed  reality 
show  and  alleged  drug  and  alcohol  abuse. 

For  the  five  months  preceding  her  doath,  Smith’s  life  had 
beefs  the  most  extreme  definition  of  bittersweet:  three  days 
after  the  birth  of  daughter  Dannielynn  on  Sept.  7,  2006,  her 
20-year-old  son  Daniel  died  by  his  mother’s  bedside  in  the 
Bahamian  hospital  room  she  was  staying.  Even  Anna  Nicole 
didn’t  definitively  know  what  caused  his  death. 

Within  days  of  Anna  Nicole’s  death,  an  outpouring  of 
condolences  were  accompanied  not  only  by  heavy  news 
coverage  but  claims  to  the  paternity  of  Dannielynn.  Everyone 
from  her  lawyer/companion  Howard  K.  Stem  to  ex-boyfriend 
Larry  Birkhead  to  Zsa  Zsa  Gabor’s  husband  claimed  to  be  the 
father  of  Anna  Nicole’s  5-month-old  daughter. 

A rumor  also  said  that  Smith  was  artificially  inseminated 
with  Marshall’s  sperm,  almost  to  add  credence  to  Anna  Nicole 
having  a right  to  his  fortune. 

Okay,  people.  Smith  hadn’t  even  been  dead  a week  when 
a string  of  men  started  claiming  to  be  the  father  of  her  child. 
Stem  was  also  blocking  Anna  Nicole’s  mother,  Vergie  Arthur, 
from  seeing  her  granddaughter. 

I don’t  care  "how  much  Smith  hated  (or  didn’t  hate)  her 
mother;  every  grandparent  deserves  the  right  to  see  their 
grandchildren.  Stem  is  wrong  and  just  plain  cruel  for  saying 
that  Arthur  will  never  see  Dannielynn  as  long  as  he’s  alive. 

Remember  the  fight  over  the  oil  tycoon’s  millions? 

Well,  Marshall’s  son,  E.  Pierce  Marshall,  fought  Anna 
Nicole  for  years  until  she  got  over  $400  million,  then  $88 
million,  and  finally  nothing. 

However,  on  May  1,  2006,  the  United  States  Supreme  Court 
unanimously  ruled  that  Smith  would  get  part  of  the  Marshall 
fortune. 

Ironic,  isn’t  it  that  the  “next  of  kin”  who  would  be  entitled, 
by  law,  to  whatever  money  awarded  is  Dannielynn,  and  due  to 
her  young  age,  the  person  in  charge  of  that  cash  would  be  the 
biological  father. 

What  if  the  courts  handed  down  its  ruling  today  and  said 
Smith  was  entitled  to  nothing — how  many  guy’s  would  still  be 
in  line? 

With  the  “baby’s  daddy”  situation,  it  does  bring  up  another 
example  of  irony:  these  men  can  be  seen  as  male  gold  diggers 
of  someone  who  was  accused  of  being  a gold  digger  herself. 

I do  admit  that  I called  Anna  Nicole  that  for  awhile.  Then 
I called  her  a crazy  drunk  and  drug  abuser.  Now  I think  of  a 
phrase  that  everyone  can  relate  to:  “The  good  die  young,  and 
pricks  live  forever.” 

Maybe  she  was  just  like  her  idol,  Marilyn  Monroe:  a sweet, 
small-town  girl  caught  up  in  big-time  life.  We  will  never  know 
the  true  Anna  Nicole  Smith. 

The  parallels  drawn  between  Smith  and  Monroe  were 
heavily  discussed,  but  here’s  another  comparable  and  untimely 
death:  Chris  Farley. 

Not  only  did  they  have  the  same  problems  and  die  similar 
deaths  of  their  idols  (Farley’s  was  John  Belushi)  but  they  also 
battled  weight  problems,  which  Anna  Nicole  conquered  with 
Trimspa,  who  was  sued  with  Smith  a few  days  before  her 
death. 

No  matter  who  you  are  or  what  problems  or  demons  you 
battled  throughout  your  life,  everybody  should  live  life  until  at 
least  65;  no  one  should  die  young. 

Not  drunks,  drug  addicts,  fat  people,  prostitutes  or 
Presidents. 

And  not  Anna  Nicole.

locker  room  code.  What  happens  in 
the  locker  room  stays  in  there.  It’s  a 
trust  factor,  honestly.’’ 

Ah,  so  it’s  Amaechi’s  fault  that 
he  kept  his  sexuality  hidden?  James 
did  not  directly  condemn  Amaechi, 
but  instead  chose  to  invoke  the 
nonsense  better  known  as  “the 
locker  room  code.” 

It  doesn’t  take  a rocket  scientist 
to  translate  what  this  honorable 
code  might  mean:  gays  arc  not 
welcome  here. 

It’s  not  just  players  - the  press  is 
joining  in  too.  On  Feb.  8,  The  Salt 
Lake  Tribune  published  an  article 
titled  “Amaechi  one  of  the  worst 
Jazz  players  ever”. 

At  first  I thought  it  was  a spoof 
headline  from  The  Onion.  If 
Amaechi  had  been  one  of  the  all- 


time  Utah  Jazz  greats  and  a Hall 
of  Famcr,  what  would  they  have 
written?  It’s  as  if  his  talent  as  a 
player  is  somehow  a reason  for  his 
gayness.  That  Michael  Jordan,  he 
was  way  too  good  to  be  gay  . . . 

This  can  go  one  of  two  ways. 
Amaechi  could  inspire  more  gay 
athletes  to  boldly  emerge  from  the 
closet. 

Or  gay  athletes  might  lake  one 
look  at  the  media  storm  that  such  an 
announcement  causes  and  decide 
to  stay  in  the  closet,  with  the  doors 
locked  and  bolted. 

1 predict  the  latter  - from  the 
four  major  US  sports  (basketball, 
baseball,  American  football  and 
ice  hockey)  only  five  pro  athletes 
have  come  out  before  Amaechi. 
However,  they  were  all  retired  from 


playing  when  they  came  out. 

They  were  brave,  yes,  but  still 
not  as  brave  as  they  might  have 
been.  Because  until  a sportsman 
announces  his  homosexuality  while . 
he  is  still  playing,  there  will  be  no 
mass  opening  of  closet  doors.

Amaechi  comes  out, 
no  change  in  sports 

John' 

Amaechi, 
a British 
citizen 
who  was 
raised  in 
Stockport, 
retired 
from  the  Jim  Sheldon 
N B A 

three  years  ago  after  a journeyman 
career. 

He  played  center  for  the 
Cleveland  Cavaliers,  the  Orlando 
Magic  and  the  Utah  Jazz.  The  6- 
foot,  10-inch,  270-pound  Amaechi 
had  the  ideal  physique  to  cut  it  in  the 
NBA.  Even  if  he  wasn’t  a natural 
athlete,  he  was  a solid  team  player 
and  a decent,  intelligent  guy. 

That  was  John  Amaechi  last 
week.  This  week,  Amaechi  became 
the  first  NBA  player  to  publicly 
come  out  as  gay. 

He  is  the  journeyman  no  more. 

Amaechi  details  his  “secret” 
life  in  his  autobiography,  “Man  in 
the  Middle",  which  hit  American 
bookshelves  Feb.  14. 

An  excerpt  reads,  “When  I was 
in  New  York  during  road  trips,  I’d 
check  out  Splash,  a big  gay  club  in 
Chelsea ...  I was  hiding,  but  in  plain 
sight.” 

My  immediate  reaction:  Sowhat? 
It’s  2007  and  a former  basketball 
player  admits  he’s  gay.  So  what? 
I'd  like  to  think  that  we’re  familiar 
with  the  concept  of  homosexuality 
by  now. 

If  a politician,  TV  presenter 
or  boy-band  member  publicly 
announces  he’s  gay,  we  pick  up  the 
remote  control  and  move  on.  But 
in  the  world  of  male  team  sports, 
homosexuality  is  taboo. 

I read  the  reaction  of  current 
NBA  stars  to  Amaechi’s  news  with 
a mixture  of  astonishment  and 
sadness. 

“For  real?  He’s  gay  for  real?" 
said  Steven  Hunter,  a center  for  the 
Philadelphia  76ers.  “As  long  as  he 
don’t  make  any  advances  toward 
me  I’m  fine  with  it,”  he  said. 

“As  long  as  he  came  to  play 
basketball  like  a man  and  conducted 
himself  like  a good  person.  I’d  be 
fine  with  it.” 

If  you  read  between  the  lines 
you  can  see  that  Hunter,  like  so 
many  athletes,  is  far  from  cool  with 
sharing  a locker  room  with  a gay 
man.

Like  Hunter,  Lebron  James,  one 
of  the  NBA’s  brightest  stars,  could 
have  sent  out  a positive  message 
to  all  gay  sportsmen  who  feel  that 
they  are  in  no  position  to  reveal 
their  sexuality.  Instead  James  spoke 
rashly. 

“With  teammates  you  have  to  be 
trustworthy,  and  if  you’re  gay  and 
you’re  not  admitting  that  you  are, 
then  you  are  not  trustworthy.

H.O.M.E.  reserve 
Joliet  Junior  College 
ffee-speech  area  March  5 
and  6.  After  hearing  about 
the  group’s  impending 
appearance  from  an 
unnamed  college  staff 
member,  members  of  the 
college’s  Gay/Straight 
Alliance  club  and  students 
from  other  cross-sections 
of  the  campus  .sought 
approval  to  place  their 
own  table  in  the  free 
speech  area. 

According  to  Jason 
Fichtel,  GSA  adviser, 
they  were  denied  access. 
Instead,  they  were  offered 
the  opportunity  to  protest 
in  another  area  of  the 
campus. 

“Here  is  where  I must 
admit  dissatisfaction,” 
said  Fichtel.  “If,  as  Board 
Policy  (3.1.1)  states,  one 
of  the  purposes  of  JJC  is 
to  ‘foster  and  encourage 
the  free  expression  and 
exchange  of  ideas'  on 
campus,  1 don’t  quite 
see  how  that  ‘exchange’ 
can  happen  when  the 
two  groups  engaged  in 
the  exchange  are  located 
on  different  parts  of  the 
campus.” 

Despite  GSA’s  effort  for 
approval  to  demonstrate 
next  to  H.O.M.E.,  the 
decision  was  made  by 
campus  police  to  keep  the

demonstrationsonopposite 
ends  of  the  concourse  to 
avoid  any  confrontations. 
However,  on  March  5, 
though  campus  police  were 
present,  students  opposing 
H.O.M.E.  stood  in  front  of 
the  glass  partition  of  the 
English  offices. 

“My  concern  is  the  same 
in  any  situation  that  has  a 
high  emotional  level,” 
said  Chief  of  Police,  Pete 
Comanda. 

“Our  hope  is  that 
everyone  . looks  at  it 
rationally,  that’s  what  it’s 
all  about.  That’s  what  open 
discussion  is  all  about. 
Everyone  has  access  to 
it  (the  table)  and  can  put 
their  opinions  forward.” 

What  is  H.O.M.E.? 

H.O.M.E.  was  founded 
by  Wayne  Lela  “around 
15-20  years  ago.”  The 
group  consists  of  only  6 or 
7 members. 

While  they  do  not 
hold  regular  meetings, 
members  of  H.O.M.E. 
belong  to  other,  larger 
organizations. 

“We’re  an  off-shoot  of 
the  Committee  for  Family 


& Social  Health,”  Lela 
said. 

Member  John 

McCartney,  who  was  with 
Lela,  said . they  use  the 
media  and  government 
to  attempt  to  persuade 
their  message,  generating 
magazine  articles,  letters' 
to  editor  and  public 
officials,”  he  said. 

Four  years  ago,  two 
representatives  from 
H.O.M.E.  were  caught 
violating  the  college's 
policy  by  passing  out 
unauthorized  literature  on 
the  bridge  and  were  asked 
to  leave,  according  to 
Comanda. 

Unsatisfied  with  the 
board’s  free-speech  policy 
at  the  time,  H.O.M.E. 
contacted  Liberty  Council, 
a conservative  Florida- 
based  legal  action  law 
firm  and  threatened  legal 
action,  according  to  Lela, 


but  added  he  didn't  know 
“what  our  lawyers  did  for 
sure." 

According  to  Dr.  Alan 
Hardersen,  vice  president 
of  student  development, 
“the  firm  has  written  letters 
to  the  college  several 
times  in  the  past  asking 
the  policy  be  reviewed." 

Four  years  after  the 
original  complaint  by 
H.O.M.E..  the  JJC  Board 
of  Trustees,  January 
2007,  relocated  the  free- 
speech  zone  from  the 
Bell  Tower  just  north  of 
D-mall  to  an  area  in  the 
C-concourse,  allowing 
external  organizations  to 
demonstrate  inside  the 
college. 

“We’re  definitely 
happier  with  the  new 
location  (from  the  Bell 
Tower],"  Lela  said. 

McCartney  said  the  old 
free-speech  area  defeated 


the  whole  purpose. 

‘‘If  we  don’t-  use  our 
free  speech  rights,  we  lose 
them,”  McCartney  said. 

Lela  said  that  they  wish 
they  were  back  on  the 
bridge,  though. 

“I  see  other  groups 
passing  out  flyers  there,” 
he  said. 

According  to  its  website, 
the  Downers  Grova-based 
group  was  founded  “with 
one  main  purpose  in  mind: 
to  expose  all  the  flaws  in  the 
arguments  homosexuals 
(and  bisexuals)  use  to 
try  to  justify  homosexual 
activity”  (www. 

home60515.com). 

Lela  said  that  H.O.M.E. 
takes  their  position  based 
on  scientific  facts,  not 
religion. 

“Other  organizations 
take  a religious,  faith- 
based  approach  to  this 
issue,"  he  said.  “We 
realize  that’s  not  a good 
approach  because  those 
who  don’t  believe  in  God 
or  the  Bible,  they  won’t 
listen  to  any  faith-based 
arguments.  We  did  some 
research  and  try  to  base 
our  position  on  science, 
logic  and  natural  law. 


“Wc  have  a pile  of 
medical  journal  articles  to 
back  up  our  position  that 
homosexual  activity  is 
immoral.  (Our  position]  is 
not  based  on  prejudice  or 
any  pre-conceptions." 

Lela  said  they  wish 
their  opposition  was 
“open-minded  and  less 
emotional.” 

The  group  makes  their 
way  to  colleges  in  the  area 
such  as  Triton  College, 
Elgin  Community  College 
and  College  of  DuPage, 
sharing  their  message 
about  the  homosexual 
lifestyle. 

Lela  said  they're  not 
limited  to  community 
colleges. 

“We’ve  been  to 
Univeristy  of  Chicago  and 
the  University  of  Illinois- 
Chicago  as  well,"  he  said. 

Not  too  many  private 
schools  allow  them 
“because  they  have  the 
legal  right”  to  not  allow 
them,  Lela  said. 

Representatives  from 
H.O.M.E.  passed  out 
three  flyers  March  5 and 
6 in  the  C-concourse  from 
10  a.m.  to  3 p.m.  titled: 
“The  Unccnsored  Truth 
About  Homosexuality". 
“‘Gay’  Activism  and 
Freedom  of  Speech  and 
Religion,”  and  “‘Gay’ 
Pride:  A Contradiction?” 
They  also  had  available 
a pamphlet  titled  “It’s 

About  Choice:  For  those 
Seeking  Freedom  from 
Homosexuality." 

“Wc  see  this  issue, 

but  wc  don’t  sec  good, 
intelligent  opposition,” 
Lela  said.  “We  didn’t  think 
it  was  being  addressed  the 
way  it  should  be.” 

All  in  a day’s  protest 

Although  the  free- 

speech  zone  is  now  located 
in  a high-traffic  area, 
students  from  GSA  as  well 
as  the  college  community 
maintained  a peaceful 
protest  by  holding  and

Unpopular  speech  still  free  speech 


EDITORIAL 

As  students  walked  through  the 
C-concourse  Monday  and  Tuesday, 
many  probably  noticed  a group 
called  H.O.M.E.  handing  out  anti-gay 
literature. 

The  organization  Heterosexuals 
Organized  for  a Moral  Environment 
was  provided  space  in  the  college’s 
free-speech  zone  to  peddle  their 
message  opposing  gay  and  lesbian 
lifestyles. 

While  many  were  offended  by  the 
group,  their  appearance  and  message  is 
protected  by  a constitutional  right  that 
many  Americans  feel  passionate  about 
- the  First  Amendment. 

We  at  the  Blazer  are  staunch 
supporters  of  the  First  Amendment 
and  support  anyone’s  right  to  express 
their  views,  ho  matter  how  politically 
incorrect  they  may  be.  In  any  case, 
the  law  trumps  political  correctness 
and  it  is  H.O.M.E. ’s  right  to  espouse 
the  message  that  “homosexuality  is  a 
relatively  unhealthy,  disease-ridden 
lifestyle.” 

The  issue  isn’t  that  a controversial 
group  such  as  H.O.M.E.  was  allowed  on 
campus.  The  issue  was  in  the  confusion

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between  two  contradicting  Joliet  Junior 
College  board  policies  that  define  and 
regulate  the  free-speech  zone. 

Board  policy  3.1.1  addresses  a 
students’  (or  school-sponsored  group’s) 
use  of  the  zone.  Policy  91.1.  tackles  the 
topic  that  outside  organizations  in  the 
college’s  community  are  allowed  access 
to  the  free-speech  area  as  well. 

After  much  deliberation  and  debate 
between  members  of  the  administration, 
a few  of  the  faculty  and  a number  of 
students,  it  was  clear  that  the  one  key 
element  was  missing  out  of  the  policy: 
balance. 

The  problem  with  two  different 
policies  is  that  students  who  occupy 
the  free-speech  zone  are  held  to  the 
double  standard  of  complying  with 
the  college’s  code  of  conduct  - part  of 
which  prohibits  students  from  speech 
that  might  offend  one’s  race,  sexual 
orientation  or  religion  - as  well  as  the 


law. 

External  groups  are  only  required  to 
comply  with  the  law. 

Over  the  past  40-or-so  years,  the 
board  has  attempted  to  balance  free 
speech  with  the  college’s  code  of 
conduct  in  the  past,  revising  the  free- 
speech  policy  at  least  three  times. 

And  now,  in  the  wake  of  the  protests, 
the  board  will  once  again  wrestle  with 
regulating  the  free  speech  policies. 

We  were  also  surprised  to  hear  that 
it  took  a staff  member  to  approach 
Student  Government  about  H.O.M.E. ’s 
pending  appearance,  information  that 
was  not  openly  available  to  the  entire 
student  body.  It  took  members  from 
Student  Government,  the  Gay/Straight 
Alliance  club  and  others  to  inform 
students. 

We  hope  to  see  the  rules/guidelines 
for  both  internal  and  external  groups 
clearly  outlined  in  the  board’s  pending 


new  policy. 

We  hope  a policy  will  be  drafted 
that  will  provide  a balance  between 
external  organizations  as  well  as 
college-sponsored  groups’  use  of  the 
free-speech  zone. 

Still,  many  people  were  disappointed 
to  see  the  new  free-speech  zone 
- a vehicle  for  groups  to  express  their 
opinions  - utilized  by  a group  that  not 
all  can  identify  with.  But  the  students, 
staff  and  faculty  at  JJC  showed  that 
tolerance  and  respect  for  others’  right 
to  speech  was  not  lost  the  last  couple 
of  days,  no  matter  how  hard  to  swallow 
one’s  words  can  be. 

While  we  acknowledge  that  allowing 
such  groups  to  come  to  the  college  is 
unpleasant  for  some,  we  believe  free 
speech  should  not  be  stifled  in  any  way. 

Especially  on  a college  campus  that 
serves  as  a hotbed  of  discussion  and 
free-thinking.

On  Feb.  22,  the  95lh  Illinois  General  Assembly  voted  on 
HB0382  and  passed  the  measure  100-14  without  hardly 
any  debate  over  the  issue.  Originally  brought  up  by  Rep. 
Mary  Flowers  (D-Chicago)  in  2005,  the  bill  now  awaits 
approval  from  the  Illinois  Senate. 

Many  of  you  arc  wondering  what  is  so  important  about 
this  potential  law.  Well,  it’s  a measure  that  will  make 
Chicago  Public  School  students  “wash  their  hands  with  an 
antiseptic  soap  or  detergent  before  consuming  any  meal  at 
school,"  as  worded  in  the  bill. 

It  is  now  punishable  by  law  for  a third-grade  boy 
to  not  wash  his  hands  after  using  the  “Little  Boy’s” 
room. 

I guess  I’ll  ask  that  one  question  wanting  to  burst 
out:  Why? 

Why  do  we  need  a law  making  it  illegal  to 
not  practice  proper  hygiene?  Why  docs  the 
government  need  to  remind  us  about  subjects  of 
common  sense?  Why  is  it  just  for  Chicago  public  school  students  and  not  for  all 
of  the  state’s  students?

law  books  for  Illinois,  three  books’ 
worth  of  laws  since  Illinois  gained 
statehood  in  1818.

striped  mini  flags. 

A meeting  was  held  on  Feb.  26 
to  go  over  the  stipulations  for  the 
days’  protests. 

In  attendance  were  Comanda, 
Fichtel,  Police  Commander 
Melvin  Cornelius,  Vice  President 
for  Administrative  Services 
David  Agazzi,  Dean  of  Student 
Development  Patricia  Fine, 
Facilities  Systems  Specialist 
Denise  Forest  and  three  unnamed 
students. 

At  the  meeting,  those  in 
attendance  were  told  that 
representatives  from  both  the 
tables  were  to  make  sure  not 
to  hinder  the  flow  of  traffic 
through  the  concourse  and  were 
to  maintain  visual  and  physical 
access  to  both  tables.  The  campus 
police  made  the  decision  to 
staff  extra  bodies  “just  in  case,” 
according  to  Comanda. 

Despite  the  controversy  over 
the  issue,  Fichtel  explains  he  is 
satisfied  that  the  students  will  be 
able  to  assemble  a protest. 

“1  know  many  students,  faculty 
and  staff  feel  very  passionately 
about  what  it  means  for  groups 
like  H.O.M.E.  to  be  on  our  campus 
and  I trust  completely  everyone’s 
desire  to  see  peaceful  protest 
and  an  open,  civil  and  vigorous 
debate  of  ideas  - exactly  what 
any  college  community  should 
foster,”  said  Fichtel. 

GSA  club  member  and  Student 
Government  Secretary/Diversity 
Representative  Dan  Rickard  said 
the  issue  was  H.O.M.E. 's  surprise 
reservation  of  the  space. 

He  said  they  only  found  out 
about  their  attendance  after  an 
unnamedstaffmemberapproached 
Student  Government  with  the 
information  that  H.O.M.E.  would 
be  appearing,  information  that 
was  not  made  openly  available  to 
the  student  body. 

"That’s  an  issue  right  now, 
figuring  out  a way  to  alert  all  of 
the  students,”  said  Rickard. 

After  hearing  about  the  group’s 
appearance,  Rickard  created  a 
Facebook  group  (an  online  social- 
networking community)  that  is 
over  1 50  strong.  The  online  notice 
was  to  alert  the  student  body  of 
H.O.M.E. ’s  appearance. 

“We  as  Student  Government 
are  supposed  to  be  the  voice  of  the 
student  body,”  said  Rickard.  “All 
students  should  be  alerted  that 
this  is  happening  . . . what  we’re 
doing  is  we’re  having  a silent 
protest.  Not  silent  to  the  students, 
but  silent  to  them  (H.O.M.E.).

We're  going  to  approach  this  in 
a very  mature  manner.  We’re 
going  through  the  right  channels 
to  do  this  so  it  doesn’t  turn  into  a 
confrontational  type  of  thing." 

After  reviewing  the  policy. 
Rickard  and  a number  of  other 
supporters,  were  upset  that 
the  current  board  policy  for  an 
external  organization's  (who  can 
only  be  punished  if  they  violate  a 
state  law)  use  of  the  free  speech 
policy  docs  not  hold  them  to 
the  same  standards  students  are 
held  to  (where  they're  under 
supervision  of  the  college’s  code 
of  conduct  as  well  as  the  law). 

“Students  are  held  to  a lot 
more  standards  than  these  outside 
groups,”  said  Rickard.  "They’re 
allowed  to  say  a lot  more  than 
students  ...  I'm  not  exactly  sure 
how  they're  going  to  be  speaking, 
but  I ’m  kind  ofafraid  there's  going 
to  (be)  words  thrown  around  like 
‘faggot’.” 

Rickard  hopes  that  the  ffee- 
speech  policy  will  be  revised  and 
clearly  outline  the  guidelines  for 
external  organizations’  use  of  the 
zone. 

On  March  5,  some  protestors 
were  still-  upset  with  the  group 
and  its  presence  on  campus. 

“1  find  it  amazing  that  people 
can  be  so  close-minded  yet  claim 
to  be  moral  and  righteous  when, 
in  fact,  their  hypocritical,”  student 
Joe  Weber  said.  “It  disgusts  me.” 

“I’m  just  here  to  advocate 
equality  for  everyone  regardless 
of  their  sexual  preference," 
student  Miraim  Torres  said. 

Not  much  trouble  arose  the 
first  day.  According  to  JJC 
police  officer  Joe  Eckols,  who 
was  monitoring  activity  in  area, 
said  only  shifting  people  to  open 
traffic  flow  on  the  concourse  “was 
the  extent  of  problems  we’ve 
experienced.” 
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Plans  to  revise  free-speecii  polio 

' A meeting  was  scheduled  for 
March  6 to  review  and  possibly 
revise  the  policy,  according  to 
Student  Government  adviser  Pam 
Dilday. 

“The  primary  concern  about 
the  board  policy  is  that  it  indicates 
in  the  policy  that  it’s  a student’s 
request  for  the  free  speech  area. 
It  doesn't  really  speak  to  external 
organizations  wanting  utilize 
the  free  speech-zone.  We  have  a 
policy  that  really  doesn’t  address

what  external  organizations  can 
and  can’t  do,”  said  Dilday. 

“There  are  some  students  that 
would  prefer  them  not  be  on 
campus  and  1 think  there  are  some 
staff  and  faculty  that  would  prefer 
them  not  to  be  on  campus  right 
now,  but  we're  in  this  position 
because  the  policies  arc  not  clean 
cut.” 

Board  policy  3.1.1  addresses 
students'  use  of  the  free  speech 
area.  Another  board  policy  9.1.1 
states  that  campus  facilities 
(including  the  free  speech  area) 
arc  open  to  the  campus  community 
(allowing  H.O.M.E.  open  use  of 
the  free  speech  area). 

“This  is  an  excellent  policy, 
the  campus  community  should  be 
allowed  access  to  its  college,"  said 
Fichtel.  "However,  (H.O.M.E.)  is 
not  a member  of  the  district,  nor  is 
H.O.M.E.  to  be  found  at  a district 
address ...  So  one  might  ask,  how 
docs  (H.O.M.E.)  have  any  right  to 
our  campus  community  and  our 
campus  facilities  when  (they  are) 
not  a member  of  that  community 
and  (they)  pay  no  local  taxes  that 
would  go  to  JJC?" 

Over  the  next  several  weeks, 
as  the  administration  makes 


additional  changes  to  the  free- 
spccch  policy,  Harderscn  believes 
that  the  college  needs  to  make 
room  for  controversial  and 
unpopular  speech,  even  if  it  may 
be  offensive. 

“Any  time  you  control  or 
you  suppress  free  speech.  I’m 
concerned,”  said  Harderscn.  “I 
certainly  deplore  the  message 
that  they’re  (H.O.M.E.)  sending 
and  I do  not  agree  with  what  they 
arc  saying.  What  I also  believe  is 
that  we  live  in  a country  where 
everyone  has  the  right  to  speak. 

"Now  whether  or  not  that  right 
should  be  carte  blanche  and  allow 
individuals  who  have  essentially 
hate  in  their  hearts  or  hate  in  their 
speech  to  come  to  campus  like 
JJC,  that's  for  someone  much 
smarter  than  me  to  debate  and 
decide  ...  I do  believe  we  should 
be  open  to  listening  to  divergent 
opinions.” 

Lcla  expressed  similar  yet 
opposite  concern. 

“Colleges  love  to  play  games 
with  us,”  he  said  "They  pretend  to 
be  nondiscriminatory,  but  that's  a 
lot  of  nonsense. 

"We've  learned  discrimination 
is  a fact  of  life."

‘Ghost  Rider’  burns  out  before  it  starts

When  I saw  the  trailer  for  Ghost  Rider , 1 thought  a new  direction  for 
comic  book  movies  would  unfold.  The  preview  gave  a sense  of  foreboding 
melancholy  that  could  be  twisted,  dark  and  provoking. 

Instead,  all  I felt  was  boredom. 

When  he  was  younger,  Johnny  Blaze  (Nicolas  Cage)  made  a deal  with 
the  devil — literally — to  save  his  dying  father.  In  exchange  for  his  father's 
well-being,  Blaze  would  have  to  serve  Mephistopheles  (Peter  Fonda)  and 
become  the  new  Ghost  Rider,  a bounty  hunter  that  transports  the  souls 
of  the  evil  to  hell. 

Mephistopheles’  son,  Blackheart  (Wes  Bentley)  starts  to  stir  up  trouble, 
upsetting  his  father.  Mephistopheles  decides  it’s  time  to  call  upon  Blaze  to 
wrangle  in  his  problem  child. 

Figuring  into  the  equation  is  Blaze's  longtime  love  Roxanne  (Eva 
Mendes),  who  Blaze  swore  off  to  protect  her  from  Mephistopheles. 

I was  bored  watching  this.  There  is  nothing  moving  or  startling  that 
we  haven’t  seen  in  comic  book  movies  before.  The  adaptation  itself  is 
reminiscent  of  Spider-Man  2. 

Cage,  great  and  creepy  in  some  performances,  had  the  perfect 
opportunity  to  let  loose  here  but  is  confined  to  PG  fare.  Why  should  this 
film  be  kid-friendly  when  he’s  Hell’s  bail  bondsman?  When  he  turns  into 
the  Rider,  his  deep,  raspy  and  rumbling  voice  was  supposed  to  scare  me. 
I instead  chuckled  a few  times  and  may  have  actually  broke  into  full-out 
laughter  if  any  more  of  it  was  in  the  movie. 

Eva  Mendes  is  wasted  here.  She  is  nothing  more  than  something 
pretty  to  look  at — and  for  that  I commend  the  filmmaker’s  choice. 
However,  underneath  her  beauty  she  is  viably  talented  but  is  completely 
underutilized  in  this. 

And  what  the  hell  are  Sam  Elliot  and  Fonda  doing?  I can  understand 
Elliot  having  to  choose  films  that  will  pay  the  mortgage,  but  for  Pete’s  sake 
(pun  intended)  Mr.  Fonda — your  father  was  in  The  Grapes  ofWrathl 

I will  give  the  film  one  commendation:  the  CGI  effects  used  to  create 
Cage’s  transformation  into  the  Rider  are  very  well  done. 

Cage  is  an  admitted  comic  book  geek-  after  all,  he  changed  his  name 
from  Nicolas  Coppola  (his  uncle  is  Godfather  director  Francis  Ford 
Coppola)  to  Nicolas  Cage,  picking  the  last  name  of  superhero  Luke  Cage. 
However,  Cage  has  also  gone  on  record  saying  he  sold  all  his  comics. 

I guess  he  should've  saved  them  and  read  up  on  the  part.

‘23’  just  does  not  add  up  to  much

The  Number  23  would  like  you  to  believe  that  23’s  are  everywhere.

This  same  kind  of  stretched  logic  applies  to  every  aspect  of  The 
Number  23. 

The  plot  tells  the  story  of  Walter  Sparrow  (Jim  Carrey),  n dog 
catcher  whose  wife  Agatha  (Virginia  Madsen)  gives  him  a hook  called 
“The  Number  23,"  which  slowly  starts  to  take  over  his  life. 

He  becomes  convinced  that  the  author  was  writing  specifically 
about  him. 

First  of  all.  it’s  beyond  my  understanding  why  anyone  would 
become  obsessed  with  a book  like  this. 

The  filmed  portions  of  the  novel — which  are  washed-out  and 
grainy — feature  Carrey  playing  the  Detective  (nicknamed  Fingerliug) 
and  Madsen  as  his  death-loving  girlfriend.  It  sounds  like  noir  written 
by  a 12-year-old  who  has  read  too  many  detective  comics. 

The  characters  are  two-dimensional  at  best  and  the  story  itself  is  a 
load  of  cliched  murder-mystery  nonsense.  When  the  story  reaches  its 
inevitable  climax,  I was  neither  surprised  nor  interested. 

The  “real-world"  bits  aren’t  much  better. 

The  film  is  about  90  minutes  long  but  it  feels  twice  that  length.  If 
the  filmed  novel  is  nothing  but  noir  cliches,  the  rest  is  just  boring 
cliches. 

Madsen  plays  a wife  straight  out  of  the  ‘50s,  supportive  of  every 
crazy  thing  her  husband  wants  to  do.  You  want  to  take  our  son  grave 
digging?  Here’s  a shovel.  You  want  to  talk  to  a convicted  murderer 
about  his  connections  to  the  book  that  you  believe  is  modeled  after 
your  life?  Let  me  grab  the  car  keys. 

The  only  redeeming  quality  of  this  film  is  Carrey’s  performance. 
He  put  a whole  lot  of  effort  into  this  project.  This  may  be  quite  a 
departure  from  Ace  Ventura , but  it’s  still  u compelling  turn. 

By  the  end  of  this  film,  his  face  is  haggard,  his  hair  shaggy  and 
unkempt. 

He  looks  exhausted  and  annoyed. 

It’s  funny:  he  looked  just  like  I felt.

In  1966,  famed  actress  Angela 
Lansbury  won  the  Tony  Award 
for  Best  Leading  Actress  in  a 
Musical  for  the  original  Broadway 
production  of  Marne. 

For  the  2007  Joliet  Junior 
College  production  of  the  musical, 
an  equivalent  award  should  be 
given  to  Kristen  Rohder  for  her 
lead  performance  as  the  title 
character. 

Performed  from  a book  by 
Jerome  Lawrence  and  Robert 
E.  Lee  and  music  and  lyrics  by 
Jerry  Herman,  Marne  centers  on 
the  relationship  developed  by 
Depression-era  socialite  Maine 
Dennis  (Rohder)  and  orphaned 
Patrick  Dennis — from  his  youth 
(Sam  Householder)  through  early 
adulthood  (Bryan  Breau). 

Although  under  the  explicit 
instructions  of  the  will  of 
Patrick's  father,  Marne  instead 
decides  to  introduce  Patrick  to 
her  free- Wheeling  lifestyle  of  no 
formal  education  but  just  living 
life.  “Life  is  a banquet,  and  most 
poor  sons-of-bitches  are  starving 
to  death,"  Marne  utters  at  one 
point. 

During  a the  song  “My  Best 
Girl,”  Patrick  and  Marne  make  an 


accord  that  another  (specifically  a 
male  suitor  for  Marne  or  girlfriend 
for  Patrick)  would  never  get  in 
the  way  of  each  other,  solidifying 
Marne’s  status  as  the  sole  parental 
figure  in  Patrick’s  life. 

However,  right  before  young 
Dennis  is  sent  to  a conservative 
boarding  school,  Marne  is 
wooed  by  southern  aristocrat 
and  plantation  owner  Beauregard 
Jackson  Pickett  Burnside  (Marvin 
Minarich),  which  leaves  Patrick 
dejected  immediately  before  his 


long  departure. 

When  adult  Patrick  returns 
from  his  long  tenure  at  boarding 
school,  he  himself  throws 
himself  into  love,  leaving  Marne 
crestfallen  and  abandoned. 

Along  the  way  for  the  ride 
is  Patrick’s  nanny  and  Marne’s 
personal  secretary  Agnes 
Gooch  (Elee  Schrock),  Marne’s 
Broadway  actress  best  friend

Men’s  b-ball  falls 
in  tourney  final

The  Joliet  Junior  College 
men’s  basketball  team  couldn’t 
overcome  poor  shooting  as  they 
fell  to  the  College  of  DuPage  73- 
62  in  the  Region  IV  Championship 
on  March  3 in  Rockford. 

The  Wolves  (20-12)  had  won 
five  straight  games  coming  in 
but  had  lost  their  two  meetings 
with  DuPage  this  season,  both  in 
double-overtime. 

The  Wolves  led  through  most 
of  the  first  half,  but  trailed  at 
halftime  36-32. 

DuPage  led  by  as  many  as  ten 
throughout  the  second  half,  but 
found  their  lead  at  63-60,  with 
three  minutes  remaining. 

DuPage  then  v/ent  on  a 1 0-2  run 
and  put  the  game  out  of  reach. 

Chris  Buchanan  led  the  way  for 
the  Wolves  with  25  points,  but  the 
team  only  shot  19-of-58  (32.7%) 


from  the  field  and  hit  7-30  from 
3-point  range. 

Tim  Niles  led  the  way  for 
DuPage  with  16  points.  DuPage 
shot  50%  from  the  field  and  hit  5- 

12  from  downtown. 

In  their  previous  game  the 
Wolves  defeated  Harper  College. 
69-65  in  the  Region  IV  semi- 
finals on  Feb.  28  in  Rockford. 

The  victory  extended  the 
Wolves’  winning  streak  to  five. 
Ryan  Owens  led  the  way  with  19 
points  and  Chris  Buchanan  added 
15.  Jarvis  Griffin  had  a huge  game 
scoring  15  points,  grabbing  11 
rebounds,  and  blocking  4 shots. 
Leslie  Weekly  finished  with 

13  points  and  Max  Jones  had  5 
assists  for  the  Wolves  who  never 
trailed  in  the  ballgame. 

The  Wolves  finished  with  a 20- 
1 2 record.

he  annual 
Relay  For 
Life  of 
North  Will  County 
All  College  isn’t  just 
about  defraying  the 
cost  of  treating  cancer, 
or  even  simply  about 
mourning  those  who 
have  been  lost  to  the 
disease. 

On  March  23  and 
24,  it  was  about  hope 
for  a cure,  celet^r^ing 
those  who  have  ' 
survived  the  illness 
and  remembering  the 
lives  of  those  who 
did  not.  For  1 2 hours, 
24  teams  from  the 
community  -eight 
from  Joliet  Junior 
College — walked  at 
Lewis  University  and 
raised  $26,000  for 
cancer  research. 

Relay  For  Life 
began  in  1985.  One 
doctor  circled  the 
track  of  a college  in 
Tacoma,  WA  for  24 


hours  as  a testament 
to  the  idea  that  cancer 
does  not  rest. 

It  has  since  evolved 
into  an  overnight  event 
including  a Survivors 
Jap,  in  which  Phi  Theta 
Kappa  adviser  Patricia 
Shue  participated.  The 
night  also  included  a 
luminaria  ceremony 
with  paper  bags  filled 
with  sand  and  glow 
sticks  commemorate 
Ioted1  ones  who  died 
of  cancer. 

According  to  the 
National  Institute 
of  Health,  564,830 
people  in  America 
died  of  cancer  in  2006 
and  over  1.3  million 
found  out  that  they 
have  cancer.  In  2005, 
cancer  cost  the  United 
States  $209.9  billion. 
As  JJC  Honors 
student  Laura  Paramo 
points  out  “not  a lot  of 
people  fundraise,  and 
I don’t  know  why.” 


Relay  For  Life 
is  a unique  event 
because  it’s  “the  only 
event  in  the  nation 
that  combines  the 
efforts  of  three  higher 
education  institutions 
at  one  event  in  the 


fight  against  cancer,” 
as  said  on  their  website 
relayforlife.org. 

JJC  students, 
Native  American  and 
JJC  Thunderbird  club 
members,  Matthew 
Nikola  and  Barb 


Messel,  not  only 
walked  the  track  at 
Lewis  University’s 
JFK  Sports  Center 
Gymnasium,  but 
sold  trinkets  to  raise 
money. 

Groups  like  the 


JJC  Aerie  Eagles  - 
- largely  comprised 
of  Honors  program 
students  financially 
backed  by  American 
Eagle  Outfitters  and 
emotionally  backed 
by  store  employees 
from  as  ‘far  away 
as  Geneva  and  Fox 
Valley  — sold  food  and 
drinks  and  held  raffles 
to  raise  funds.  They 
also  brought  in  their 
own  donations  from 
friends  and  family 
members. 

Members  of 

Phi  Theta  Kappa 
purchased  a luminaria 
for  former  PTK 
president  Bonnie 
Majors  who  died  of 
cancer.  PTK  members 
also  brought  DVD’s, 
magazines,  books  and 
pillows  to  mitigate  the 
downtime  during  the 
twelve  hour  relay. 

The  Office  of 


Student  Activities 
expected  about  14 
participants  to  attend 
on  behalf  of  their 
team  “Joliet  Junior 
College  OSA  Power” 
and  donated  funds 
gathered  at  such 
notorious  events  as 
the  dunk  tank  and 
candy  sales. 

Among  the  causes 
that  the  Relay 
raises  money  for, 
awareness,  early 
detection,  research 
and  development  of 
cancer  research  are  the 
most  important  causes 
participants  fight  for. 

When  asked  how 
she  would  encourage 
early  detection  and 
awareness,  Katie  Ulivi 
of  the  JJC  Aerie  Eagles 
said  “we  almost  need 
a way  to  communicate 
to  all  students.”  Ulivi

During  a special  luminary  ceremony,  glow  sticks 
inside  of  white  paper  bags  represent  loved  ones 
who  lost  their  battle  with  cancer,  honoring 
people  who  continue  to  battle  the  disease. 
Hundreds  of  those  beacons  of  hope 
illuminated  Lewis  March  23  and  24,  a poignant  reminder 
of  why  everyone  was  there  and  why  they  continue 
fight.  Cancer  is  a horrible  disease  that  takes  the  lives 
of  far  too  many  every  year.  And  the  heartache  felt  by 
families  and  friends  is  great. 

That  is  what  makes  that  weekend  such  a remarkable 
one.  While  tears  were  shed  for  the  battles  lost  the 
prevailing  mood  was  one  of  celebrating  life  and  honoring 
survivors,  to  standing  up  in  the  face  of  the  disease  and 
showing  that  there  is  hope. 

And  hope  there  is.  Supporters  all  around  the  area, 
including  eight  teams  from  Joliet  Junior  College  students 
and  staff,  attended  the  over  night  walk. 

Raising  money  as  a branch  of  the  American  Cancer 
Society’s  Relay  for  Life  — which  began  in  ’85  - to 


continue  to  celebrate  survivorship  and 
raise  awareness  of  the  fight  against 
cancer  and  finding  a cure. 

A total  $26,000  was  raised  last  month,  money  that  will 
help  fund  research,  awareness  and  assistance  to  local 
cancer  survivors.

There’s  no 
such  thing  as 
free . . . air?

Air  surrounds  us,  penetrates 
us  and  binds  the  galaxy  together. 
No,  wait.  That’s  the  Force. 

Air  is  everywhere.  We  breath 
it,  travel  through  it  and  sometimes 
choke  and  cough  on  it  when  it 
goes  down  the  wrong  pipe.  It 
sustains  our  life. 

Air  is  also  one  of  the  chief 
reasons  automobiles  get  us  from 
place  to  place. 

So  why  do  gas  stations  charge 
to  fill  up  tires  with  something  that 
is  essentially  free? 

A week  prior  to  spring  break, 
as  I was  leaving  JUCO’s  main 
campus,  I noticed  that  my  left 
driver’s  side  tire  was  low. 

I went  from  Citgo  and  BP  on 
Houbolt  Road  to  Thornton’s  and 
Phillips  66  on  Romeo  and  Weber 
Roads  in  Romeoville  with  half  a 
dozen  additional  stops  in  between 
to  discover  that  each  station 
charged  .75  cents  for  compressed 
air. 

I only  found  free  compressed 
air  at  the  Jewel  Express  in 
Lockport — less  than  half  a mile 
from  my  house. 

I am  appalled  at  this  discovery. 
1 knew  that  gas  stations  started  to 
charge  for  air  but  I thought  it  was 
only  .25  cents.  Am  I just  showing 
signs  of  my  age  when  I say,  “I 
remember  when  air  only  cost  a 
quarter”? 

Gas  stations  are  already  taking 
a big  chunk  out  of  my  part-time 
working,  college  student  wallet. 
Why  do  they  need  to  take  more  of 
my  money? 

In  2006,  ExxonMobil  generated 
revenue  of  over  $377  billion 
dollars,  $39.5  billion  of  which 
was  profit. 

Almost  $40  billion.  I barely 
make  it  from  point  A to  point  B 
on  their  price-gouging  gasoline. 
Now  they  want  to  charge  for 
something  that  is  readily  available 
to  our  bodies  24  hours,  seven  days 
a week. 

I hope  that  this  air  they  charge 
us  for  is  special. 

Will  this  magical,  premium  air 
help  me  go  faster?  Will  my  tires 
automatically  refill  if  they  shred, 
like  in  James  Bond  films?  Can  I 
use  my  car  as  a pontoon?  Can  the 
tires  can  float  on  water  or — even 
better — drive  on  water?  Will 
my  car  transform  into  Qptimus 
Prime? 

Maybe  what  got  me  so  worked 
up  that  day  was  that  I only  had 
two  quarters  instead  of  three. 

Maybe  I was  too  lazy  to  go  get 
change  for  a dollar. 

Or  maybe  I felt  that  my  safety 
and  well-being-not  having  an 
accident  due  to  an  underinflated 
or  slow-leaking  tire-shouldn’t 
cost  me  jack  squat. 

That’s  what  high  insurance 
costs  are  for. 

And  that’s  an  entirely  different 
column. 
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Point-Counter-Point 
Euthanasia:  is  it  cruel  to  be  kind? 


A large  portion  of  society  is  pushing  for  euthanasia 
as  an  acceptable  medical  practice,  but  society  has  been 
wrong  before. 

Our  advancements,  be  they  scientific,  philosophical 
or  political,  have  all  sought  to  better  the  condition  of 
human  life. 

Laws  are  made  as  a protective  shield  for  the 
vulnerable  and  I can  think  of  none  more  vulnerable  than 
the  terminally  ill  who,  under  a euthanasia  law,  have  the 
potential  to  become  the  prey  of  the  most  unscrupulous 
people  in  our  society. 

No,  not  everyone  will  abuse  a euthanasia  law, 
but  to  think  that  people  will  put  the  interests 
of  those  in  great  pain  first  means  ignoring  the 
depths  others  may  sink  to. 

We  have  to  advance  compassion,  care 
and  tenderness.  Caring  for  someone  who  is 
terminally  ill  in  their  last  days,  alleviating 
their  pain  as  best  we  can,  is  one  of  the  greatest 
expressions  of  adoration. 

To  simply  argue  that  dying  is  the  most 
compassionate  solution  is  short  term  and 
bunkum.  To  give  our  time  to  those  whose  time 
is  running  out  is  the  most  gallant  example  of 
devotion  to  our  fellow  man. 

Most  of  the  debate  about  euthanasia  acts  as  if 
it  is  in  the  singular,  as  if  it  is  one  decision  to  be 
made  by  one  person  alone.  We  see  only  stories 
of  sufferers,  not  those  who  we  put  in  the  difficult 
position  to  end  human  life. 

Yes,  someone  with  a terminal  illness  may 
wish  to  die. 

To  ask  their  doctor  to  aid  in  their  death  is  to 

invite  another,  a detached  person  from  the  dying 
person’s  immediate  family,  into  the  equation, 
thus  complicating  matters.  Can  a doctor  make  that  decision  when  it  is  their  duty  to  stave 
off  and  cure  illness  and  not  give  in? 

We  take  it  as  a given  that  all  doctors  will  treat  their  patients  but  not  all  will  want  to 
kill  terminally  ill  patients.  Not  all  will  want  to  provide  a service  that  is,  theoretically, 
guaranteed  to  be  free  and  accessible  to  all  under  a national  healthcare  system. 

Conversely,  those  who  wish  to  die  will  demand  that  the  same  national  healthcare 
system  pay  for  it.  We  can’t,  after  all,  just  allow  those  who  can  afford  to  die  in  the 
private  sector  to  be  subject  to  a euthanasia  law. 

We  have  come  so  far  in  medical  advances  that  questions  about  euthanasia  shouldn’t 
exist.  We  should  be  looking  at  how  we  can  further  medical  treatments. 

It  is  our  humane  commitment  to  preserve  human  life  that  rejects  euthanasia.  This 
means  turning  to  our  medical  resources  to  cure  what  may  now  be  treatable  but  in  five  to 
10  years,  may  be  curable. 

The  capacity  to  be  compassionate,  with  potential  to  do  good  under  the  framework  of 
laws  that  prevent  us  from  doing  bad,  can  unite  many  to  oppose  euthanasia. 

Euthanasia  is  not  an  issue  only  affecting  one  person.  It  affects  the  vulnerable,  the 
sick,  families,  doctors,  neighbors,  loved  ones  and  complete  strangers. 

To  invite  everyone  to  accept  that  death  is  the  only  way  out  makes  a mockery  of 
our  progress  as  a society  and  acts  as  defeatism  in  the  constant  battles  against  terminal 
, illnesses. 


For  many  years  past — and  for  many  years  to  come — 
the  act  of  euthanasia  has  been  and  will  be  debated  over 
and  over  again.  So-called  “mercy  killing"  is  considered 
by  both  average  citizens  and  doctors  to  be  unethical  and 
morally  wrong. 

On  the  other  hand,  not  considering  euthanasia  goes 
against  what  doctors  strive  for  as  well:  to  end  a person’s 
pain  and  suffering. 

If  a man  with  cancer,  a malignant  tumor  he’s  lived 
with  for  many  years  but  doesn’t  seem  to  kill  him,  is  in 
unbelievably  dire  pain  and  has  received  every  treatment 
known  and  available  to  man,  why  can  he  not  have 
to  option  to  end  his  life  peacefully  and  without 
pain? 

However,  while  there  are  many  aspects  of 
euthanasia  1 do  agree  with,  there  are  certain 
restrictions  that  must  be  placed  on  such 
legalization. 

First  and  foremost,  an  authorized,  accredited 
physician  must  be  the  only  one  allowed  to  conduct 
the  procedure.  In  addition,  doctors  must  be 
certified  by  a panel  or  board  which  determines 
who  is  allowed  to  perform  euthanasia. 

Second,  there  are  certain  conditions  a patient 
must  be  under.  They  must  be  non-comatose  and 
attentive  to  make  the  decision  regarding  their  own 
life.  It  should  also  be  left  to  that  person  and  that 
person  alone — no  relatives,  friends  or  doctors. 

These  guidelines  go  along  with  several 
countries  that  have  legalized  euthanasia.  In  1995 
the  Rights  of  the  Terminally  III  Act  legalized 
euthanasia  in  Australia’s  Northern  Territory.  Soon 
after,  however,  an  amendment  voided  the  law. 

In  2002,  Belgium  legalized  euthanasia  as  well, 
and  i r is  still  legal  there  today.  However,  the  most 
prolific  story  of  euthanasia  legalization  was  in  the  Netherlands  in  2002.  The  procedure 
in  the  Netherlands  is  as  follows:  the  sedative  sodium  thiopental  is  administered 
intravenously  to  put  the  patient  into  a coma.  Then,  Pancuronium — the  same  drug  used 
to  execute  prisoners  in  parts  of  the  U.S. — causes  breathing  to  stop,  thus  ending  lite. 
Another  way  euthanasia  is  performed  in  the  Netherlands  is  the  ingestion  of  a powerful 
barbiturate  potion,  with  the  requirement  that  a doctor  be  present  during  the  consumption 
to  both  monitor  the  patient  and  to  ensure  proper  use. 

The  Netherlands'  Ministry  of  Public  Health,  Wellbeing  and  Sports  claims  that 
this  practice  “allows  a person  to  end  their  life  in  dignity  after  having  received  every 
available  type  of  palliative  care.” 

Let’s  bring  this  topic  closer  to  home.  While  euthanasia  is  illegal  in  most  ot  the  U.S., 
there  have  been  over  100  ballot  initiatives  to  legalize  it  over  the  past  20  years;  one  such 
measure  did  pass — Oregon  Ballot  Measure  16  aka  Oregon’s  Death  with  Dignity  Act,  a 
law  that  even  survived  a challenge  by  the  Bush  administration  in  the  hallowed  halls  of 
the  United  States  Supreme  Court. 

I am  reminded  of  the  Joseph  Cardinal  Bemardin,  the  late  archbishop  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  Archdiocese  of  Chicago.  When  he  found  out  he  had  terminal  pancreatic  cancer, 
he  said,  “1  am  not  afraid  of  death.  Death  is  part  of  life.” 

Even  as  an  opponent  of  euthanasia,  Bemardin  provided  evidence  for  pro-euthanasia. 

If  I want  it,  I’ll  take  it.  And  why  not  choosing  when,  too?

our  positions  arc  not  based  on 
preconceived  notions. 

However,  on  March  5 and 
6,  the  amount  of  mean-spirited 
verbal  abuse  we  were  subjected 
to  is  worth  mentioning. 

An  example  of  tire  well- 
documented  information  we 
convey  to  others  is  information 
that  is  censored  by  the  biased, 
liberal  media,  who  try  to  impose 
their  values  on  yoy,  is  that  tire  anal 
cancer  rate  for  male  homosexuals 
is  above  normal  and  as  high  as  50 
times  the  normal  rate.

participants  to  attend  on  behalf 
of  their  team  “Joliet  Junior 
College  OSA  Power”  and  donated 
funds  gathered  at  such  notorious 
events  as  the  dunk  tank  and  candy 
sales.

The  speakers  delved  into

Multiple  motor  vehicle  parts 
stolen 

Campus  police  have  increased 
patrolling  of  campus  parking  lots 
after  a number  -of  incident  reports 
were  filed  regarding  damage  done 
to  and  parts  stolen  off  vehicles. 

Two  reports  of  vehicle  damage 
and  three  reports  of  parts  being 
stolen  were  reported  in  the  month 
of  March. 

On  March  5,  a student  reported 
two  large  scratches  on  the  right 
side  of  her  car  that  was  parked  in 
North  Lot  2. 

According  to  police,  when 
she  parked  her  car  she  noticed 
four  males  standing  next  to  an 
open  parking  space  and  playing 
around. 

The  video  footage  was  unable 
to  capture  a better  description 
of  the  'four  males  because  of  the 
distance  of  the  camera. 

A report  was  filed  March 
26  after  a student  witnessed 
three  men  that  he  believed  were 
attempting  to  steal  his  motorcycle. 
According  to  the  report,  the  three 
suspects  explained  they  were 
trying  to  move  the  motorcycle  for 
the  parking  space. 

The  three  men  were  issued 
Student  Code  of  Conduct  citations 
by  the  reporting  officer.  There 
was  no  physical  damage  done  to 
the  motorcycle. 

Another  student  reported  that 


their  passenger  side  headlight 
lamp  valued  at  $382  was  stolen 
on  March'  2.  According  to  the 
incident  report,  the  video  footage 
was  reviewed  but  the  vehicle 
could  not  be  located  in  East  Lot 
4. 

Campus  police  have  increased 
patrolling  near  Rend  Lake  after 
an  officer  on  routine  patrol 
found  two  vehicles  tampered 
with  March  16  in  the  lot  just 
south  of  the  lake  where  the  JJC 
Automotive  Department  stores 
donated  vehicles. 

According  to  police,  the  officer 
discovered  the  door  open  on  one 
vehicle  and  all  four  tires  removed 
from  another  vehicle  that  was 
sitting  on  landscaping  blocks. 

The  rear  tail  lights  and  front 
headlights  were  also  removed 
from  the  second  vehicle. 

Since  the  vehicles  are  used  for 
teaching  purposes,  the  officer 
contacted  JJC’s  Automotive 
Department  and  said  the  vehicles 
were  left  in  good  condition  and 
that  someone  had  tampered  with 
the  vehicles,  according  to  the 
report. 

On  March  25,  someone  filed 
a report  with  the  campus  police 
stating  that  they  realized  the 
center  cap  on  the  front  driver  side 
wheel  was  missing. 

According  to  police,  the 
vehicle  was  parked  in  North  Lot 


2 in  a handicap  space  Sunday, 
March  18.

JJC  Through  A Snapshot

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Student  trustee  runs  for 
6-year  term  on  Board

It’s  hard  to  believe  that  a 
student  can  actually  make  a 
difference  in  a large  institution. 
With  schoolwork,  jobs  and  friends 
it  can  seem  like  there  isn’t  enough 
time  to  make  the  effort. 

But  here  was  a pleasant 
surprise:  Brian  Savage,  a Joliet 
Junior  College  student  competing 
against  16  candidates  for  a six- 
year  seat  in  the  college’s  Board  of 
Trustees. 

Entering  the  Student 
Government  area.  Savage  quickly 
greeted  me  in  a full  suit  and  tie 
and  invited  me  into  his  office. 

Judging  by  his  business-like 
appearance  and  professional 
demeanor,  I expected  Savage  to 
be  in  his  early  to  mid  twenties. 

Instead,  this  Minooka  High 
School  alum  was  only  19  years 
old  and  currently  JJC’s  student 
trustee. 

So  what  exactly  is  the  difference 
between  a Student  Trustee  and  a 
“real"  board  member? 

“Well,  the  student  board 
member  has  a year-long  term,  as 
the  regular  board  members  have  a 
six  year  term,”  explained  Savage. 

“Also,  student  members  only 
have  what  they  call  an  ‘advisory 
vote.’  Basically,  the  Board 
takes  what  I have  to  say  into 
consideration  when  deciding 
upon  something,  but  my  vote 
doesn’t  actually  count.” 

Savage’s  response  was  very 
quick;  it  seemed  that  he  was 
constantly  going  a hundred  miles 
an  hour.  I couldn’t  help  but  think 
this  manner  was  possibly  acquired 
from  the  quick  pace  of  past  Board 
meetings,  as  he  commented  on 
his  experiences  thus  far. 

“You  really  have  to  leam  quick, 
you  know.  The  Board  is  made 
up  of  regular  people,  all  with 
different  visions  for  the  college,” 
says  Savage. 

“It’s  really  hard  to  compromise 
between  everyone’s  ideas.  It’s 
especially  hard  for  the  student 
member,  as  I only  have  an  opinion 
and  not  an  actual  vote.  You  have 
to  stay  active  on  many  different 
issues.” 

Savage  discusses  a few  of  the 
important  issues  concerning  the 
college. 

“There  are  a ton  of  issues 
right  now,  especially  with  the 
rapid  population  growth  we  are 
experiencing  in  our  district.  One 
of  the  ways  we  help  solve  this

problem  is  we  pursue  local  and 
state  legislators  to  raise  money 
for  the  college,”  says  Savage. 

This  all  seemed  to  be  quite  a 
lot  for  a 19  year  old,  but  Savage 
didn’t  seem  overloaded,  instead 
he  was  excited  and  enthusiastic. 

“It’s  a lot  of  work  but  it's  really 
a great  experience.  I had  to  do  a 
lot  just  to  get  myself  on  the  ballot 
and  now  I’m  putting  up  signs  all 
around  town  and  meeting  new 
people,”  says  Savage. 

“I  was  actually  handing  out 
pamphlets  one  day  and  a man 
looked  at  me  and  said,  ‘This 
is  you  running  for  the  board? 
You’re  awfully  young,  but  this 
is  probably  what  they  need!’  And 
that’s  how  I feel.” 

“We  need  some  fresh  thinking 
on  the  board,  especially  from  a 
student.  Legislators  and  other 
administrators  love  hearing  from 
the  students,  that’s  what  the  board 
is  here  for.  It’s  us  we  are  talking 
about.” 

It’s  quite  obvious  Savage’s 
interest  about  the  Board  of 
Trustees  was  immense,  but  what 
about  his  actual  school  life? 

“I  plan  to  attend  one  more  year 
here  at  JJC  and  graduate  with  my 
associates.  After  that,  I plan  to 
go  to  a local  4-year  university.  I 
like  my  job  (at  the  steak  house 
at  Harrah’s  Casino),  I like  the 
community. 

“Wherever  I go,  I plan  on 
graduating  with  a political 
science  major  and  perhaps  get  a 
law  degree.  I’ve  always  said  I’d 
love  to  be  governor,  but  I’ve  got 
a lot  to  do  before  any  of  that,” 
Savage  says. 

Junior  college  is  a lot  of  work 
and  can  be  too  much  to  handle. 
But  when  the  load  is  just  too 
heavy,  think  of  Savage.  With  hard 
work  come  rewards. 

“It’s  great  going  past  a house 
I’ve  never  seen  before  and  seeing 
that  it  has  one  of  my  signs,  you 
know.  That  rocks,”  says  Savage. 

“Even  if  I don’t  get  elected,  it’s 
been  a great  experience  and  I want 
to  thank  the  students  for  letting 
me  serve  them.  I also  encourage 
anyone  who  is  interested  in  the 
student  trustee  position  to  run,  it’s 
a great  time.”

I am  at  a loss  when  trying  to 
describe  my  reaction  to  300. 

It  would  be  easy  to  say  that  I 
hated  it,  or  that  I loved  it. 

It  failed  to  elicit 
any  strong  emotion 

This  is  a reaction 
that  is  shared  by  two 
out  of  three  people 
I’ve  talked  to  who  have 
seen  it. 

The  general  response 
has  been,  “Yeah,  it  was 
alright.” 

Offhand,  I can  only 
think  of  two 


who  felt 
enthusiastic  about  it,  both  of  whom 
have  seen  it  twice. 

One  complaint  that  summed  things 
up  was  that  it  wasn’t  epic  enough. 

Much  of  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  it  follows  the  graphic  novel  that 
it  is  based  on  frame-by-frame. 

Many  of  the  scenes  carry  their  weight  via  the  medium  of  the  graphic 
novel  and  don’t  translate  well  on  film. 

The  proportions  are  shrunk  in  the  filmmaking  process.  Also,  the 
story  itself  is  a bit  of  an  anomaly. 

As  a comic  book,  it  lacked  many  of  the  qualities  of  immediacy 
which  made  its  fellows,  such  as  Sin  City  or  V for  Vendetta  work  so  well 
as  movies. 

But  being  tied  down  to  its  genesis  as  a comic  book  keeps  it  from 
going  towards  the  sort  of  epic  scope  it  would  need  to  make  it  into 
something  as  visceral  and  far-reaching  as  movies  like  Bravelieart  or 


Gladiator. 

This  film  is  stuck  in  the  middle  with  no-  room  to  move  in  either 
direction. 

All  around,  I have  a difficult  time  calling  300  a good  or  bad  movie. 
It  was  just  alright.  I was  disappointed  but  there  were  many  parts  of  the 
film  I enjoyed. 

The  dialogue  was  well-done  and  emotionally  moving  at  points. 
The  film  shone  during  the  battle  scenes  -which  only  accounted  for  50 
percent  of  the  movie. 

In  general,  the  movie  was  like  a car  trying  to  drive  on  the  highway 
but  stuck  in  third  gear:  it  never  reached  full  speed. 

I didn’t  feel  like  I wasted  my  money  but  I doubt  it’s  anything  I’d  pay 
to  see  again. 

My  suggestion  would  be  to  wait  for  it  to  come  out  on  DVD,  or  at 
least  until  it  comes  to  the  dollar  theatre.

The  addition  of  Marr’s  guitar 
work  isn’t  completely  in  vain.

This  album  is  devoid  of  a 
single  song  that  is  anything  more 
than  catchy.

His  work  suffers  from  the 
fact  that  Modest  Mouse’s  front 
man,  Isaac  Brock,  is  certainly 
no  Morrissey,  the  singer  for  the 
Srqiths,  with  whom  Marr  created 
some  of  his  best  work.

There’s  a difference  between 
writing  elusive  music  and  music 
which  is  just  irrelevant. 

For  nearly  10  years,  Modest 
Mouse  released  music  which  was 
charming  and  elusive.  The  last 
two  albums  are  simply  irrelevant. 

Two  adjectives  come  to  mind 
when  trying  to  sum  up  “We  Were 
Dead  Before  the  Ship  Even  Sank": 
inane  and  uninspired. 

I’ll  resist  the  urge  to  call  the 


album  inane,  out  of  loyalty  to  the 
illustrious  Marr.  Uninspired  is  a 
little  more  accurate. 

To  sum  things  up,  fans  who 
found  their  last  album  both 
entertaining  and  listenable  will 
most  likely  find  this  release  even 
more  entertaining  and  listenable. 

However,  anyone  who  felt 
as  betrayed  as  1 did  by  their  last 
release  will  read  in  these  songs 
the  last  paragraph  of  the  obituary 
for  their  love  of  Modest  Mouse.

Modest  Mouse  'We  Were  Dead  Before  the  Ship  Sank" 


Arcade  Fire  "Funeral" 


After  hearing  the  first  few 
songs  of  Arcade  Fire’s  first 
album,  “Funeral”,  I knew  that  1 
was  hearing  something  original. 

It  was  a combination  of  styles 
of  the  handful  of  bands  that  laid 
the  groundwork  for  alternative 
in  the  ’90s  and  Indie  rock  style 
now-  music  that  will  still  have 
something  to  say  to  me  a year  or 
two  from  now. 

The  musical  freshness  of 
the  songs,  the  lyrics'  ability  to 
conjure  images  and  moods  was 
something  I would  have  thought 
was  inaccessible  through  pop 
music. 

Listening  to  "Funeral"  was 
like  taking  a journey  back  to  the 
naivete  and  freshness  one  usually 
associates  with  adolescence. 
Arcndc  Fire  managed  to  capture 
these  themes  and  was  able  to 
charmingly  explore  them  in 
a grounded  fashion.  The  only 
worry  1 had  was  rather  or  not  they 
would  be  able  to  create  a follow- 
up album  without  it  being  a grave 
disappointment. 

If  “Funeral"  was  about  the 
freshness  of  youth  and  early 
adulthood,  then  “Neon  Bible.” 
their  sophomore  album,  is  about 
the  disillusionment  of  maturity. 

They  attack  a more  mature 
subject  matter  in  their  second 
release  with  a similar  elusive 
precision  that  they  exhibited  in 
the  first. 

"Neon  Bible"  features  richly 
layered  sonic  textures  composed 
of  guitar,  drum  and  bass  sounds 
found  in  pop  music  with  the  use 
of  strings,  choir  and  a pipe  organ. 
On  paper,  these  elements  seem  too 
disparate  to  blend  well  with  each 
other,  but  Arcade  Fire  managed  to 
seamlessly  and  tastefully  weave 
the  mix  of  traditional  and  non- 
traditional  sounds  into  a coherent 
and  listenable  whole. 

It  is  difficult  to  pin  down  what 
is  being  said  lyrically;  more 
often  the  lyrics  leave  an  elusive, 
but  emotionally  powerful, 
impression. 

All  combinations  of  colorful 
adjectives  aside.  "Neon  Bible" 
is  a great  album.  It  is  accessible 
enough  to  be  immediately 
appealing,  while  also  being 
substantial  enough  to  bear  closer 
listening. 

I can’t  imagine  fans  of  their 
previous  work  complaining  about 
this  album.  1 suggest  this  album 
to  anyone  weary  of  the  usual 
formulaic  pop  fare.

The  Joliet  Junior 
College  Bowl  Academic 
Team  took  first  place 
in  the  state  competition  held  at 
Illinois  Central  College  on  April 
27:  It  was  the  fifth  time  JJC  took 
home  first  place. 

JJC  ended  the  tournament 
with  1065  points.  In  second 
place  came  Illinois  Central 
College  and  in  third  place  came 
Elgin  Community  College. 

The  College  Bowl,  co- 
sponsored by  the  Illinois 
Community  College  Trustees 
Association  and  the  Illinois 
Community  College  Student 
Activities  Association,  is  a type 
of  academic  trivia  bee,  consisting 
of  teams  of  four  players  and 
alternates.  These  teams  compete 
against  each  other  in  a timed 
tournament  to  answer  questions 
both  individually  and  as  a team. 

This  is  the  Academic  Team’s 
seventh  time  going  to  the  State 
Competition. 

“Travelling  down  to  Peoria 
to  compete  against  the  other 
regional  champions  in  the  state 
was  exciting  and  also  a bit 
unnerving,”  said  Keila  Harris, 
member  of  JJC’s  2007  team. 

The  team  consisted  of 
Harris  of  Crest  Hill;  Miles 
Ford,  Natalie  Castro,  and  John 


Downey,  of  Joliet;  and  captain 
of  the  team  was  Chris  Vicich  of 
New  Lenox. 

At  the  State  Competition, 
the  JJC  team  faced  five  other 
Illinois  regions.  These  colleges 
included:  Elgin  Community 

College,  Frontier  Community 
College,  Illinois  Central  College, 
Shawnee  Community  College, 
and  Waubonsee  Community 
College. 

On  March  30,  the  JJC  team 
had  to  defeat  other  defeated 
Moraine  Valley  Community 
College  in  the  playoff  round 
taking  first  place  in  the  Spring 
2007  Regional  College  Bowl 
Tournament. 

“These  are  some  very 
competition  regions,”  said  Bill 
Yarrow,  coach  of  13  years.  “But 
it  is  good  that  not  one  team  is 
always  dominant  over  another. 
It  is  a more  friendly  competition 
and  all  regions  are  supportive  of 
one  another.” 

JJC’s  team  won  first  place  in 
state  four  times,  once  in  second 
place  and  once  in  third  place. 
“No  matter  what  place  we  get, 
it  is  always  an  honor  to  go  to 
state,”  said  Yarrow. 

For  the  state  competitions. 
Yarrow  and  his  team  drive  as  a 
group  to  where  the  competition 


is  taking  place. 

“We  stay  in  a motel  the  night 
before,”  said  Yarrow.  “It’s  a fun 
experience  because  we  get  a 
chance  to  get  to  know  each  other 
better  than  before.” 

The  Academic  Team  is  more 
about  just  having  fun.  Making 
it  to  state  takes  a great  deal  of 
hard  work  and  dedication.  The 
JJC  team  practices  once  a week 
with  past  questions  that  had 
been  used  in  competitions  and 
hold  practice  matches. 

The  kinds  of  questions  that 
the  team  faces  are  based  on 
what  they  learn  in  college, 
questioned  on  science,  english, 
art,  music  and  other  areas  such 
as  mythology,  sports,  movies, 
actors  and  more. 

“It  always  feels  good  to  win,” 
said  Yarrow,  “but  in  the  end,  it 
is  most  gratifying  because  the 
student’s  hard  work  is  paying 
off.” 

Ford  agrees.  “College  Bowl 
is  probably  the  most  intense 
sporting  event  that  JJC  offers,” 
he  said. 

“For  14  straight  minutes  we 
must  rely  on  sight,  hearing, 
reflexes,  memory  and  speech 
in  order  to  defeat  opponents 
from  all  over  the  state.

JJC  police  watch  students 
after  Virginia’s  massacre 


The  word  “shock”  was  a recurring 
emotion  expressed  April  16  after  33 
people  were  killed  and  many  injured 
after  a shooting  spree  at  Virginia  Tech. 
University. 

However,  the  news  was  not  as  shocking 
as  it  would  have  been  on  April  16,  1999, 
four  days  before  two  teenage  boys  shot 
and  killed  1 2 fellow  students,  a teacher  and 
themselves  at  Columbine  High  School  in 
suburban  Denver,-  CO. 

But  surely  any  collective  numbness 
to  this  grotesque  modem  phenomenon 
was  erased  by  April  16’s  staggering  body 
count. 

Not  only  is  this  the  deadliest  school 
shooting  in  U.S.  history,  but  the  deadliest 
single-shooter  shooting  in  U.S.  history. 

Following  the  massacre.  President  Gena 
Proulx  issued  a statement  on  the  college’s 
website.assuringthatcollegeadministrators 
and  campus  police  are  responsibly  updating 
the  college’s  emergency  plan. 

The  carnage  from  April  16  raised  difficult 
questions.  Among  them:  Why  weren’t  more 
effective  security  measures  implemented  in 
the  approximately  two  hours  after  the  first 
two  murders  at  preceded  the  other  3 1 ? 

After  u\c  news  captured  Virginia  Tech’s 
fatal  morning,  Joliet  Junior  College  police 

— under  Chief  Comanda’s  command  — 
instantly  guarded  the  concourses  efficiently 
to  deter  potential  copy-cat  gunmen.

Keeping  our  learning  environment  as  safe 
as  possible. 

Alas,  none  of  the  questions  prompted 
by  Virginia  Tech’s  horror  is  harder  than 
this  one:  Why  do  so  many  good  people 
die  so  young  and  so  senselessly? 

A traffic  accident  or  plane  crash  that 
ends  lives  is  bad  enough.  Willful  slaughter 
that  ends  lives  is  worse  because  of  its 
intentional  destruction. 

Large  college  campuses  traditionally 
ave  been  far  more  open  than  schools  at 
the  lower  levels,  and  there  may  be  no 
reasonable  way  to  keep  buildings  and 
students  totally  secure. 

High-tech  alert  systems  do  offer  some 
hope  when  quickly  put  into  place  but 
can’t  be  assumed  fail-safe. 

Every  aspect  of  the  Virginia  Tech 
calamity  will  be  under  the  microscope  in 
the  days  ahead  with  the  obvious  hope  of 
preventing  a reoccurrence  on  that  or  any 
other  campus. 

But  it’s  the  brave  police  staff  - like 
what  we  have  here  at  JJC  - that  we  should 
be  appreciative  of. 

Another  important  lesson  from  a dark 
day  like  April  16:  don’t  let  this  or  any 

other  school  shooting  to  weaken  your 
sense  of  shock  - and  of  outrage  - at  this 
abomination  against  not  just  the  learning 
process,  but  human  decency. 
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Condolences:  A week  after  the  Virginia  Tech  massacre,  Joliet  Junior  College  students  gather  on  the  bridge 
lor  a moment  of  silence,  reading  victims'  names  and  to  sign  condolences  that  were  sent  to  the  university. 


Tragedy 

induces 

mourning

In  a column  published  on  slate, 
com  on  April  24,  Christopher 
Hitchens  noted  that  “Virginia 
Tech — alas  for  poor  humanity — 
was  a calamity  with  no 
implications  beyond  itself.  . . we 
might  practice  nailing  the  colors 
to  the  mast  rather  than  engaging 
in  a permanent  dress  rehearsal  for 
masochism  and  the  lachrymose.” 
Hitchens’  column  dresses  down 
the  American  public  for  the  “orgy 
of  mawkishness’’  which  indeed 
has  writhed  in  the  forefront 
of  newspapers,  magazines, 
newscasts  and  even  my  news  feed 
on  Faccbook.com  since  news  of 
the  shootings  broke. 

The  same  day  of  the  shootings, 
Facebook  groups  popped  up 
admonishing  that  “Today,  we  are 
all  Hokies,”  and  “Wear  black  on 
Monday  to  honor  Virginia  Tech.” 
What  impact  the  color  of  a 
shirt  has  on  the  deaths  of  those  33 
people  will  have,  I don’t  know. 

The  parade  of  vicarious 
bereavement-by-association 
continued  with  an  inexplicable 
two  separate  moments  of  silence 
following  two  separate  sets  of  32 
bell  tolls  right  here  at  Joliet  Junior 
College,  as  well  as  a card  drive 
on  the  bridge.  I guess  we  just 
weren’t  silent  enough  to  rpake  the 
intended  difference  the  first  time. 

If  there  were  some  specific 
material  need  of  the  victim’s 
families,  I would  support  a 
country-wide  drive  to  fulfill  it. 
However,  poster-boards  with 
variations  on  the  same  message, 
“You  are  in  our  prayers,”  “God 
bless  Virginia  Tech,”  repeated  a 
hundred  times  in  glitter  glue  from 
complete  strangers  will  not  make 
the  difference  to  those  families. 

The  support  they  will  have 
from  their  loved  ones  - people 
they  have  actually  met  - will 
make  the  difference,  not  the  peer- 
pressured  mourning  of  strangers 
only,  thinking  about  themselves. 

Isn’t  that  really  why  we  care, 
because  this  happened  on  a college 
campus?  Thousands  of  other 
people  died  that  day,  but  there 
were  no  bell  tolls  or  moments 
of  silence  for  them.  If  anyone 
were  genuinely  heartbroken  just 
because  people  died  that  day,  there 
wouldn’t  have  been  increased 
security  on  our  campus. 

We  would  have  then  been 
encouraged  to  get  on  with  our 
lives  because  in  this  instance, 
there  is  no  damage  control  and  no 
future  prevention  for  the  public  at 
large  to  assist. 

But  it  sure  made  those  who 
made  the  poster  boards  feel  better, 
didn’t  it?  And  that’s  the  real  point 
here.

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Exhibit  raises  eyebrows 


“Body  Worlds”  at  the  Museum  of 
Science  and  Industry  in  Chicago  gives 
visitors  a miraculous  journey  through  the 
human  body.  You’d  have  to  go  to  medical 
school  to  have  a more  complete  view  into 
the  composition  of  human  muscles,  organs 
and  fatty  tissues. 

The  body  is  a miraculous  machine.  It  is 
amazing  that  these  blobs  of  tissue  called 
plastinates  were  once  living,  breathing 
people.  With  the  body  solidified,  a team 
of  experts  can  do  remarkable  things  like 
remove  the  muscles  from  the  skeleton  or  cut  the  brain  into  slices  so  thin 
that  light  can  pass  through. 

When  entering  the  exhibit,  it’s  important  to  recognize  the  displays 
as  a personal  education  endeavor.  You  make  yourself  sensitive  to  your 
body. 

With  more  than  200  Views  of  the  human  body  on  display,  the  exhibit 
leaves  little  to  the  imagination.  Without  the  gore,  the  guts  don’t  invoke 
much  reaction  in  the  squeamish.  If  you  didn't  know  that  these  were  real 
people  who  donated  their  bodies  to  science,  the  specimens  would  appear 
to  be  wax-like  mannequins. 

But  these  were  once  people,  and  that  is  what  makes  the  exhibit 
extraordinary. 

By  replacing  human  fluids  and  soluble  fats  with  resins  and  elastomers, 
scientists  can  encase  the  human  body  in  plastic.  The  goal  being  to  replace 
human  cadavers  - which  last  only  200  days  - with  plastic  specimens 
that  will  last  years.  The  result:  an  in-depth  lesson  to  how  our  bodies  are 
built  and  how  they  function. 

All  of  the  bodies  used  in  the  exhibit  are  people  who  bequeathed  their 
remains  to  a laboratory.  The  person’s  cause  of  death  nor  identity  is  ever 
revealed  unless  it  is  requested.  And  without  the  skin,  a relative  or  friend 
can  never  identify  a loved  one  in  the  exhibit. 

In  a way,  “Body  World’s”  is  the  finest  art  ever  produced.  The  body  is 
a masterpiece  of  creation.  The  exhibit  does  not  denigrate  the  lives  of  the 
donors  but  rather  celebrates  the  beauty  of  the  body.  There  is  something 
marvelously  comforting  about  seeing  the  human  heart  surrounded  by 
the  lungs.  The  body  reveals  intricate  patterns,  when  sliced  wafer  thin, 
that  somehow  created  life. 

The  hope  is  that  visitors  will  be  able  start  open  and  frank  discussions 
about  the  body.  What  better  way  to  understand  a tumor  than  to  see  one? 

Of  course,  with  any  kind  of  exhibit  using  human  specimens  there  are 
ethic  and  moral  questions.  But  a reverent  whisper  descended  over  the 
crowd  as  they  milled  through  the  labyrinth  of  displays.  As  the  living 
peered  into  a body  much  like  their  own,  everyone  seemed  more  amazed 
than  startled. 


“It  is  intended  to  help  remind  visitors  of  how 
natural  our  bodies  are  and  create  an  impression 
of  the  unique  character  and  anatomical  beauty 
of  the  body’s  interior.” 

This  is  one  of  the  defending  statements  on 
the  body  donation  section  of  the  BodyWorlds 
website  created  and  maintained  by  the  private 
research  Institute  for  Plastination. 

Plastination  is  a term  created  by  Gunther  von 
Hagens,  a German  scientist  who  pioneered  the 
practice. 

According  to  a 2004  article  published  on 
the  website  for  the  Association  for  Asian  Research  “it  was  revealed  by  the 
German  media  that  some  of  the  corpses  in  Dr.  Hagens’  exhibition  were 
those  of  executed  Chinese  criminals.  Dr.  Hagens  admitted  that  some  of  the 
bodies  he  exhibited  had  been  shot  in  the  head." 

Von  Hagens  subsequently  removed  the  first  BodyWorlds  display  from 
Germany  and  eventually  brought  BodyWorlds  III  to  the  United  States,  this 
time  stating  on  the  website  that  bodies  donated  for  plastination  should  have 
died  from  natural  causes. 

The  process  of  plastination  involves  replacing  the  water  and  fats  in 
previously  embalmed  human  remains  with  alcohol  or  acetone,  which  is 
used  commonly  to  remove  fingernail  polish.  The  added  liquids  arc  then 
evaporated  in  a vacuum  chamber  to  force  polymers  to  infuse  into  the 
tissue. 

“Other  preparatory  work  will  include  injecting  the  vessels  with  contrasting 
plastics,  emphasizing  the  musclej  or  internal  organs,  or  producing  large 
slices  that  will  subsequently  be  made  transparent,"  says  the  Institute  of 
Plastination  website. 

The  process  takes  1,000  to  1,500  man-hours  to  complete  on  an  entire 
body. 

Now  that  you  know  what  happens  to  the  arguably  questionably  obtained 
bodies  displayed  by  Von  Hagens  at  BodyWorlds,  think  for  a moment  about 
the  claim  that  plastination  "is  intended  to  help  remind  visitors  of  how 
natural  our  bodies  are.” 

Plastination  irrevocably  changes  a body’s  biological  makeup  in  an 
unnatural  way. 

It’s  a concoction  of  the  synthetic  with  the  natural  to  produce  a foreign 
third  object  from  what  was  previously  the  vehicle  for  a human  life  - a 
“plastinate.” 

A degree  of  respect  should  be  granted  to  all  human  life,  and  as  an 
extension  of  that,  to  human  remains. 

The  exhibition  of  human  remains  manipulated  into  life-like  poses  in 
macabre  vignettes  for  the  so-called  benefit  of  the  gaping  masses  is  not

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Grand  opening  of  Ag  complex  scheduled 


The  John  H.  Weitendorf  Sr. 
Agricultural  Education  Center 
that  opened  near  the  Chicagoland 
Speedway  this  spring  will  have 
its  grand  opening  June  1,  hosted 
JJC’s  Agricultural  Department. 

The  center  bears  the  name  of 
alumnus  John  Weitendorf  who 
helped  area  farmers  through  his 
real  estate  business  and  now 
educates  future  generations  in 
agriculture. 

The  30,000-square-foot 

complex  hosts  classroom  and 
laboratory  activities  for  JJC’s 
Agriculture,  Horticulture  and 
Veterinary  Medical  Technology 
Programs. 

According  to  Kristin  Mulvey, 
executive  director  of  the  JJC 
Foundation,  more  than  1 22  donors 
have  contributed  to  the  S2.6 
million  project,  with  a majority 
of  the  financial  support  coming 
from  the  Weitendorf  family. 

"John  H.  Weitendorf,  Sr.  is  an 
alumnus  that  Joliet  Junior  College 
will  never  forget,”  Mulvey  said. 

“The  total  amount  of  his 
donation  to  the  '"college  for 
the  Weitendorf  Agricultural 
Education  Center  has  surpassed 
any  donation  ever  given  in  the 
history  of  JJC.” 

The  nation’s  oldest  public 
community  college  broke  ground 
on  the  Weitendorf  complex  in 
May  2006  after  receiving  32 
acres  of  land  in  a donation  from 
Weitendorf  in  ‘99.

respectful  or  reverent  to  the 
complexity  and  wonder  of  the 
human  body. 

BodyWorlds  is  not  a morally 
benign  appreciation  of  the  human 
form,  it  is  a freak-show  put  on 
at  the  expense  of  the  dead  and 
bereaved.  Although  the  website 
claims  there’s  no  cost  to  the  donor 
or  next-of-kin  for  plastination. 

The  Institute  of  Plastination 
does  not  provide  for  transportation 
of  bodies,  which  they  insist  are 
only  received  through  donation 
arranged  by  the  deceased 
themselves  or  the  next-of-kin,  or 
for  any  other  “regular  formalities 


that  arise  when  someone  dies." 

Acceptance  of  bodies  by  the 
Institute  of  Plastination  also  relies 
on  the  condition  that  it  is  “clear 
who  will  pay  for  the  transportation 
costs.” 

The  most  disturbing  aspect  of 
the  exhibit  is  not  what  happens 
to  bodies  used  for  plastination, 
but  how  bodies  and  body  parts 
not  suitable  for  the  process  arc 
disposed  of. 

“The  remains  that  are  not 
required  ...  are  incinerated  in 
the  same  way  as  surgical  waste 
and  amputated  body  parts  are.  If, 
under  exceptional  circumstances. 


large  parts  of  the  body  cannot  be 
plastinated,  there  is  also  the  option 
of  cremation  and  anonymous 
burial  at  the  cemetery,"  according 
to  the  website. 

There  is  no  indication  that  “the 
cemetery"  consists  of  anything 
other  than  a mass  grave  of  cast- 
offs from  Hagen’s  unnatural 
procedure  for  maintaining  human 
remains  for  his  displays. 

The  experimenting  on  human 
bodies,  treating  human  remains 
as  waste,  creating  mass  graves? 
Plastination  is  a Holocaust  on 
respect  for  the  human  body  as  a 
part  of  nature. 


Joliet,  the  center  has  four  semi- 
smart classrooms,  two  offices, 
an  arena,  a livestock  holding 
and  handling  laboratory,  and  an 
exhibit  wing. 

For  agriculture  professor  Bill 
Johnson,  the  new  site  means  an 
end  to  traveling  that  used  to  be 
commonplace. 

“In  the  past,  our  animal  science 
and  care  classes  have  had  to  rely 
on  farms  or  other  locations  when 
they’ve  needed  to  work  with  large 
animals.  They  had  to  work  within 
the  constraints  of  what  was  going 
on  that  day  on  the  farm  and  which 
animals  were  available,”  Johnson 
said. 


“This  complex  will  allow 
us  to  have  those  animals  at  our 
facility  and  deal  with  them  on  our 
terms  in  a much  more  controlled 
situation.” 

In  addition  to  its  many 
educational  uses,  college  officials 
envision  the  complex  becoming 
the  area’s  premiere  facility  for 
hosting  trade  shows,  industry 


seminars  and  various  livestock 
events  including  a Future 
Farmers  of  America  contest  and 
the  Will  County  Farm  Bureau’s 
agriculture  expo  program  for  area 
fourth  graders. 

The  facility  also  will  be  the 
only  erosion  control  continuing 
education  site  in  the  United 
States. 


“This  facility  will  be  a great 
resource  to  our  students,  faculty 
and  the  community  of  District 
525,"  Mulvey  said. 

“John  Weitendorf’s  generosity 
continues  a longstanding  tradition 
of  JJC  alumni  contributing  to 
the  educational  mission  of  the 
college."

they  eliminate  the  native  plants.” 
While  the  fen  is  a major  focus, 
tire  grant  will  also  restore  corroded 
natural  areas  on  campus. 

“Most  of  this  area  is  covered  in 
dense  stands  of  exotic  European 
Buckthorn  and  Hawthorns.  These 
wooded  areas  will  be  cleared 


and  reseeded  with  native  prairie 
species  common  to  our  dolomite 
soils.”  said  Neill. 

“The  grant  money  is  paying 
Natural  Resources  Management, 
Inc.  to  clear  the  exotic  woody 
plants  with  chainsaws  and  other 
large  pieces  of  equipment.”

For  the  past  15  years,  Joliet 
Junior  College’s  Natural 

Science  and  Physical  Education 
Departments  have  struggled  to 
attract  student  volunteers  and 
the  hinds  to  restore  and  manage 
the  degrading  natural  areas  on 
campus. 

Thanks  to  a recent  $35,000 
grant,  the  college  will  no  longer 
have  that  problem. 

The  “Two-year  Illinois 

Department  of  Natural  Resources 
Conservation-2000  Grant” 

will  help  restore  and  maintain 
degraded  uplands  at  the  college’s 
prairie  areas. 

Andy  Neill,  assistant  professor 
of  Natural  Sciences,  helped  obtain 
the  grant  through  the  college’s 
Natural  Areas  Committee. 

The  committee  was  created  in 
1 999  to  manage  the  natural  areas. 

“The  need  for  additional 
funds  and  outside  assistance  was 
apparent  for  a long  time,  after 
talking  with  representatives  of  the 
Forest  Preserve  District  of  Will 
County  and  the  Prairie  Parkland 
Partnership,  they  convinced 
me  that  the  quality,  size  and 
association  with  the  college 
made  us  very  competitive  for  a 
‘Conservation-2000  grant,”’  said 
Neill. 

The  main  focus  of  the  grant  is 
to  preserve  existing  fen,  which 
is  a wetland  community  with 
standing  water  and  saturated 
soil  that  supports  a unique  set  of 
plants  and  animals. 

"The  fen  has  a relatively  intact 
plant  community  with  many 
habitat  restricted  plant  species 
found  nowhere  else,"  said  Neill. 

“However,  invasive  exotic 
species  have  become  established 
and  need  to  be  removed  before

The  restoration  isn’t  just 
happening  at  JJC. 

“It’s  an  effort  all  over  the  state 
and  country  to  restore  areas  to  a 
pre-settlement  condition,”  said 
Neill. 

Many  people  have  raised  the 
question  of  whether  or  not  the 
amount  of  restoration  they  see  is 
a necessity. 

"Once  you  explain  to  them  that 
we’re  dealing  with  a landscape 
that  has  been  dramatically  altered, 
what’s  natural  is  open  to  one’s 
perspective,”  commented  Neill. 

While  the  grant  primarily 
funds  the  fen  and  restoration  of 
the  prairie,  it  will  also  go  towprds 
planting  additional  plants. 

“Besides  clearing  the  areas  of 
exotic  woody  trees  and  shrubs, 


grant  money  will  be  used  to 
purchase  the  expensive  seed  and 
seedling  plugs  of  native  species,” 
said  Neill. 

“Volunteers  will  help  in  this 
delicate  work  of  planting  in 
the  more  sensitive  areas  of  the 
restoration  site.” 

JJC  will  participate  in  a number 
of  ways  with  the  restoration. 

“As  part  of  the  grant  agreement, 
JJC  is  committed  to  providing 
approximately  $35,000  worth 
of  in-kind-service  to  match  the 
states’  portion.”

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Centennial  Commons  hosts  open  house

Some  students  have  long 
commutes  to  college.  Covering 
• such  distances  can  prove  tedious 
when  it  comes  to  getting  to  class 
on  a day  to  day  basis. 

To  compensate,  Joliet  Junior 
College  offers  students  the 
rare  alternative  of  near-campus 
housing. 

On  April  28,  Centennial 
Commons  — which  was  built  in 
2002  in  front  of  the  Main  (Jampus 
- hosted  its  annual  open  house 
for  Joliet  Junior  College  students 
interested  in  living  closer  to  the 
college. 

The  Commons  give  students 
fully-furnished  units  and  private 
bedrooms  with  rates  ranging  from 
S465  to  $650  per  month. 

Though  the  amenities  and  the 
short  distance  to  the  main  campus 
are  preferable  perks,  in  years 
past  the  Commons  became  well 
known  since  its  establishment 
for  its  rate  of  crime  and  domestic 
incidences. 

The  campus  housing  is  not 
owned  by  the  college,  but  by 
bond  holders  who  work  with  the 
police  department  in  managing 
the  complex  and  keeping  it  safe. 

This  spring,  the  old  company 
was  replaced  by  new  management, 
now  headed  by  General  Manager 
Angela  Toon  and  Residential 
Director  LaTesha  Traylor. 

The  Commons  now  have  a new 
website  and  has  been  working  to 
reshape  its  image  and  environment 
to  promote  better,  safer  housing 
for  students. 

According  to  the  JJC  police 
incident  reports  starting  in  July 
of  2006,  a little  over  half  of  the 
number  of  incidents  recorded  at 
the  college  are  associated  with  the 
Commons. 

According  . to  Chief  Pete 
Comanda,  JJC  campus  police 
averages  between  10  to  12  calls 
per  month,  “Which  really  isn’t 
all  that  bad.  This  month  (March) 
we’ve  had  eight,”  he  said. 

Most  of  the  incidents  managed 
by  dispatched  officers  were 
generally  domestic. 

When  queried  on  the  progress 
and  cooperation  of  the  previous 
management,  as  compared  to 
the  new  management,  Comanda 
responded  that  “the  other  group. 
I’d  say  the  last  two  years  they 
were  there,  were  doing  all  the 
right  things.

“It’s  easy  to  kick  the  old 
management  when  they’re  gone. 
My  honest  opinion  is  that  the 
old  management  was  doing  the 
right  thing.  But  because  of  the 
history,  it’s  my  understanding, 
that’s  why  they  opted  to  change 
management.” 

Centennial  Commons’  new 
management  has  been  cooperating 
with  the  campus  police  on  many 
levels  to  make  the  Commons  a 
safer  place  for  students. 

They’ve  been  coordinating  with 
the  college’s  standard  of  academic 
progress,  so  now  students  who 
are  not  progressing  academically 
are  removed,  as  well  as  restricting 
cars  coming  into  the  Commons 
grounds  and  security  cameras  are 
in  place. 

Drivers  must  also  show  a 
valid  driver’s  license,  insurance 
information  and  proof  of 
residence.  They  have  also  cut 
back  on  the  number  of  guest 
vehicles  allowed. 

“They’ve  also  worked  on 
replacing  the  doors,  making  them 
more  secure,”  said  Comanda. 
Some  of  the  contributions  the  new 
company  has  to  offer  include  better 
lighting  and  upgraded  cameras. 


The  Commons  has  always  opted 
for  better  security  technology, 
since  its  establishment  in  fall  of 
2002. 

“Though  the  old  management 
had  been  addressing  the  issues, 
the  new  management  has  been 
continuing  to  do  so  and  they’ve 
continued  to  progress  and  move 
forward,"  said  Commanda. 

“I  think  the  main  goal  is  to  get 
quality  students  who  really  want 
to  be  students  and  who  really 
want  to  be  a community.” 

Kayla  Napue,  a Psychology 


major  at  JJC  and  Commons 
resident  considers  her  home 
adequate. 

“It  was  the  closest  place  around 
the  school.  The  apartments  are 
nice,  and  it  has  new  management, 
so  it’s  gotten  better,”  said  Napue. 

“Nothing  has  happened  to 
me,  personally,  but  things  have 
happened  to  people  around  me." 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  fall 
semester  of  2006,  there  have  been 
about  38  incidents  addressed  by 
dispatched  officers. 

Those  include  burglaries  which 


account  for  about  21  percent  of 
the  total  incidents,  as  well  as  5 
percent  drug  use,  according  to 
police  records. 

Other  incidents  reported 
include  domestic  battery,  theft, 
and  domestic  disturbance.  These 
incidents  account  for  around  half 
of  the  reports  officially  taken  by 
campus  police. 

The  management  at  the 
Commons  was  reached  on 
multiple  occasions  but  was  not 
available  for  comment.

2 administrators  depart  after  10  years 


Dr.  Alan  Hardersen 


The  biggest  challenge  for  Dr.  Alan 
Hardersen  is  not  going  to  be  dispensing 
his  talent  and  experience  to  a brand  new 
Wisconsin  university,  but  wearing  the 
green  and  yellow  jacket. 

Hardersen  will  pack  up  his  10  years 
of  service  as  Joliet  Junior  College’s  Vice 
President  of  Student  Development  and 
move  to  Sheboygan,  WIS.  to  serve  as 
Chief  Executive  Officer  and  Dean  for  the 
new  two-year  University  of  Wisconsin- 
Sheboygan. 

Hardersen  shares  that  if  it  weren’t  for 
community  college,  he  would  not  be  in 
the  position  he  is  today. 

“No  one  in  my  family  had  ever  gone  to 
college.  I didn’t  understand  what  it  was 
involved  in  the  college  process.  I was 
fortunate  to  be  able  to  attend  community 
college  and  be  mentored  by  faculty,” 
says  Hardersen. 

In  August  of  ’97,  Hardersen  took 
a job  at  JJC  for  its  attractiveness  and 
its  reputation  as  America’s  first  public 
community  college. 

“After  I had  the  opportunity  to  get  to 
know  the  folks  in  the  interview  process 
I was  very  excited  about  the  quality  of 
work  done  here,”  says  Hardersen. 

“I’m  going  to  miss  the  people.  The 
friends  I’ve  made  in  the  staff,  faculty  and 
students." 

Asa  witness  to  the  college’s  tremendous 
growth  over  the  years,  seeing  9,500 
students  turn  into  16,000  dual-credit 
students,  Hardersen  was  instrumental  in 
numerous  college  projects. 

He  has  helped  implement  students’ 


access  to  services  via  the  web,  stabilizing 
a Financial  Aid  Department  that  used  to 
have  a tremendous  turnover  problem, 
writing  a grant  to  fund  and  create  a 
program  designed  to  recruit,  retain, 
graduate  and  transfer  Latino  students, 
and  more. 

“I  wanted  to  try  to.  provide  some 
stability  in  student  services.  To  remind 
everyone  that  the  students  are  the  reasons 
we  are  here  and  to  provide  quality  service 
to  the  students,”  he  says. 

Hardersen,  who  leaves  May  1 1 , plans 
to  travel  Europe  for  16  days  with  his 
wife  of  35  years,  Shirley-  an  opportunity 
delayed  in  the  past  so  they  could  put  their 
three  kids,  Theron  (father  of  Hardersen ’s 
3-year-old  twin  grandchildren  Anna  Beth 
and  Brayden),  Corey,  and  Colin  - through 
college. 

A biker,  swimmer  and  volunteer 
worker,  Hardersen  didn’t  want  to  leave 
without  saying  a few  words. 

“I  want  to  say  I've  been  proud  to  watch 
the  Blazer  grow  and  develop  under  Bob’s 
[Marcink’s]  leadership.  It’s  a very  good 
school  paper. 

“I’m  pleased  to  see  how  well  the  JJC 
activities  and  athletic  programs  have 
done  over  the  years.  I wish  everyone  the 
best  in  the  future,”  says  Hardersen. 

As  for  the  person  to  take  his  seat  in  the 
fall:  “I  wish  them  the  very  best  of  luck 
and  welcome  them  to  a great  community 
college.  I would  encourage  them  to 
always  think  of  students  first  whenever 
they’re  making  a decision.  And  take  the 
college  to  the  next  level.” 


Pattie  Fine 


Eager  to  pack  up  and  move  to  a condo 
on  the  beach  in  sunny  Jacksonville  Beach, 
FL.,  Pattie  Fine  will  retire  her  30  years 
of  community  college  service  - 10  years 
spent  at  Joliet  Junior  College  - this  May. 

She  sees  her  retirement  as  an 
opportunity  to  finish  research  and  write 
her  dissertation  on  two-year  community 
college  housing  for  her  PhD  in  Executive 
Leadership  from  the  University  of  Illinois 
in  Urbana-Champaign. 

“I’m  very  passionate  about  what  we 
do  for  a living  as  a system.  We  change 
lives  everyday.  That’s  so  powerful,  such 
an  honorable  career  to  choose  to  work 
in  a community  college  because  we’re 
able  to  influence  and  help  people  see 
their  dreams  that  maybe  didn’t  have  that 
vision  of  what  the  possibilities  were,” 
says  Fine. 

Hired  at  JJC  in  February  of  ’97  as 
Director  of  Student  Activities,  Fine 
wanted  to  use  her  20  years  of  experience 
at  Moraine  Valley  Community  College  to 
take  on  a more  challenging  role  and  help 
take  JJC  to  the  next  level. 

Fine  “had  certain  things  I was  looking 
for  in  my  next  job!  When  you  get  at  that 
point  in  any  career,  it’s  not  just  looked  at 
as  the  next  job.  1 knew  what  I wanted  out 
of  my  next  job  position  . . . 

“I  was  willing  to  take  a position  where 
I reported  to  a high-ranking  person.  I also 
wanted  to  be  in  an  environment  where 
growth  was  occurring,”  says  Fine. 


Fine  was  promoted  in  September  of 
2000  and  says  she  still  can’t  believe  she 
sits  today  as  Dean  at  JJC. 

As  the  only  person  in  her  family  to  step 
foot  on  a college  campus,  Fine  is  adamant 
about  how  a community  college  can  touch 
a person’s  life. 

“I  always  wanted  to  be  in  a position  and 
in  a place  that  would  allow  me  to  do  work 
where  I could  encourage  someone  else 
to  realize  their  dream  . . . When  1 was  a 
student  I became  exposed  to  this  part  of  the 
world  that  I didn't  even  know  existed. 

“I  always  refer  to  my  own  experience 
on  how  community  college  fundamentally 
changed  my  life.  I’m  a Dean  today,  that’s 
unbelievable.  My  parents  just  wanted  me 
to  finish  high  school.  Community  college? 
They  didn't  know  what  it  really  was.  I’m  a 
product  of  the  environment,"  she  says. 

A favorite  memory  of  Fine’s  is  her  recent 
award,  titled  the  Joe  Swoijanik  award  given 
to  her  from  the  college  in  April.  Sworjanik 
was  an  old  friend  of  Fine’s  who  died  of 
cancer. 

Fine  has  a daughter,  Stefanie,  of  Chicago 
and  a son  named  Robert  who  lives  in  Florida 
with  her  3-year-old  grandson  Chase. 

Fine  will  return  to  the  job  field  with  her 
new  PhD  credential  within  a year,  but  she 
will  “miss  taking  that  break  from  being 
involved  with  students,"  she  says,  'it’s' 
hard  to  leave.  There  are  so  many  great 
people  here.”

The  AQIP  team  will  work  with 
different  departments  and  areas 
of  the  college  to  assess  multiple 
compliance  topics  including: 
loan  default  rate  and  potential 
plans  to  reduce  default,  title  IV 
compliance,  credits,  program 
length  and  tuition  (commission 
policy  1.C.7),  advertising 
and  recruitment  materials 
(commission  policy  IV.A.6), 
professional  accreditation 

regarding  the  requirements 
of  organizations  holding 
dual  institution  accreditation 
(commission  policy  III.A.l),  and 
organizational  records  of  student 
complains  (commission  policy 
IV.B.3). 

An  important  aspect  of  the 
AQIP  visit  is  to  ensure  that 
students  are  getting  a quality 
community  college  experience, 
explains  Munch. 

The  May  3 forum  that  is  open 
to  students  will  be  “a  casual 
conversation  and  it  will  probably 
focus  on  just  their  perception  of 
their  learning  experience  and  how 
they  feel  about  it,"  said  Munch.

Many  students  experience 
anxiety  and  stress  on  a daily  basis, 
whether  it’s  created  by  grades, 
schedules  or  personal  situations. 
These  emotions  can  interfere  with 
students'  daily  life  if  they  aren’t 
addressed. 

The  Student  Assistance 
Program  at  Joliet  Junior  College 
offers  students  an  opportunity 
to  address  these  emotions  and 
handle  stress  more  effectively. 

In  1979,  JJC  professor  Tom 
Swictzer  presented  the  concept  of 
the  program  to  the  college. 

“It  had  always  been  my  hope 
that  a school  could  have  a program 
like  this,"  said  Swietzer.  Swictzer 
has  since  headed  S.A.P.  and  has 
provided  students  the  opportunity 
to  handle  various  concerns  in  a 
positive  environment. 

Several  years  ago,  with  the 
aid  of  Professor  Patrick  Tinken, 
Swictzer  began  to  seek  grants.  In 
1990,  the  Wellness  Program  was 
founded  as  a result  of  the  grant 
money  the  school  received. 

Since  then,  the  Wellness 


Program  has  provided  students 
a variety  of  programs,  including 
S.A.P. 

S.A.P.  is  a school-supported 
program  that  enables  students  to 
meet  with  a clinician  to  talk  about 
stress  and  emotions.  Full-time 
students  are  entitled  to  three  to 
five  sessions.  In  these  sessions, 
students  meet  with  a trained 
clinician  to  address  stressors  and 
difficult  situations,  including 
academic  and  social  situations. 

The  program  is  a free,  on- 
campus  function  and  aims  to 
assist  students  in  acheiving  a 
positive  college  experience. 

“Most  students  come  to  Ieam 
something  about  how  to  handle 
life,”  said  Swietzer,  who  is  one 
of  the  trained  clinicians  offering 
guidance  and  support  to  students 
through  S.A.P. 

Swietzer  attributes  S. A. P.’s 
success  to  JJC’s  Vice  President  of 
Student  Development,  Dr.  Alan 
Hardersen. 

“Hardersen  has  been  the 
backbone  of  the  program,"  said 
Swietzer.  "He  understands  the 


needs  of  the  students.” 

Hardersen  states  that  there 
have  been  efforts  to  hire  more 
clinically  licensed  counselors. 
“This  has  been  an  important  step 
in  trying  to  offer  our  students  with 
additional  on-campus  resources, 
again  at  no  cost  to  the  students," 
said  Hardersen. 

S. A. P.’s  future  is  now 
questionable  since  Swietzer  plans 
to  retire  at  the  end  of  next  year.  Dr. 
Hardersen  is  also  retiring  at  the 
end  of  the  2007  spring  semester. 

“It  will  be  interesting  to 
see  what  direction  the  college 
chooses  to  move  in  regarding  a 
commitment  to  clinically  licensed 
counseling  professionals,"  states 
Hardersen. 

Swietzer  shares  the  concern. 

“It  is  the  nature  of  human 
beings  to  need  each  other  for 
guidance  and  support  at  times,” 
said  Swietzer.

Review

William  Shakespeare  once 
wrote,  “all  that  glitters  is  not 
gold.”  The  same  can  be  said 
about  the  Joliet  Junior  College 
production  of  Shakespeare’s  The 
Comedy  of  Errors. 

A merchant  named  Egcon 
(George  Miller),  on  trial  for 
violating  a travel  ban,  testifies 
that  he  is  in  search  of  his  wife 
and  one  of  their  twin  sons, 
Antipholus,  separated  from  him 
25  years  ago  in  a shipwreck. 

Meanwhile,  the  twin  sons 
(played  by  Bryan  Breau  and 
Kevin  Veselka),  who  also  have 
twin  servants  b'oth  named  Dromio 
(Elee  Schrock  and  Kristen 
Rhoder),  experience  a chaotic 
day  of  mistaken  identities  with 
Duke  Solinus  (John  A.  Toth) 
and  Antipholus’  wife  Adriana 
(Krystal  Moya),  among  others. 

Schrock  and  Rhoder  were 
especially  great  as  the  twin 
Dromios,  lending  their  physical 
skills  to  the  characters  as  real- 
life  Raggedy  Ann  dolls. 

They  threw  themselves 
about  the  stage  while  hurling 
Shakespeare’s  puns  and  rhymes 
about  the  Fine  Arts  Theatre. 
Breau,  much  more  subdued 
here  than  in  Marne,  and  Veselka 


seemed  to  have  fun  playing 
essentially  the  same  character. 
Overall,  the  ensemble  gave  it  their 
all  with  so-so  subject  matter. 

While  Errors  seems  to  have 
given  the  actors  great  skills  and 
provided  them  with  experience 
outside  the  classroom,  their  thrill 
did  not  necessarily  transfer  to  the 
audience. 

What  made  the  play  so 
confusing  and  lackluster  was 
not  the  performances-  many  of 
Shakespeare’s  jokes  simply  do 
not  stand  the  test  of  time. 

Errors  director  Zach 
Bloomfield  noted  in  the  program 
that  Shakespeare’s  comedy, 
particularly  the  puns,  does  not 
hold  up  well  today. 

That  is  why  Shakespeare’s 
tragedies  (Hamlet,  Romeo  and 
Juliet,  Macbeth,  etc.)  are  much 
more  understandable  and  are 
reinvented,  reimagined  and 
rehearsed  today.  The  themes  of 
those  plays  have  never  had  to 
evolve. 

Comedy,  on  the  other  hand, 
has  gone  through  extensive 
change  through  the  centuries.  The 
world  has  seen  the  comedies  of 
Shakespeare,  like  The  Comedy 
of  Errors , give  way  to  everything 
from  Catskills  comedians  to 
The  Three  Stooges  to  Young 
Frankenstein  to  Dane  Cook.

Nothing  will  bring  back  any  of 
the  33  victims  of  Cho  Seung-Hui  s 
rampage-  not  a poster  board,  not 
a Facebook  group  with  a 100,000 
members. 

Nothing  will  bring  back  the 
other  thousands  of  people  who 
died  that  day  from  less  headline- 
friendly  causes.  No  cross-country 
poster  board  drives  or  Facebook 
groups  for  them. 

The  real  tragedy  resulting  from 
the  Virginia  Tech  shootings  is  that 
people  have  once  again  convinced 
themselves  that  by  observing  a 
moment  of  silence,  signing  a card 
or  clicking  “join  this  group"  they 
have  done  something  significant. 


The  reaction  to  an  event  such 
as  this  should  be,  as  Hitchens  puts 
it,  to  “express  a decent  sympathy 
for  the  families  and  friends  of  the 
murdered,  a decent  sympathy  that 
ought  to  be  accompanied  by  a 
decent  reticence." 

Don’t  cheapen  the  loss 
of  the  bereaved  by  feigning 
understanding  or  a sense  of 
community  with  them. 

If  you  don’t  personally  know 
someone  who  died  on  the 
Virginia  Tech  campus,  I urge 
you  to  reconsider  your  display  of 
support  in  light  of  the  fact  that  it 
will  make  no  difference  to  anyone 
but  yourself.

Great  ‘Fuzz’-y  frenzy  from  ‘Shaun  of  the  Dead’  creators 


Review

When  I first  saw  director  Edgar 
Wright’s  Shaun  of  the  Dead , I 
didn’t  get  ail  of  it.  Then,  when 
sitting  down  with  my  girlfriend 
one  night  to  watch  it- again,  I 
finally  got  it. 

All  of  the  inside  jokes, 
references,  homages  and 
lampoons  of  a variety  of  movie 
genres-  romance,  action,  zombie, 
comedy-  made  sense.  The  film 
is  a total  package,  reverent  and 
funny.  For  Hot  Fuzz , the  same 
arresting  descriptors  apply. 

Wright  assembles  some  alumni 
from  Shaun  of  the  Dead  for 
Holt  Fuzz.  Simon  Pegg  is  Sgt. 
Nicholas  Angel,  the  top  cop-  I 
mean  constable-  in  all  of  London. 
His  arrest  record  is  400  percent 
higher  than  that  of  the  rest  of  the 
police  force.  However,  the  Chief 
Inspector  (Bill  Nighy)  tells  him, 
“you’re  making  us  all  look  bad." 

So  Angel  is  shipped  to  the 
quaint,  quiet  and  action-less 
village  of  Sandford  where  he  is 
partnered  with  Danny  Butterman 
(Nick  Frost),  the  somewhat 
dimwitted  son  of  the  Sandford 
police  chief  * (Jim  Broadbent). 
The  young  Butterman  believes 
that  everything  he  sees  in  the 
clichdd  action  cop  movies — from

Bad  Boys  to  Domino — is  the  real 
deal.  Cars  flying  in  the  air  during 
a high-speed  pursuit,  a dozen 
guns  strapped  to  the  good  guy 
who  must  give  justice  with  guns 
blazing  and  a corny,  sarcastic  quip 


after  each  elaborate  sequence, 
kill,  etc.  Angel  soon  discovers 
that  chasing  a local  swan  is  the 
most  action  he’ll  see. 

Then,  mysterious  and  grisly 
murders  begin  to  happen  a round 


town.  While  Angel  is  the  one 
who  thinks  its  murder,  the  police 
and  townspeople  all  believe  they 
are  nothing  more  than  accidents. 
Angel  soon  finds  himself  in  the 
middle  of  a deep  conspiracy 


involving  the  majority  of  the 
town — or  is  that  another  one  of 
those  cliches? 

What  Wright  and  his  team  have 
done  is  watch  every  Michael  Bay 
and  Tony  Scott  blow-‘em-up 
action  movie  known  to  man  and 
twist  every  little  conceivable 
detail  each  of  those  types  of 
movies  share.  Then  turns  it  into  a 
living  caricature  of  those  movies, 
referencing  them  so  much  that 
Butterman  makes  Angel  watch 
Point  Break  and  Bad  Boys  II. 

While  l.do  believe  Shaun  of 
the  Dead  is  still  the  better  of  the 
two,  Hot  Fuzz  shares  a distinct 
similarity  with  the  freshman 
outing.  Shaun  doesn’t  just  parody 
zombie  movies — the  movie  itself 
is  a great  zombie  flick.  Likewise, 
Fuzz  doesn’t  just  lampoon  those 
mediocre-at-best,  superficial 
action  films;  it  is  one.  It’s  a 
brilliant  one. 

It  may  take  more  than  one 
viewing  to  catch  all  of  the  inside 
jokes  and  references  (ditto 
applied  for  Shaun),  but  Hot  Fuzz 
issues  a warrant  for  your  arrest 
and  attention  to  a fine  piece  of 
satire  that  is  so  great,  it  should  be 
a crime. 

Was  that  corny?  Yes. 

But  Michael  Bay  would  be 
proud. 

And  jealous.

This  fall  a possible 
change  to  the  Joliet 
Junior  College  main 
campus  includes  a 
plan  to  connect  Hnubolt  Road  to  1-55 
with  a road  running  through  the  campus 
grounds. 

The  four-lane  structure,  running 
along  the  southwestern  portion  of  JJC’s 
grounds,  v/ould  connect  JJC’s  main 
campus  to  the  Bridge  Street  Town 
Center,  a lifestyles  development  from 
real  estate  developers  O&S  Holdings. 
The  development  will  include,  according 
to  www.bridgestreetchicagoland.com, 
a “regional  mixed-use  lifestyle  center 
with  specialty  and  big  box  retail,  movie 
theatre,  restaurants,  entertainment,  office, 
hotel  and  residential  components  totalling 
over  3 million  square  feet.” 

The  road  itself  has  the  potential  to 
influence  how  JJC’s  main  campus  will 


look  in  the  future,  as 
JJC’s  Vice  President 
of  Administrative 
Services  Dave 

Agazz's  points  out. 

“If  the  proposed  road  does  come,  we 
could  adjust  the  Master  Plan  to  suit. 
The  future  entrance  could  be  on  the  new 
road.  It  would  make  the  school  easier  to 
navigate.” 

Dr.  Eugenia  Proulx,  JJC’s  president, 
seems  delighted  at  the  prospect  of  the 
road. 

“With  this  road,  JJC  becomes  more 
accessible  to  the  community;  more  people 
will  be  able  to  see  our  campus,  our  name 
will  be  more  visible,”  she  said.

High  ‘Tech’ 


Updates  to  student  alert  systems 
arise  out  of  campus  massacre

When  the  story  of  the  killings  at 
Virginia  Tech  broke  loose  last  spring, 
colleges  across  the  country  were 
pushed  to  re-examine  their  emergency 
response  plans. 

The  effect  of  technology  on  the 
incident  and  especially  its  aftermath 
was  striking.  The  Virginia  Tech 
massacre  was  the  first  event  of  its 
sort  to  happen  well  into  the  age  of 
blogs,  Facebook,  MySpace,  citizen 
journalism,  instant  messaging  and  all 
their  kin. 

There  was  a theme  I saw  repeating, 
think  we’ve  gotten  used  to  all 
of  these  avenues  of  communication, 
but  we  haven’t.  The  internet  may  be 
evolving  in  “flea  years”  but  it  seems 
we’re  not. 

And  when  push  came  to  shove,  it 
was  clear  that  this  is  all  new  to  us. 

The  oft-repeated  criticism  of  the 
Virginia  Tech  authorities  was  that  they 
didn't  alert  the  students  properly  after 
the  first  shooting,  thus  -the  argument 


goes  - putting  students  in  harm’s  way. 

This  bloodbath  was  the 
“motivating”  jolt  colleges  seemed  to 
need  to  prepare  for  a copycat  threat- 
even  our  own  authorities  here  at  JJC. 

Campus  officials  discussed  the 
chance  to  implement  an  instant 
messaging  alert  system  in  an-  effort  to 
brace  for  a worst-case-scenario  crisis. 

Since  April’s  deadly  rampage, 
students  are  able  to  enroll  their  cell 
phones  or  other  handheld  devices  with 
Mobile  Campus,  a free  service  that 
increases  student  safety.  In  case  of  an 
emergency,  students  can  be  notified 
via  text  message  when  a siren  or 
gunfire  isn’t  quick  enough  to  evacuate 
thousands. 

However,  colleges  aren’t  the  only 
institutions  adapting  to  a technology 
that  was  once  the  sole  ownership  of 
teens  and  techies  talking  in  acronyms. 

The  Niagra  Frontier  Transportation 
Authority  soon  will  give  air,  bus  and 
Metro  Rail  passengers  the  chance  to 
receive  texts  detailing  flight  delays, 
bus-route  changes  and  other  key 
information. 

It’s  all  part  of  an  expanding  effort  to 
use  the  latest  communication  tools  to 
get  the  best,  most  current  information 
to  travelers,  college  students  and 
consumers. 

Although  text  messages  are 
habit-forming,  a cell-phone  ban  in 
the  majority  of  classrooms  can  be 
a hindrance  when  trying  to  notify 


people  about  an  angry  gunman. 

With  that  being  said,  1 don’t  think 
anyone  would  agree  that  a closed 
campus,  increased  security,  metal 
detectors  or  any  other  changes  are 
always  going  to  prevent  dangerous 
scenarios. 

The  incident  highlights  a greater 
societal  issue. 

The  issue  at  stake  is  two  fold:  how 
do  we,  as  a community,  care  for  our 
unstable,  homeless,  mentally  ill  or 
otherwise  downtrodden;  and,  do  we 
need  to  walk  around  afraid  of  our 
surroundings? 

The  latter  answer  must  be  a 
resounding  ‘NO.’ 

Kudos  to  the  college  for  their  effort 
with  the  text  message  alert  system.  It 
will  be  useful  in  the  future,  I’m  sure. 
However,  text  messages  can  only  do 
so  much. 

Random  acts  of  violence  are  just 
that  - random — and  there  is  no  way  to 
prepare  for  such  an  incident. 

The  root  of  the  issue  is  buried  in 
the  way  we  treat  and  handle  the  less 
fortunate  in  our  society.  Those  with 
mental  disabilities,  financial  issues 
and  other  assorted  problems  are  often 
ignored  and  forgotten. 

While  I in  no  way  have  an  answer 
to  better  these  issues,  I have  a feeling 
that  on  a college  campus  of  nearly 
20,000  students  and  faculty,  someone 
does.

Bill  grants  students 
freedom  of  press

On  August  31,  Governor  Rod 
Blagojevich  signed  SB-0729, 
the  College  Campus  Press  Act, 
allowing  public  and  community 
colleges  free  student  expression  ” 
in  student  newspapers. 

The  bill  is  also  sponsored 
by  Representative  Careen  M. 
Gordon  of  the  75th  district. 

Gordon  said  on  her  support 
of  the  bill,  “it  just  makes 
college  newspapers  have  the 
same  constitutional  protection 
as  larger  publications  like  the 
Chicago  Tribune  and  Chicago 
Sun  Times.” 

SB-0729  is  a bill  that  will 
change  the  precedent  set  by  the 
Seventh  U.S.  Circuit  Court  of 
Appeals  in  the  case  of  Hosty  v. 
Carter  in  2005. 

In  Hosty  v.  Carter,  the  court 
ruled  that  student  newspapers  — 
can  be  overviewed  and 
discontinued  by  administration 
before  being  published  and 
distributed  on  college  campuses. 

The  bill  also  protects  the 
institutions  it  affects.  Colleges  arc 
not  liable  for  lawsuits  unless  the 


said  expression  of  the  lawsuit  in 
the  campus  media  is  in  fact  their 
own.

allow  all  student  newspapers  to  be 
declared  public  forums  of  student 
expression  in  the  states  of  Illinois, 
Indiana,  and  Wisconsin. 

’ The  bill,  though  negating  a 
previous  court  ruling,  has  not 
been  seen  as  controversial.  It 
was  presented  February  8 by 
Senator  Susan  Garret  and  was 
unanimously  voted  in  by  the 
Senate  in  March. 

The  bill  had  only  two 
nay  votes  in  the  House — 
Representatives  Bill  Mitchell 
and  Roger  Eddy. 

Eddy,  who  is  the 
superintendent  for  Hutsonville 
High  School,  said,  “As  a super 
intendant  I think  that  schools 
should  have  some  say  as  to 
what  goes  into  their  student 
newspapers." 

- "But  instead  of  attempting 
to  kill  the  bill,  I worked  with 
them  on  an  amendment  that 
makes  schools  not  liable  for  what 
a student  says  in  a free  range 
paper,"  Eddy  added.

The  “Sex  on  Campus”  talk  is 
held  every  fall  on  the  bridge  and 
covers  issues  of  sexual  health  and 
safety. 

Last  spring,  the  Women’s 
College  celebrated  its  10th 
annual  Women's  Empowerment 


Conference. 

One  issue  addressed  by  the 
Women’s  College  is  domestic 
violence  - the  leading  cause  of 
injury  to  women  in  the  nation. 
It  is  a topic  that  Pam  Condon, 
assistant  director  of  the  Women’s 
College,  feels  both  female  and 
male  students  should  be  concerned 
with. 

“These  are  your  mothers, 
your  sisters,  your  aunts  and 
■ grandmothers  we're  talking 
about,”  says  Condon. 

The  Women's  College  also 
works  with  faculty  to  identify 
and  eliminate  gender  bias  in 
the  classroom.

According  to  professor  Andy 
Neill  from  the  Natural  Sciences 
department,  '“the  pollution,  noise, 
run-off,  and  garbage  from  having 
a Houbolt  road  on  the  south  end 
of  campus  will  completely  alter 
its  feeling,  not  to  mention  the 
disruption  to  wildlife  in  the  Rock 
Run  Lake  Greenway  corridor.” 

Neill  also  expressed  concerns 
over  traffic,  stating  that  “if  there 
is  an  accident  on  55  or  80,  people 
may  take  the  route  by  campus  to 
try  and  jump  on  one  or  the  other. 
Now  imagine  people  trying 
to  leave,  school  at  the  same 
time;  it  will  be  a commuters’ 
nightmare.” 

Both  Proulx  and  Agazzi  shared 
in  Niell’s  concern  but  feel  that

‘Shoot  ‘em  Up’  takes  action  movie  violence  to  a new  level

Director  Michael  Davis  knows 
action. 

Having  trouble  selling  his  script 
about  guns  and  the  men  who  use 
them  in  clever  ways,  Davis  drew 
over  17,000  frames  himself. 

The  end-product  was  a 17- 
minute  reel  of  line  drawings  to 
show  studio  executives.  New 
Line  Cinema  saw  the  potential. 

Shoot  'em  Up  is  indeed  one 
explosive  gunfight  after  another, 
a visual  shotgun  blast  to  the 
brain. 

Mr.  Smith  (Clive  Owen)  is 
a simple  man  who  enjoys  the 
simple  things  in  life,  namely 
munching  on  homegrown  carrots 
and  staring.  In  fact,  that’s  how  the 
movie  opens... until  a guy  pulls  a 
gun.  Then,  that  guy  is  eating  the 
carrot — as  it  sticks  out  the  back 
of  his  head. 

Smith  tries  to  save  the  pregnant 
woman  this  man  is  after.  After 
the  woman  is  killed  following  the 
birth  of  her  son,  Smith  takes  the 
infant  under  his  wing  to  protect 
him  from  the  head  bad-guy  Mr. 
Hertz  (Paul  Giamatti). 

Smilh  handles  himself  well 
against  tlic  SO  or  so  goons  Hertz 

sends  after  him,  but  he  still  needs 


to  ensure  the  safety  of  the  child. 
So,  he  enlists  the  help  of  Mary 
‘DQ’  White  (Monica  Bellucci), 
a fetish  prostitute  who  gives  her 
clients  plenty  of  what  the  baby 
needs — and  its  all  lined  up  in 
baby  bottles  in  her  room. 

Davis  has  crafted  a devilishly 
decadent  peace  of  action  noir  that 
is  part  comic  book  movie,  part 


pulp  novel,  part  science  fiction 
and  part  Die  Hard. 

The  wit  and  sarcasm  delivered 
by  the  stone-faced  Owen  is  every 
bit  rooted  in  John  McClaine  yet 
distinctive  enough  to  call  the 
character  his  own. 

Known  for  work  like  last 
year’s  Inside  Man  or  his  Oscar- 
nominated  turn  in  Closer , Owen 


walks  into  this  film  with  smooth, 
calm  sensibility,  adding  grace  and 
humility  every  time  the  hammer 
on  his  gun  slams  down. 

His  comedic  timing  is 
impeccable;  Owen  is  an  untapped 
comic  genius  with  delivery  dryer 
than  a Slim  Jim  left  in  Death 
Valley. 

Equally  delightful  is  Giamatti, 


who,  like  Owen,  you  wouldn’t 
expect  to  be  in  an  action  movie 
like  this  due  to  his  impressive 
dramatic  resume. 

But,  hey,  some  actors  have  just 
got  to  cut  loose  and  have  some 
fun.  And  boy  does  he  ever  have 
fun  in  this  movie,  chewing  up 
the  scenery  with  his  crazy  laugh 
and  manic  intellect  while  pausing 
in  between  gun  blasts  to  answer 
his  worried,  unassuming  wife’s 
phone  call. 

Giamatti  is  every  bit  the  ying 
to  Owen’s  yang.  The  barbs  these 
two  throw  back  and  forth  are 
nothing  short  of  spectacular.  Plus, 
Bellucci  is  every  bit  the  sensual 
actress  she  became  so  acclaimed 
as  in  Europe. 

Both  compelling  and  beautiful 
to  look  at.  Shoot  'em  Up  is  a 
delectable  delight  for  the  senses, 
firing  off  bullet  after  bullet  to 
pierce  the  Kevlar  logic  protecting 
us  from  the  pure  adrenaline-fueled 
thrill  ride  that  goes  from  one  big 
bang  to  the  next. 

And  the  clip  never  goes  empty.

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Joliet  Junior  College  Theatre  celebrates  centennial

Illinoiscollegesand  universities 
haveproducedcriticallyacclaimed 
actors  from  Emmy  Award  winner 
John  Malkovich  to  Zach  Braff 
to  Oscar  award  winner  Jennifer 
Hudson. 

With  the  apparent  excellence 
in  drama  that  Illinois  schools 
constantly  strive  for,  it’s  no 
surprise  that  the  oldest  junior 
college  in  America,  Joliet  Junior 
College,  is  celebrating  the 
lOO"1  anniversary  of  its  theater 
program. 

“The  field  of  theater  has  only 
been  around  since  the  early 
1900s  when  it  emerged  in  Ivy 
League  schools  on  the  east 
coast,”  explained  Dr.  Zachary 
Bloomfield,  Chair  of  the  Fine 
Arts  department. 

In  1907,  JJC  was  still  an 
extended  portion  of  the  Joliet 
Township  High  School.  It  was  the 
“postgraduates”  who  attended  then 
that  participated  in  the  school’s 
first  theatrical  productions. 


Those  productions  helped 
fundraise  for  a statue  of  Louis 
Joliet  that  would  be  placed  over 
the  entrance  of  the  high  school 
building. 

It  wasn’t  until  1916  when  the 
theater  program  (then  known  as 
the  dramatic  club)  produced  it’s 
first  major  production,  Charles 
Dickens’s  A Christmas  Carol. 

Tickets  cost  a pricey  25  cents, 
with  the  proceeds  helping  the  new 
Student  Loans  Fund. 

Theater  remained  an  active 
program  from  then  on.  Productions 
continued  to  be  a regular  event. 

Also  founded  during  this  time 
was  the  JC  Players,  a student 
club  devoted  to  the  dramatic  arts 
which  participated  in  the  Fine  Arts 
Festival  as  early  as  the  1940s. 

It  wasn’t,  however,  until  the 
1970s  that  the  program  really  hit 
full  force,  regularly  producing 
four  shows  a year. 

“For  at  least  the  past  seven  or 
eight  years,  we  attempt  to  get  one 


production  about  an  issue,  one 
comedy  production,  one  classic, 
and  a musical,”  said  Bloomfield. 

“We  also  try  to  make  sure  we 
have  a Shakespeare  production 
regularly,  usually  every  other 
year.” 

Bloomfield 
is  also  a 
director  of 
many  JJC 
productions 
since  the 
early  nineties, 
from  his  first 
JJC  play. 

Once  Upon 
A ' Mattress, 
to  Macbeth,  to  Little  Shop  of 
Honors. 

"[Little  Shop  of  Horros]  was  a 
real  fun  one,”  Bloomfield  said. 

“We  had  to  borrow  a giant 
puppet  of  a plant.  There  was  an 
actor  inside  the  plan  to  move  it 
around,  and  another  person  behind 
the  stage  singing  and  speaking 


for  the  plant.  That  person  had  to 
actually  watch  the  play  from  a 
monitor." 

The  production  team  also  had 
to  create  a rotating  wall  in  order 
to  actually  bring  the  giant  puppet 
on  stage. 

"Plays 
don't 
come  with 
manuals," 
added 
Bloomfield. 

J j’c  ’ s 
theater 
program  has 
been  visited 
by  many 
leaders  of  the  industry,  including 
the  founder  of  the  Original 
Shakespeare  Company,  Patrick 
Tucker,  and  Gene  Weygandt,  who 
played  the  wizard  in  the  Chicago 
production  of  Wicked. 

But  what  about  any  successful 
people  in  the  business  who  went 
to  JJC? 


"We  have  a lot  of  former 
students  who  work  in  technical 
theater  today,  like  Kadie  Trodder. 
She  is  the  assistant  designer  for 
Oprah.  It’s  these  types  of  jobs  that 
really  sustain  actors  through  life. 
Many  students  also  go  on  to  finish 
their  degrees  at  schools  with  very 
strong  theater  programs,  like 
Columbia,  Roosevelt,  Northern 
Illinois,  and  Illinois  State." 

So  how  does  the  future  of 
the  theater  department  look? 
According  to  Bloomfield,  it’s 
looking  strong. 

“We  have  recently  added 
Tammy  Perkins  to  our  faculty.  She 
has  written  a number  of  children 
Theater  plays.  We’re  hopefully 
looking  to  add  summer  Theater 
programs  for  younger  students  to 
get  them  involved." 

As  the  theater  program’s 
centennial  rings  in,  it  seems  JJC’s 
long  history  of  success  is  only 
beginning.

The  goal  of  every  football  team  is  to  go 
undefeated  and  win  a championship. 

As  soon  as  the  season  ends,  the  coaches’ 
attention  shifts  to  the  next  season,  another 
chance  to  try  to  be  perfect  and  win  a 
national  championship. 

The  Joliet  Junior  College  football  team 
finished  the  season  last  yepr  with  a loss  in 
the  Graphic  Edge  Printing  Bowl,  which 
gave  them  a 7-4  record  overall,  in  Tom 
Minnick’s  first  season  as  head  coach. 

Entering  the  2007  season,  the  Wolves 
were  ranked  14,h  in  the  National  Junior 
College  Athletic  Association  preseason 
rankings. 

Minnick,  who  is  also  the  team’s 
offensive  coordinator,  had  three 
quarterbacks  contending  for  the  starting 
job.  Mitch  Watkins,  the  offensive  MVP  in 
the  bowl  game,  DeRon  Putman  and  Jason 
Schroeder. 

Also  returning  for  the  Wolves  is  running 
back  Anthony  Stewart  who  made  both 
the  all-N4C  and  All-Region  IV  teams  as 


a freshman  last  year  when  he  rushed  for 
700  yards.  He  is  an  NJCAA  second-team 
preseason  All-American  in  2007.  With 
plenty  of  returning  players,  the  optimism 
in  the  Wolves  camp  is  sky  high. 

“We  are  a sophomore-oriented  team  and 
our  expectations  are  very  high  this  season," 
Minnick  said. 

The  Wolves  have  gotten  off  to  a shaky 
start  so  far  this  season  with  a 1-2  record 
after  three  games.  Despite  the  1-2  start, 
Minnick  is  impressed  by  his  defense  and 
knows  that  the  pieces  arc  in  place. 

“The  talent  is  there.  You  never  like  to 
lose  but  our  goal  is  to  win  our  remaining 
games  and  finish  10-2.  If  we  play  as  a 
team  instead  of  as  individuals  that  can  be 
done,  but  first  we  need  to  play  as  a team," 
Minnick  said. 

The  Wolves  will  look  to  snap  their  losing 
streak  when  they  travel  to  North  Iowa  Area 
Community  College  on  Sept.  22.  Kick-off 
is  slated  for  1 p.m.

With  summer  coming  to  a close  and 
fall  slowly  creeping  in,  it  only  means  one 
thing,  football. 

I'm  not  talking  about  big  hits  and 
touchdowns,  but  rather  yellow  cards  and 
goals. 

The  2007  soccer  season  opens  with 
lofty,  expectations  for  the  Wolves  after 
an  impressive  finish  to  the  2006  season, 
where  they  took  fourth  place  at  the  District 
B tournament  in  Texas. 

“This  year  we  want  to  win  the  region  as 
well  as  win  a match  at  the  district  level  and 
anything  farther  would  be  unbelievable," 
head  coach  Cristobal  Trillo  stated. 

The  team  only  has  five  returning 
sophomores  which  include  Dexter  Tobie 
on  defense,  and  All-American  forward 
Javier  Dei  Toro,  who  set  a school  record  of 
23  goals  last  season. 

The  Wolves  also  added  much  needed 
depth  to  their  team  going  from  13  players 
last  year  to  about  25  this  season.  By  the  end 
of  last  season,  the  Wolves  were  deflated 
and  fatigued  because  the  lack  of  players 
and  hope  the  incoming  freshman  will  help 
get  them  over  the  hump. 

The  additions  included  two  goalkeepers 
as  well  as  mid-fielders  David  Hudson 
and  Kevin  Reveles  who  look  to  have  big 
seasons. 


The  competition  is  fierce  this  season  for 
the  team.  With  no  apparent  weak  opponent 
in  their  division,  the  Wolves  will  not’ have 
too  many  breaks  on  the  schedule. 

"The  players  need  to  have  mental 
toughness  and  need  to  believe  in  themselves 
along  with  their  teammates,"  assistant 
coach  Gino  Di  Nardo  said  of  his  team. 

Triton  and  Harper  colleges  look  to  be  the 
Wolves’  two  toughest  opponents  this  year 
but  the  team  is  ready  for  anything.  The 
games  also  have  more  at  stake  than  just  a 
win,  with  the  winners  gaining  home  field 
advantage  for  the  playoffs. 

The  Wolves  have  played  five  games  so 
far  this  season  with  a record  of  three  wins 
and  two  losses. 

“I  still  don’t  have  a good  sense  of  how 
good  we  are  or  can  be,  yet,’’  coach  Trillo 
said,  “but  we  aFe  trying  to  find  a solid  core 
of  1 1 players  who  can  play  tough  for  40-45 
minutes.” 

One  thing  is  for  certain,  the  defending 
region  champs  will  have  a target  on  their 
backs  for  the  remainder  of  the  season. 

Coaches  Trillo  and  Di  Nardo  know 
this  year  is  going  to  be  tough,  but  expect 
to  come  away  with  another  regional 
championship  and  possibly  even  a District 
B championship.

Main  campus  police  recovered  a .380 
caliber  semi-automatic  hand  gun  on 
campus  Sept.  14. 

Police  received  a call  of  a disturbance 
occurring  on  the  bridge  and  reported 
to  the  scene  at  the  entrance  to  the  C-F 
concourse  just  before  noon. 

According  to  police  reports,  when 
officersmadeitontoscenetherewasalarge 
crowd  and  a volatile  verbal  altercation 
was  taking  place.  Approximately  nine 
minutes  later,  police  were  made  aware  by 
faculty  and  students  of  a possible  student 
carrying  a weapon. 

Bernard  Marble,  a 20-year-old  resident 
of  Joliet,  was  caught  with  the  weapon  but 
is  a not  a student  at  Joliet  Juniot  College. 
Marble  visited  the  campus  with  a group 


of  friends  who  were  also  not  JJC  students. 
Marble  was  arrested  and  charged  with  a 
felony  account  of  aggravated  possession 
of  a weapon. 

“The  only  reason  it  was  a felony  charge 
of  aggravated  possession  was  because  he 
had  the  weapon  on  campus,"  said  JJC 
Police  Chief  Pete  Comanda. 

According  to  police.  Marble  was  a part 
of  the  verbal  altercation  just  outside  the 
bridge. 

The  problem  began  with  four  women 
who  were  arguing  in  the  hallway  and  then 
escalated  to  involve  three  men  who  were 
detained  for  questioning. 

A second  man  was  arrested  and 
charged  as  a result  of  the  altercation. 
JJC  student  Eddy  Vaughns  was  charged 


with  restricting  and  obstructing  a police 
officer. 

According  to  police  records,  Vaughns 
was  not  initially  arrested  but  became 
riotous  and  resistant  to  police  officers’ 
demands  to  calm  down  and  step  away 
from  the  first  man  that  they  detained.  A 
police  officer,  after  several  attempts  to  get 
the  man  to  comply,  then  applied  pepper 
spray  to  Vaughns,  who  was  then  arrested 
and  is  in  in-term  suspension. 

The  four  women  involved  in  the 
altercation  were  also  students.  The  three 
other  men  were  issued  notices  of  trespass 
on  the  campus,  one  of  whom  was  on 
parole. 

The  four  women  were  issued  a student 
code  of  conduct  violation  for  their  part  in 


the  disturbance. 

Both  President  Gena  Proulx  and 
Comanda  sent  out  e-mails  Sept.  17  to 
faculty  and  staff  about  the  disturbance 
and  handgun.  Students  were  not  included 
on  cither  mailing  list. 

Comanda  said  that  while  staff  and 
faculty  were  allowed  to  share  the  email 
with  students,  it  was  hard  to  communicate 
with  students. 

Mobile  Campus  text  message  alerts 
were  not  used  to  alert  students  of  the 
situation  hccuuse  not  muny  students  had 
signed  up  lor  the  service  and  because 
the  situation  never  reached  a point  of 
emergency,  according  to  Comanda.

Smoking  restrictions  on  campus  in  2008

olietJuniorCollege’sadministration 
has  organized  a committee  that  will 
decide  future  limits  on  cigarette  smoking 
at  the  college. 

Over  the  course  of  three  months,  JJC’s 
smoking  committee  met  and  debated 
the  issues  of  new  smoking  restrictions 
or  a possible  smoking  ban  on  all  JJC 
campuses. 

Police  Chief  and  head  of  the  committee 
Pete  Comanda  said  that  the  administration 
created  this  committee  because  “effective 
in  January,  Illinois  will  have  a state-wide 
law  that  bans  smoking  from  any  public 
buildings." 

The  law  bans  smoking  inside  any  public 
facility.  Smokers  must  also  be  at  least  15 
feet  from  the  entrance  of  the  building  to 
comply  with  the  new  law  which  takes 
effect  Jan.  8, 2008. 

JJC  student  Brandon  Hilliard 
commented  on  the  smoking  ban,  “My 
cigarette  break  helps  me  relax  and 
concentrate  better  in  school.  There 
shouldn’t  be  a smoking  ban  everywhere, 
people  should  be  able  to  smoke  outside 
and  in  bars,  but  maybe  not  in  restaurants, 
if  people  don’t  want  to  smell  smoke  while 
they’re  eating.” 


In  light  of  the  law,  the  committee  had 
the  option  to  ban  smoking  from  the  entire 
campus,  including  parking  lots  and  entry 
ways. 

However,  the  committee  came  to  a 
different  conclusion,  deciding  to  restrict 
smoking  only  to  campus  parking  lots. 

“I  don’t  think  it’s  practical  to  have 
a complete  ban.”  said  Kerry  Lane, 
committee  member  and  English  professor. 
“Smoking  is  a difficult  addiction  to 
battle.  It  wouldn’t  promote  a happy 
work  environment.  The  committee  tried 
to  take  a very  practical  approach  to  this. 
We  limited  it  to  an  area  where  no  one  is 
surrounded  by  smoke.” 

The  committee  also  decided  to 
accompany  the  restrictions  with 
community  classes  that  will  help  students 
quit  smoking. 

“Because  we  are  offering  smoking 
cessation  classes  through  Will  County 
Health  Department,  we  are  giving  the 
JJC  community  the  opportunity  to  quit — 
or  at  least  make  it  easier  on  itself  to  go 
longer  durations  without  a cigarette," 
said  Comanda. 

Growing  up  in  a family  with  smokers, 
Lane  said  she  embraces  these  classes  to 


help  cut  down  and  possibly  help  eliminate 
the  habit. 

“The  more  support  we  can  give  the 
people  at  JJC-and  even  the  community 
members  that  want  to  come  to  the 
programs-the  less  the  state  will  incur 
medical  cost  on  the  diseases  smoking 
causes,”  said  Lane. 

Deanna  Raddle,  a JJC  student, 
disagrees.  "I  think  they  should  just  gel 
over  it,”she  said.  “If  they  are  going  to 
outlaw  smoking,  they  should  outlaw 
drinking-if  they  are  going  to  outlaw 
everything  that  is  bad  for  you." 

Main  concerns  when  deciding  the 
finalities  of  the  restriction  were  the 
confusion  of  unclear  smoking  areas  and 
complaints  of  smoky  offices,  corridors 
and  entry  ways  to  the  school  because  of 
air  drafts  and  circulation. 

“Personally,  rnybiggest  problem  is  just 
outside  the  C-building,”  said  Lane.  "It 
tends  to  be  particularly  smoky  very  close 
to  the  playground  where  the  children  play. 
It  is  unfair  to  them  to  be  subjected  to  the 
smoke  and  the  air  never  really  circulates 
there.” 

Consequences  and  enforcement  issues 
were  of  concern  to  the  committee  as 


well. 

“Technically,  a student  smoking  outside 
the  parking  lots  on  campus  is  breaking  the 
law,”  said  Comanda.  "However,  we  will 
go  through  a process  of  warnings  before- 
citations will  be  incurred.” 

If  a person  is  a repeat  offender  against 
the  smoking  restrictions  on  campus,  the 
police  will  be  able  to  issue  a citation  of 
up  to  S250  and  the  person  may  be  sent 
to  a hearing  for  the  college’s  code  of 
conduct. 

However,  Comanda  does  not  want 
the  JJC  police  to  become  “the  smoking 
police.” 

He  staled  that  people  on  campus  should 
take  part  in  informing  people  of  the  new 
restrictions  civilly. 

The  committee  intends  to  have  cards 
made  out  that  can  be  passed  out  to 
violators  informing  them  of  the  change. 

The  committee’s  decision  has  been 
submitted  to  the  Senior  Leadership  Team, 
made  up  of  President  Gena  Proulx  and 
the  vice  presidents  of  JJC  and  will  have 
its  final  vote  in  October. 

If  a conclusion  is  reached,  the  new 
restrictions  will  begin  in  the  2008  spring 
semester.

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Is  the  cjmss  always  greener  ? 

Professor  and  student  respond  to  the  Blazer’s  Sept.  19  cover  story 
about  a road  through  Joliet  Junior  College’s  main  campus 


In  Kati  Romanowski’s  article, 
“Road  to  Prosperity?”  that 
appeared  in  the  Sept.  1 9 issue  of 
the  Blazer , readers  were  introduced 
to  a proposed  4-lane  highway 
that  would  cut  a wide  swathe 
across  the  southern  portion  of  the 
main  campus  in  order  to  connect 
Houboit  Road  with  a sprawling  3 
million  plus  square  feet  lifestyles 
development  just  to  the  west  of 
campus  between  1-55  and  the  Rock 
Run  Creek. 

The  proposal  is  not  without  its 
controversy  either  as  administrators, 
faculty,  staff  and  city  planners 
work  to  convince  each  other,  and 
ultimately  the  board  of  trustees,  that 
such  a road  is  a good  or  bad  idea. 

In  evaluating  the  proposal, 
proponents  of  this  type  of  land 
use  consider  easier  access  to  the 
main  campus,  increased  visibility 
for  the  college  and  the  prospect  of 
ever  increasing  use  of  our  facilities 
as  beneficial  without  apparent 
consideration  of  other  long-term 
impacts  the  development  is  likely  to 
have  on  the  region. 

To  whom  and  for  how  long  will 
the  development  be  of  benefit? 

Aldo  Leopold,  author  of  the 
1941  environmental  classic,  yf  Sand 
County  Almanac , articulates  in  the 
best  known  chapter  entitled  “The 
Land  Ethic”,  that  when  humans 
“. . .tend  to  preserve  the  integrity, 
stability,  and  beauty  of  the  biotic 
community  an  action  is  right.  It  is 
wrong  when  it  tends  otherwise.” 

Leopold  challenges  us  today, 
more  than  ever,  to  think  carefully 
about  land  use  issues  that  our 
community  depends  on  for  survival 


and  maintaining  a 
quality  of  life. 

Leopold 
goes  further  by 
suggesting  that 
humans  enlarge 
the  community  to 
include  the  waters, 
soils,  wildlife  or 
collectively  the 
land  into  our  ways 
of  living,  thinking 
and  planning  for 
our  futures. 

Using  The  Land 
Ethic  as  a metric 
the  decision  to  construct  a major 
traffic  artery  across  campus  will 
disrupt  the  integrity  and  beauty  of 
the  campus,  destabilize  wildlife  use 
of  the  Rock  Run  Creek  and  alter 
drainage  patterns  causing  localized 
flooding. 

Therefore,  applying  Leopold’s 
Land  Ethic,  the  proposed  road  and 
adjacent  development  is  the  wrong 
path  for  Joliet  Junior  College  to 
follow  and  should  not  be  supported. 

Once  the  325  acres  of  productive 
farmland  to  the  west  of  JJC  is 
“improved”  to  meet  an  out-of-town 
developer’s  idea  of  a functional 
community,  ecological,  social  and 
aesthetic  values  of  the  iand  are  lost. 

Open  green  space  such  as  the 
property  to  the  west  functions  to 
store  storm  waters  and  release  it 
slowly  and  relatively  clean,  into 
groundwater  supplies  and  the  Rock 
Run  Creek.  Recent  reports  suggest 
that  Will  County  will  continue 
to  suffer  a growing  groundwater 
shortage  as  a consequence  of 
developments  like  the  one  proposed 


in  this  project. 

Currently,  the 
Forest  Preserve 
District  of  Will 
County  only 
protects  about 
3.5%  of  the 
Will  County 
Landscape. 

President 
Proulx  is  correct 
when  she 
recognizes  that 
this  road  will 
bring  more  people. 
However,  these 
people  will  be  traveling  mostly  in 
automobiles. 

The  heavy  impacts  that 
accompany  the  weight  of  more 
traffic  cannot  be  overlooked  and 
marginalized  as  an  issue. 

What’s  more,  the  new 
development  will  bring  more 
unwise  consumption  of  questionable 
consumer  “goods”  and  services  to 
feed  an  insatiable  lifestyle  here  in 
Joliet  while  causing  harm  to  the 
local  and  distant  environments. 

Local  leaders  seem  to  be  ignoring 
the  fact  that  we  contribute  to  the 
growing  energy  crisis,  global 
warming  and  vanishing  open  green 
space. 

More  recently,  the  concept  of 
sustainability  has  been  co-opted 
by  business  and  industry  and  now 
even  education  as  a new  way  of 
conducting  business. 

The  philpsophy  of  sustainability 
is  an  alternative  to  the  wanton 
destructive  effects  consumerism  has 
on  the  land,  economy  and  social 
structures. 


Institutions  and  societies  that 
are  sustainable  conduct  and  govern 
themselves  so  that  a stable,  healthy 
environment  and  community 
is  maintained  indefinitely  for 
generations.  This  concept  of 
sustainability  echoes  the  words  of 
Leopold’s  Land  Ethic  and  again 
suggests  that  the  proposed  road 
and  its  accompanying  sprawl  is 
unsustainable  and  should  be  rejected 
or  altered. 

Our  current  economic,  political 
and  social  systems  are  geared  more 
toward  exploitation  with  little  to 
no  regard  for  the  environment  and 
citizens  of  the  future. 

To  conserve  and  protect  open 
space  by  denying  the  request  of  the 
city  and  developer  to  build  a 4-lane 
highway  across  JJC’s  campus  is 
clearly  a more  sustainable  use  of  the 
land. 

JJC  will  become  more  visible  by 
the'Way  we  conduct  ourselves  in  the 
community. 

Advocating  sustainable  stable 
living  means  no  more  unstable 
developments  for  this  already 
congested  region. 

In  recent  months,  college  leaders 
have  launched  an  initiative  to  bring 
the  principle  of  sustainability  to  JJC. 

I fear  that  this  laudable  new 
direction  for  the  college  will  be  too 
late  in  convincing  key  influential 
people  that  building  the  proposed 
4-lane  highway  is  perpetuating 
unsustainable  land  use  and  does 
little  to  promote  a sustainable 
lifestyle. 

As  an  institution  of  higher 
learning  we  should  be  holding 
ourselves  to  a different  standard.

The  science  department 
obtained  an  addition  over 
the  summer-  a new  biology 
laboratory.  Construction  of  the 
laboratory  began  in  May  and  took 
the  entire  summer  to  complete.  It 
has  replaced  the  only  computer 
lab  in  the  science  department. 
The  new  lab  is  housed  in  room 
E1001. 

“The  biology  — 
lab  was  badly 
needed,"  said  Dr. 

Michael  Lee,  the 
chairperson  and 
professor  of  the 
natural  science 
department. 

“It  has  been 
opened  for  a few 
weeks  and  is 
completely  full." 

Construction 
workers  started 
from  scratch, 
transforming  the 
computer  fab 
into  a biology 
laboratory.  The  i 
flooring,  cabinets  for  storage 
space,  a lecture  section  and  lab 
area,  and  a ventilation  machine 
for-chcmical  experiments. 

The  new  lab  is  also  the  only 
biology  lab  to  have  wheelchair- 
accessible  tables. 

According  to  Mr.  Griffis,  a 
biology  professor  who  teaches 
in  the  lab,  the  only  things  that 
should  be  changed  about  the  new 
biology  lab  arc  the  computer 
and  overhead  set  up  because  he 


finds  it  uncomfortable  using  the 
computer  that  is  not  in  the  center 
of  the  lecture  vicinity. 

“Also,  I’d  change  the  lab  area 
because  it  is  too  cramped,  the 
tables  arc  too  close,”  said  Griffis. 

The  biology  lab  was  built  for 
General  Biology  101,  and  allows 
more  students  into  introduction 
and  transferable 
general  education 
classes.  Even 
though  the  lab 
has  increased 
the  capacity  for 
introduction 
classes  by  about 
50  percent,  the 
demand  for 
science  space 
is  still  in  high 
demand. 

The  limited 
space  for  science 
classes  is 

inconveniencing 
— — students  who  are 
required  to  take 
two  or  more  courses  to  complete 
their  nursing  and  science  majors. 
Loss  of  the  computer  lab  has 
become  a nuisance  for  students 
because  the  classes  that  need  to 
use  computers  now  have  to  walk 
across  the  school,  to  the  library. 

“1  am  pleased  that  the  master 
plan  will  include  more  science 
labs,”  said  Lee. 

There  is  priority  registration  for 
students  who  need  certain  science 
classes  for  their  majors.

to  remind  those  suffering 
that  they  do  not  suffer  alone. 

A memorial  also  stood  on  the 
grounds  of  Joliet  West.  A line  of 
shoes  stretched  for  yards  across 
the  grass.  Behind  each  pair  of 
shoes  stood  a sign  with  the  name 
of  a woman  who  could  not  be 
there  to  raise  her  voice  because 
she  had  been  killed  by  her 


abusers.  Candles  for  each  woman 
were  lit  and  the  crowd  gathered  in 
reverence  for  those  women  whose' 
silence  spoke  ofthe  horror  ofbeing 
killed  by  someone  they  trusted. 

Melissa  Plut  was  one  such 
woman. 


Her  mother,  Patricia  Plut,  was 
there  with  a handful  of  Melissa’s 
family  and  friends  to  remember 
the  daughter  she  lost. 

Melissa  was  strangled,  stabbed 
to  death,  and  then  set  on  fire  by 
her  next-door  neighbor,  Plut  said. 

Each  loved  one  held  a sign 
with  a picture  of  Melissa’s  face, 
her  date  of  birth  and  death  -only 


28  years  apart. 

“She  was  a Lewis 
graduate,”  Plut  said,  a 
tear  falling  from  her  eye. 

After  each  of  the  names 
of  the  women  recognized  in 
the  memorial  was  read,  the 
crowd  reconvened 
and  marched  down 
Larkin  Ave. 

Passersby  honked 
car  homs  and  yelled 
encouragement. 

“You  go  girls!’’ 
said  one  woman 
as  she  drove  past. 

Marchers  returned 
to  the  Joliet  West 
parking  lot  for  light 
refreshments  and  a 
chance  to  talk  with 
others  who  shared 
the  same  passion 
for  ending  domestic 
abuse. 

“It’s  good  to 
walk  and  see 
others  walking,” 
said  Marsha  Lega, 
a volunteer  for 
TBTN.  “We  want 
the  nights  to  be  safe  for 
our  women  and  children.” 
Take  Back  the  Night  is 
run  entirely  by  volunteers. 
All  proceeds  go  directly  to 
various  social  services.  Joliet 
Junior  College  was  this  year’s 
biggest  donor,  giving  S500  to 
the  cause.

Interior  design  is  a career 
field  that  only  has  about  50 
job  openings  per  year  in 
Illinois,  but  four  students 
in  Joliet  Junior  College’s 
interior  design  program  just 
received  a big  boost  on  the 
competition. 

The  students  assisted 
Barbara  Pergande,  Head 
Coordinator  of  Interior 
Design  at  JJC,  in  planning, 
organizing,  and  designing 
a room  at  the  Cheney 
Mansion  in  Oak  Park. 

The  project  was  a 
cooperative  effort  with  the 
Oak  Park  Infant  Welfare 
Society  and  26  professional 
interiordesigners,  including 
Sal  LaPorta.  an  interior 
„ designer  from  the  Chicago 
based  department  store 
chain  Carson  Pirie  Scott. 

JJC’s  interior  design 
faculty  decided  on  four 
students,  Mary  Haller. 
Andrea  Ozbolt,  Jessica 
Brainker,  and  Isela 
Jaramillo,  to  help  with  the 


project. 

From  November  of  last  year 
until  March  the  students  worked 
in  a team-oriented  environment 

selecting  furnishings,  

materials,  finishes,  drafting 
floor  and  elevation  plans, 
as  well  as  creating  drawings 
using  CADD,  a computer- 
aided  drafting  program. 

Over  150  hours  were 
spent  working  on  the  room, 
and  the  students  worked 
together  to  produce  a truly 
unique  design. 

Pergande  said.  “the 
students  worked  very 
cohesive  as  a team  and  all 
of  them  provided  a variety 
of  designs  ranging  from 
contemporary  to  more 
traditional . . . the  girls  were 
all  extremely  hard-working  __ 
and  it  was  very  interesting 
seeing  how  the  different 
experiences  and  backgrounds  they 
brought  to  the  table  interacted 
with  each  other.” 

Haller,  a real  estate  professional

Students  were  selected 
based  on  submitted  work, 
reliability,  dependability, 
perceived  compatibility, 
and  displaying  efforts  that 
go  beyond  what  is  regularly 
asked. 

“In  terms  of  getting  into 
a project  like  this  students 
need  to  put  in  110%  all  of 
the  time,  and  participate  as 
much  as  possible.  A lot  of 
interaction,  personality,  and 
confidence  in  design  are 
important.  Innovative  ideas 
take  courage,"  said  Haller. 

— "It  is  truly  an  honor  to  be  a 
part  of  something  like  this.” 

The  experience  will  not  only 
increase  the  opportunities  for 
students,  but  it  will  hopefully 
increase  the  visibility  of  the 
productivity  coming  out  of  JJC’s 
design  department. 


“After  this  experience 
I think  people  will  get 
to  know  more  about  the 
program,  and  the  work 
these  students  are  putting 
out...  it’s  really  great  work 
experience  for  them,”  said 
Pergande. 

Students  participating 
in  the  design  program 
also  have  option  open  to 
transfer  to  Art  Institute  of 
Illinois  to  continue  his  or 
her  education. 

While  nothing  yet 
is  firm,  Pergande  said 
that  she  would  like  to 
involve  the  program  in  an 
environmentally  oriented 
project  next  year,  as  well 
as  help  with  the  J-building 
lobby  similar  to  how  design 
students  participated  with 
the  design  of  the  counseling 
office  2 years  ago.

It’s  not  uncommon  for  students 
to  have  doubts  about  a professor’s 
validity.  Many  people  don’t 
see  how  various  professors  are 
actually  professionals  in  their 
field  other  than  the  fact  that  they 
went  to  school  for  six  or  eight 
years. 

There  are  those,  however, 
who  are  true  to  their  trade.  Enter 
Kristin  LaTour:  a member  of  the 
Joliet  Junior  College  English 
Department  and  published  poet. 

'‘I’ve  been  writing  sihce  I was 
a little  kid.  Ever  since  about  the 
third  grade.  I’ve  been  writing 
little  scenes.  When  I got  into

Comanda’s  e-mail  read  that 
“Campus  Police  is  increasing 
their  presence  on  campus,  but 
we  feel  that  this  is  an  isolated 
incident.” 

Proulx’s  e-mail  addressed 
the  issues  of  the  Virginia  Tech 
tragedy  and  commended  the 
police  for  their  “quick  response 
and  successful  handling  of  the 
situation.” 

Proulx  was  not  available  for 
further  comment. 

After  the  April  2007  shooting  at 
Virginia  Tech,  several  complaints 
arose  as  to  the  security  at  JJC 
involving  the  absence  of  metal 
detectors  and  photo  IDs. 

“The  problem  is  that  this  is 
an  open  campus.  Why  don't  we 
have  metal  detectors?  We  have  60 
to  70  exterior  doors.  Should  we 
close  things  down  and  limit  entry 
to  one  or  two  points?  We  have  to 
weigh  the  students’  freedom  with 
the  potential  for  danger,”  said 
Comanda. 

Since  the  2007  spring 
shootings  at  Virginia  Tech — 
where  an  angry  gunman  shot 
and  killed  multiple  students 
and  faculty-  police  and 
administration  at  JJC  have 
created  several  security  plans  in 
handling  such  an  event. 

They  are  currently  in  the 
process  of  introducing  photo  IDs 
that  will  be  required  as  early  as 
next  semester. 

However,  “I  do  not  believe 
that  photo  IDs  would  have 
avoided  this  situation,”  said 
Comanda 

Comanda  stressed  that  this 
was  an  isolated  incident  and  that 
police  acted  quickly. 

After  nine  minutes  on  the 
scene  they  were  made  aware  of 
the  possibility  that  a student  had 
a firearm. 

He  also  stressed  that  students 
should  have  their  own  plan  if 
anything  occurs. 

“Students  should  have  ways 
of  getting  to  know  the  building, 
familiarizing  themselves  with 
layout  sp  they  do  not  have  to 
stop  and  make  time  to  plan.  1 
encourage  students  and  staff  to 
prepare  themselves.  Always  ask 
'what  if?”

College  in  Wisconsin  and  a 
resident  of  the  state  for  nine 
years,  LaTour  could  give  a mean 
impression  of  a northern  accent 
(think  Fargo  or  North  Country). 

For  the  people  of  Red  Beaver 
Lake,  life  revolves  around  the 
high  school  hockey  team,  the  mill, 
and  little  else.  Latour’s  satirical 
portrayal  of  these  people’s  lives 
are  a reflection  of  actual  people 
she’s  met  through  the  years. 

“There  are  opinions  I see  other 
people  have  that  often  times  I 
don’t  share,”  she  says.  “I  like  to

write  about  those  opinions.  I know 
a lot  of  people  are  still  racist,  for 
example,  and  I want  people  to 
talk  about  these  hard  topics;  so  I 
write  about  it.” 

Along  with  those  harder  to 


swallow  subjects,  LaTour  also 
writes  about  the  difficulties  of 
growing  up,  being  a parent,  and 
the  nostalgia  of  years  past. 

“A  lot  of  people  arc  labeled 
poets.  They  are  known  to  write 
about  certain  topics  and  rarely 
shy  away  from  it.  Many  say  it’s 


hard  to  label  me  because' of  my 
huge  range  of  topics,”  she  says. 

LaTour  is  also  dipping  her 
fingers  in  other  aspects  of  the 
writing  world.  She’s  had  works 
published  in  various  journals,  is 
writing  an  essay  for  an  anthology 
on  teaching  freshman  English, 


and  is  even  thinking  of  starting  a 
writers  group  in  Joliet  with  some 
of  her  colleagues. 

“I  think  there  are  a lot  of  creative 
people  in  Joliet,  but  there  aren’t 
any  venues  for  them  to  express 
it.

That 
was  why,  in  large  part,  he’d  lost  his  job,  the  columnist  claimed. 

In  writing  that,  Carlson  crossed  a line.  She  stepped  out  of 
bounds.  College  athletes 
can  and  often  are  called 
mistake-prone,  inconsistent, 
ineffective  or  unathletic. 

That’s  fair  game  and  mostly 
a matter  of  record. 

But  don’t  call  a college 
football  player  a wimp  or  a 
sissy. 

The  irony  of  the  situation 
was  that  Gundy  was  staging 
a media  event  to  attack 
the  media.  Clearly,  he  had 
planned  ahead.  He  brought 
a copy  of  the  newspaper 
to  hold  up;  he  went  on  for 
several  minutes,  claiming 
that  Carlson  never  would 
have  written  what  she  had 
written  if  she  were  a parent. 

You  can  almost  picture 
him  replaying  the  tape  when 
he’s  in  recruits’  homes  this 
winter  saying,  “I  will  stand 
behind  your  son  if  he  plays 
for  me.” 

That  brings  me  to  my  next 
point. 

For  those  of  you  who 
think  sports  reporters  should 
serve  as  cheerleaders  for  the 

home  team  and  should  say  or  write  nothing  the  least  bit  critical 
about  the  home  team,  you  need  a reality  check. 

We  don’t  work  for  the  college’s  public  relations  department 
where  we  try  to  make  sure  everything’s  positive  and  to  avoid  the 
negatives. 

We  don’t  get  paid  for  writing  upbeat  stories.  Our  job  is  to  report 
what  happened,  good  or  bad. 

For  example,  last  year  our  women’s  soccer  team  struggled.  We 
didn’t  badmouth  the  athletes  because  you  don’t  pass  judgment 
on  college  athletes.  We  didn’t  criticize  the  coaching  staff  but 
we  did  mention  that  they  struggled  because  that  was  the  truth. 

You  can’t  just  write  about  the  high  points.  Everything  should  be 
documented. 

It’s  not  rocket  science.  You  cover  the  games  and  write  what 
happened.  As  long  as  you  write  the  truth,  you’ve  got  nothing  to 
worry  about  it. 

A majority  of  what  is  reported  about  college  or  high  school 
sports  is  positive.  But  unpleasant  events  happen  on  and  off  the 
field  and  need  to  be  reported. 

Gundy  knows  this  and  not  only  created  a spectacle  but  did  a 
disservice  to  his  team  after  an  exciting  win.

Gun  incident  on  Campus  brings 
call  for  better  communication

Every  day  we  visit  JJC,  I take  in  my 
surroundings,  almost  like  watching  a 
play  being  performed  constantly.  There 
are  many  characters  that  grace  our  halls 
on  a day-to-day  basis.  There  are  the  little 
children  causing  traffic  jams  with  their 
hand-linked  trains  on  their  field  trips. 
There  arc  the  students  shuffling  to  and 
fro  from  class  to  class,  or  headache  to 
headache,  in  zombie-like  fashion. 

I notice  that  most  of  this  seemingly- 
irrelevant  perception  takes  place  on  the 
bridge — the  very  bridge  that  was  the 
setting  for  JJC’s  real-life  drama  in  which 
several  non-students  quarreled  and  one 
possessed  a gun. 

Now,  JJC  police  and  President  Gena 
Proulx  insist  that  this  event  was  an 
“isolated  incident"  and  there  were  “no 
existing  threats  to  the  campus,”  but  I, 
on  the  other  hand,  find  this  to  be  one  of 
the  most  meaningful  moments  of  my 
reporting  here  at  the  Blazer  and  as  a 
student  at  JJC. 

1 would  like  to  clarify  my  statement:  I

Are  you  a skeptic  or  a believer? 
Have  you  meddled  with  the 
paranormal  world?  Has  something 
happened  that  cannot  logically  be 
explained  and  still  haunts  you  today? 

Teemed  with  my  own  fascination 
with  the  unknown,  1 jumped  at  the 
opportunity  to  hunt  ghosts  in  Joliet.  If 
there  are  ghosts  out  there,  I had  to  see 
or  hear  them.  That’s  the  only  way  I’m 
going  to  believe  they  exist. 

I got  the  opportunity  to  spend 
nine  hours  last  Saturday  with  the 
Will  County  Ghost  Hunters  as  they 
inspected  a historical  home  in  Joliet.

It  covers 
actual  investigative  procedures.  Photo, 
sound  and  video  equipment  fused  a 
hunch  with  science.

Saying  1 am  not  afraid  of  ghosts 
when  there  is  one  standing  over  the 
bed  1 am  sleeping  in  is  an  altogether 
different  experience. 

The  ghost  hunt  began  in  an 
incredible  historical  home  and 
museum,  currently  semi-closed  for 
renovations. 


find  it  enormously  disturbing  that  after  the 
events  “at  institutions  like  Virginia  Tech" 
that  any  administration,  whether  it  is  the 
JJC  Senior  Leadership  Team  or  another, 
would  find  a weapon  being  possessed 
on  campus  nonessential  to  JJC  students’ 
lives. 

JJC  is  a campus  dedicated  to  educating 
the  community.  It  is  a campus  that  prides 
itself  on  being  the  very  first  to  provide 
a college  for  the  non-traditional  student. 

It  is  a campus  with  a daycare  center  for 
die  small  children  of  JJC’s  many  mothers 
and  fathers  who  attend  class  here.  It  is  a 
campus  that  decided  telling  those  mothers 
and  fathers  that  a semi-automatic  hand 
gun  found  on  campus  was  not  important 
to  them.  I wonder  if  they  diought  it  was 
important.

of  tVvc  rooms.  The  only  help  l gave 
was  crossing  my  fingers  for  signs  of 
EVPs,  or  electronic  voice  phenomena. 
EVPs  are  inaudible  to  the  human  ear 
but  can  allegedly  be  captured  with  the 
aid  of  technology. 

Standing  in  the  middle  of  one  of 
the  rooms  in  the  basement,  one  of 
the  hunters  uses  dowsing  rods  while 
another  uses  a pendulum.  Nearby 
another  hunter  uses  an  infrared 
thermometer  to  gauge  any  changes  in 
the  atmosphere. 

Haunted  places  allegedly  produce 
thermal  anomalies  such  as  cold  spots. 
He  soon  gleefully  announced  that  the 
temperature  had  dropped. 

Then  they  sent  one  hunter  with  an 
electromagnetic  field  meter  to  walk 
around  the  room. 

“If  there  is  anyone  here,  can 
you  please  show  us  a sign  of  your 
presence?  We  are  not  here  to  harm 
you,  we  only  want  to  record  your 
voice  and  take  your  picture.” 

An  ornament  on  a Christmas  tree 
began  to  move  on  its  own. 

No  wind,  no  strings,  no  joke. 

A few  more  questions  into  it,  the 
meter  began  to  spike. 

Ghost  hunters  believe  paranormal 
entities  emit  an  electromagnetic  field. 
To  them,  spikes  in  the  meters  can  be 
seen  as  a greeting,  a sort  of  “How  do 
you  do?”  in  paranormal  lingo. 

Ghost  hunting  is  tedious  business. 

It  involves  a lot  of  waiting,  a lot  of 
•reviewing  audio  and  video  recordings 
and  photographs,  and  a lot  of 
defending  your  hobby  to  wisecracking 
friends  and  coworkers. 

They  are  strict  with  rules  during 
investigations  - no  channeling  spirits 
(this  means  no  Quija  boards,  seances, 
etc),  no  alcohol,  announce  yourself 


been  told  of  the  incident,  it  would  have 
promoted  a feeling  of  safety.  After  all,  JJC 
police  handled  the  incident  quickly  and 
efficiently. 

It  would  have  also  let  students 
know  that  the  administration  trusts 
that  they  have  rational  outlooks  on  the 
event  and  would  also  see  it  as  isolated. 
Unfortunately,  students  were  never  given 
the  opportunity,  and  they  wanted  it. 

After  the  publishing  of  the  article  “Man 
with  gun  found  on  campus,  students  not 
informed  by  admin.”  on  Oct.  10, 1 have 
had  numerous  students  and  teachers  alike 
express  their  concerns  on  the  campus’ 
safety  and  process  of  informing  the 
students  of  potential  danger.  One  even 
remarked  that  it  will  “take  a shooting” 
for  the  campus  to  get  serious  with 
the  planning  and  practicing  of  safety 
procedures. 

1 understand  that  the  campus  weighs 
the  students’  freedoms  on  an  open  campus 
with  the  potential  for  danger  and  that 
perhaps  metal  detectors  are  currently 
impractical,  but  this  is  no  excuse  for  not 


when  entering  in  the  middle  of  an 
investigation  and  explaining  every 
movement  or  sound  during  recording 
to  avoid  confusion  later. 

WCGH  encourage  members  to 
assume  that  all  potential  paranormal 
activity  has  some  non-paranormal 
explanation.  An  apparent  apparition 
caught  in  a photo  could  just  be  a fleck 
of  light.  A light  flickering  could  be 
faulty  wiring. 

Except,  sometimes,  there  are  no 
explanations.  Then,  even  squeaky 
floors  are  potential  clues. 

We  still  haven’t  gotten  official  word 
from  WCGH  about  spirits  in  the  home 
yet,  but  the  experience  did  confirm 
that  my  fascination  was  outside  of 
Halloween  haunted  houses  and  spooky 
urban  legends.  My  fascination  was  in 
the  belief  that  when  the  body  dies,  that 
is  all  that  dies-  that  the  body  is  just  an 
outer  shell  for  the  energy  inside. 

Whether  you  believe  in  ghosts  or 
not,  ghost  hunting  is  becoming  more 
and  more  popular  for  skeptics  and 
believers  alike.  Programs  such  as  Most 
Haunted , Dead  Famous , and  Ghost 
Hunters  seem  to  regularly  pop  up  on 
my  TV  screen. 

I realized  by  the  end  of  the  night 
- droopy  eyed  and  still  in  dry  pants— 
that  I am  more  likely  to  be  frightened 
by  Cold  Case  Files  than  by  watching 
Most  Haunted. 

I’d  wager  a bet  that  my  chances  of 
getting  hurt  by  a criminal  are  a little 
better  than  getting  injured  by  a ghost. 

In  all  honesty,  I would  like  to 
believe  there  is  another  side  to  life.  I’d 
like  to  know  I might  have  the  chance 
to  come  back  and  haunt  my  friends 
and  enemies,  or  that  when  the  hair 
stands  up  on  the  back  of  my  neck,  that 
might  mean  my  beloved  grandmother 
or  lost  friends  are  in  the  room  with 
me. 


informing  students  when  something  does 
happen  on  campus,  no  matter  how  isolated 
it  may  be. 

In  the  aftermath  of  devastating  campus 
events  across  the  country — recently 
Virginia  Tech,  Delaware  State,  and 
numerous  high  schools — our  college 
campus  has  a blind  perception  on  what  it 
assumes  to  be  important  information  to  a 
student. 

I suggest  to  the  JJC  administration  to 
consider  using  its  new  Mobile  Campus 
initiative  to  inform  students  of  any 
such  events,  no  matter  how  isolated 
and  unthreatening  it  may  seem  to  them, 
because  students  deserve  to  know.  No 
matter  how  isolated  an  incident  can 
seem,  there  is  no  predicting  its  outcome. 
Information  saves  time  and  lives.  It  would 
be  devastating  to  see  one  lost  out  of 
ignorance. 

This  particular  play  has  an  open 
ending,  and  admisinstration  must  decide 
whether  or  not  it  will  end  tragically.  Does 
someone  have  to  die  for  the  play’s  plot  to 
be  effective?  I hope  not.

President 
responds 
to  gun  story 

In  light  of  recent  events  at 
institutions  like  Virginia  Tech, 
campus  safety  has  become  the 
focus  of  discussions  in  our  state 
and  across  the  country. 

In  the  Oct.  10  issue  of  The 
Blazer,  the  article  “Man  caught 
with  gun  on  campus;  students 
not  informed  by  admin.” 
discussed  the  college’s  response 
to  a Sept.  14  altercation  on  the 
J-Buiidmg  Bridge. 

Again,  I want  to  commend 
Chief  Comanda,  Commander 
Cornelius  and  the  JJC  Campus 
Police  Department  on  their  quick 
response  and  successful  handling 
of  this  situation. 

This  article  brings  up  an 
interesting  point  about  when  ■ 
to  communicate  information 
to  students  about  incidents  on 
campus.  This  is  an  issue  that 
the  college  leadership  takes 
seriously  and  a decision  that 
we  make  based  on  the  evidence 
presented  at  that  time. 

On  Sept.  14,  the  person  of 
interest  was  already  in  custody 
and  the  situation  under  control 
when  faculty  and  staff  received 
an  email  from  JJC  Police  Chief 
Comanda  detailing  the  day’s 
events.  This  was  an  isolated 
incident,  and  members  of  the 
college’s  Senior  Leadership 
Team  strongly  agreed  that  day 
that  there  were  no  existing 
threats  to  the  campus. 

I would  also  like  to  take 
this  opportunity  to  reaffirm  the 
college’s  steady  commitment 
to  the  safety  and  security  of  its 
faculty,  staff  and  students.  The 
college  consistently  reviews  its 
emergency  preparedness  and 
■ability  to  respond  to  critical 
incidents.  As  we  go  forward, 
we  will  continue  to  make  every 
effort  to  ensure  a safe  learning 
environment  for  students, 
faculty,  and  staff. 

Finally,  I am  always  available 
to  discuss  questions  and 
concerns  that  students  have 
about  safety  on  campus.  Please 
feel  free  to  contact  me  with  any 
questions  you  may  have  on  these 
important  issues.

On  the  ‘Road’  again,  naturally 


Bio  teacher  responds  to  road  plan 

“Road  to  Prosperity?"  I believe  not. 
In  fact,  perhaps  a better  title  for  the 
new  proposed  road.  Sinking  Houbolt 
Road  to  1-55  by  way  of  JJC  campus,  is 
“road  of  impropriety’.’. 

The  city  of  Joliet  is  certain  that  this 
road  is  a necessity  to  allow  access  to 
a new  upscale  development  planned 
west  of  JJC  campus.  Likely  this 
road  would  be  built  first,  then  the 
development,  with  no  guarantee  as  to 
what  businesses  will  ultimately  occupy 
that  development. 

The  city  is  trying  to  convince 
JJC  officials  that  this  will  be  a great 
opportunity  as  another  route  to  the 
campus  , and  as  a connection  to 
the  development  that  will  generate 
cooperative  efforts  between  the  college 
and  businesses  in  this  development. 

There  is  strong  opposition  within 
the  faculty  and  staff  to  this  road,  with 
the  belief  that  the  disadvantages  would 
far  outweigh  any  advantages.. 

In  a recent  college  survey,  students, 
faculty,  staff  and  community  members 
were  asked  to  describe  the  most 
positive  aspect  of  JJC  campus.  The 
top  choices  were  the  natural  areas 
and  grounds,  and  accessibility  of  the 
campus. 

Given  the  campus’  accessibility, 
why  would  it  be  a necessity  to  have 
another  access  route  to  the  college, 
especially  at  the  expense  of  the 
peaceful,  serene  atmosphere  that  the 
campus  now  presents? 

The  negative  impact  on  the  natural 


areas  on  campus  aside,  how  would 
the  negative  impact  on  the  Rock 
Run  Creek  over  which  the  road  will 
pass,  and  the  adjacent  Will  county 
Forest  Preserve  lands  that  border  our 
campus  serve  to  benefit  this  school  or 
community  as  a whole? 

Let's  consider  this  issue  from  a 
different  perspective  to  take  on  this 
issue  as  well. 

Imagine  the  traffic  volume  and 
the  speed  of  the  traffic  on  a four-lane 
road  through  the  campus.  Imagine  the 
traffic  on  this  by-pass  between  1-80  and 
1-55  when  traffic  is  backed  up  on  these 
highways  and  drivers  are  trying  to  get 
around  this  mess. 

The  college  has  plans  to  hook  the 
campus  drive  into  this  four-lane  road. 

Do  you  think  non-college  traffic 
will  flow  from  the  road  onto  campus? 
Imagine  trying  to  enter  or  exit  the 
college  when  traffic  is  heavy  at  times 
such  as  these. 

Hey,  maybe  that  road  will  allow 
better  access  to  the  campus  for  people 
intent  on  committing  crimes,  and  also 
a better  exit  route  as  well.  |m  sure 
statistics  would  support  this  contention. 
I also  believe  that  the  increased  traffic 
on  this  road,  and  on  JJC  campus  will 
place  students,  employees  and  visiting 
community  members  at  greater  risk  for 
accidents.

I had  the  privilege  of  teaching  at  JJC 
for  34  years  & the  good  fortune  to  have 
the  best  outdoor  classroom  and  outdoor 
laboratory  in  Illinois  if  not  the  entire 
Midwest  ecosystem,  right  on  campus 
- no  buses  or  travel  time  needed. 

Considering  the  rapid  conversion

kids  that  will  likely  attend  JJC  in  the 
future.  What  if  one  of  my  kids  is  in 
an  accident  as  a result  of  this  four-lane 
road’s  presence? 

1 know  it  would  be  argued  that 
accidents  could  happen  whether 
this  road  was  present  or  not;  but  the 
point  is,  the  likelihood  of  accidents 
is  increased  with  increased  traffic 
presence.  Think  of  your  own  safety,  or 
the  safety  of  friends  or  family  members 
on  JJC  campus.  Is  it  really  worth 
increasing  the  risk? 

Without  this  road,  students  will 
still  have  very  accessible  routes  to 
JJC.  Without  this  road,  cooperative 
partnerships  with  local  businesses  will 
still  develop. 

I have  no  doubt  that  we  have  a 
talented  administration  and  board  that 
can  make  these  partnerships,  road  or 
no  road.  Without  this  road,  the  city’s 
development  can  still  happen,  and 
access  to  that  development  will  still  be 
made. 

If  this  development  offers  services 
that  people  desire,  people  will  drive 
there  to  obtain  those  services.  The 
disadvantages  that  this  road  imparts 
clearly  outweigh  any  advantages,  in  my 
mind  and  in  the  minds  of  many  others 
on  this  campus. 

If  you  agree,  it  is  critical  that  you 
let  JJC  administrators  know  that  you 
fee ) this  way.

A four  lane  highway  with  noise, 
pollution,  accidents,  more  lights,  and  more 
people  on  an  already  crowded  campus. 

Former  United  States  President, 
Lyndon  B.  Johnson  said.  “If  future 
generations  are  to  remember  us  with 
gratitude  rather  than  contempt,  we  must 
leave  them  more  than  the  miracles  of  ■ 
technology.  We  must  leave  a glimpse  of 
the  world  as  it  was  in  the  beginning,  not 
just  after  we  got  through  with  it.”

You  are  exactly  correct.  Dr.  Proulx,  in 
saying,  “We  have  a duty  and  an  obligation 


to  the  community  and  students  of 
JJC.  In  30  or  40  years  from  now,  we 
want  the  future  pupils  and  heads  of 
this  school  to  think  we  made  the  right 
choice." 

But  the  right  choice  will  be  seen 
in  the  future  as  long-term  protection  1 
of  the  vanishing  treasures  of  nature. 
Giving  up  any  of  the  remaining 
dynamics  of  natural  science  for  a 
highway  to  another  mall  and  using 
the  excuse  of  progress  is  the  dark, 
immoral,  greedy  side  of  capitalism.

Cover  your  tracks 

World  Food  Day 
adresses  bio  fuels, 
‘ecological  footprints’

Shown  in  locations  around  the 
United  States,  front  California 
to  New  York,  from  Minnesota  to 
Louisiana,  and  television  stations 
around  the  world,  the  24th  Annual 
World  Food  Day  Teleconference 
tackles  the  subject  of  the  changing 
climate. 

Ray  Suarez,  correspondent 
for  the  Jim  Lehrer  NewsHour 
and  our  host  for  the  three  hour 
special,  was  joined  in  discussion 
by  three  expert  minds:  Professor 
Steven  Schnider,  Dr.  Cynthia 
Rosenzweig  and  Suzanne  Hunt. 

Schnider,  a professor  at 
Stanford  University’s  Department 
of  Biological  Sciences,  stated, 
“There  is  a 1.4  F increase  in 
ambient  temperature.  That 
warming  is  unusual,  and  it’s 
because  of  human  activities.” 

He  was  also  a very  strong 
advocate  of  helping  developing 
countries  with  our  technology,  so 
they  don’t  have  to  resort  to  coal 
like  the  United  States  did. 

Dr.  Rosenzweig,  die  leader  of 
die  Climate  Impacts  Group  at  the 
NASA  Goddard  Institute,  said, 

brunt  of  the  climate  change,  as 
the  modem  farmlands  will  shift  to 
higher,  otherwise  uninhabitable, 
altitudes." 

She  added,  “Siberia  would 
be  suitable  farmland,  while  the 
nomial  farmland  would  become 
inhospitable." 

Suzanne  Hunt,  an  independent 
consultant  for  the  Food  and 
Agriculture  Organization, 

addressed  the  isshes  with 
biofuels. 

“Edible  crops  are  where  die 
first  biofuels  must  come  from, 
and  this  helps  the  poor  farmers 
who  farm  edible  crops,”  she  said. 


“Algae  may  become  the  next 
biofuel." 

Philip  Nelson,  the  winner 
of  the  world  food  prize  for 
his  innovative  preservation  of 
otherwise  perishable  food  items, 
phoned  hi  to  explain  his  idea. 

What  he  did  was  change  the 
processing  package  so  that  it  could 
be  heated  to  kill  bacteria.  These 
items  can  then  be  transported  to 
countries  that  don’t  have  access 
to  things  like  milk  or  fruit. 

Within  the  second  hour  they 
showed  two  half-hour  videos 
about  “ecological  footprints” 
on  the  world,  explaining  ljow 
people  are  draining  our  natural 
resources. 

One  video  stated  that  it  takes  a 
year  and  two  months  for  nature  to 
regenerate  the  resources  we  use  in 
one  year.  In  order  to  correct  this, 
diey  suggest  we  start  a budget, 
so  nature  can  catch  up  with  our 
demands. 

The  final  hour  was  opened  up 
for  questions,  including,  “Why 
should  the  people  who  won’t 
be  able  to  reap  the  benefits  of 

o renewed  ca«Yi  bear  the  brunt 
of  cleaning  the  environment?” 
Answer:  “You  don’t  ever  have  to 
go  to  the  Grand  Canyon  in  order 
to  appreciate  its  beauty,  and  it’s 
the  responsibility  of  everyone  to 
keep  the  planet  clean.” 

In  response  to  the  question 
of  whether  humans  are  “pests,” 
the  answer  was  yes.  “In  the  very 
definition  of  the  word,  pest,  we 
have  become  the  pests  of  the 
world.” 

The  World  Food  Day 
Teleconference  aired  out  of 
the  National  Press  Club  in 
Washington  D.C.

For  a reporter,  it’s  usually  a bad  sign  of  things  to  come  when  you  meet 
your  interview  assignment  as  he’s  cleaning  a chainsaw.  I,  however,  was 
one  of  the  lucky  few.

Chef  Michael  McGreal,  chair 
of  the  Culinary  Aits/Hospitality 
Management  Department,  was 
just  finishing  his  ice  carving 
class. 

McGreal  is  a veteran  of  the 
Chicago  culinary  arts  scene, 
working  for  high  class  hotels  and 
some  of  the 
top  ranked 
.restaurants  in 
the  area.  His 
exemplary 
skills 
recently 
scored  him 
and  his  wife 
spots  as 
guests  on  the 
hit  Fox  TV 
show  Hells 
Kitchen. 

The 
producer 
knew 
McGreal 
from 
previous  endeavors  in  the  food 
industry  and  asked  the  couple 
to  be  on  the  season-three  finale. 
It  wasn’t  a very  hard  decision  to 
make. 

"Wc  said  yes,  and.  so-hc  flew  us 

to  L.A.,”  McGreal  explained. 

“He  showed  us  around  the  city 
and  took  us  to  lunch,  and  around 
five  he  brought  us  to  the  studio.” 

After  a while,  it  was  evident 
that  McGreal  and  his  wife, 
Brigitta,  were  the  only  $ctual 
chefs  to  be  asked  as  guests  to 
the  show  (Brigitta  is  the  chair 
of  the  Culinary  Arts  Department 
at  Bolingbrook  High  School). 
Everyone  else  had  been  in  the 
movie  or  television  business. 

“A  lot  of  them  were  actually 
Hollywood  business  people. 
Producers,  directors,  etcetera. 
You  had  to  know  somebody  to 
actually  get  on  the  show.” 

The  guests  were  then  taken 
on  a tour  backstage,  where  they 
found  out  the  contestants  live 
a somewhat  Orwellian  lifestyle 
while  on  the  show. 

“They  live  in  this  housing  that 
has  cameras  everywhere,  so  if 
they  are  heard  complaining,  chef 
Ramsay  knew  about  it,”  he  said. 

McGreal  was  speaking  about 
the  host  of  the  show,  Gordon 
Ramsay-  a man  considered  to 
be  as  critically  brutal  as  a Simon 
Cowell  on  steroids. 

After  the  tour,  everyone  was 
sent  to  the  VIP  room  as  they 
waited  to  be  fed  by  the  contestants, 
where  the  couple  experienced 
seme  of  the  finer  aspects  of  the 
Hollywood  VIP  life.  McGreal  and 
his  wife  opened  one  of  the  bottles 
of  wine  that  were  placed  in  ice 
buckets  all  across  the  room  when 
the  producer  stopped  them. 

“He  told  us  that  this  was  the 
‘cheap  stuff*  and  actually  opened 
a $40  bottle  of  Silver  Oak  cabernet 
for  us.” 

It  took  longer  than  expected 


to  prepare  the  studio,  and  so  the 
guests  had  to  wait  an  extra  few 
hours  to  be  seated.  They  were 
properly  entertained,  and  even 
got  an  appearance  from  Chef 
Ramsay. 

“In  person,  Chef  Ramsay  is  a 
very  nice  guy,”  McGreal  said. 

“I  told 
him  that  I 
just  love 
how  he 
talks  to  the 
contestants 
and  the 
outrageous 
things  he 
says.  He 
then  ran  into 
the  kitchen 
and  yelled 
at  one  of 
the  cooks, 
‘Move  your 
fat  ass!’ 
And  the 
cook  sped 
right  up.  When  he  came  back  into 
our  room  he  smiled  and  asked  me 
‘You  mean  like  that?”’ 

McGreal  went  on  to  explain 
that  the  way  Chef  Ramsay  acts  in 
the  kitchen  is  actually  somewhat 
normal. 

“You  have  to  treat  your  cooks 
like  you’re  in  the  military.  It’s  a 
very  demanding  job.” 

Finally,  at  ten  o’clock,  the 
guests  were  brought  into  the 
dining  room  studio. 

The  studio,  essentially  a giant 
warehouse,  contained  two  full 
sized  kitchens  and  dining  rooms 
that  were  designed  by  the  final 
two  contestants  of  the  show, 
personal  chef  Bonnie  Muirhead 
and  executive  chef  Rock  Harper. 

“These  guys  have  been  cooking 
from  7 a.m. 
to  midnight 
every  day 
for  the  last 
few  weeks,” 

McGreal 
said. 

“After 
being  so 
exhausted 
from  the 
show,  the 
two  had 
forgotten 
that  they 
had  to 
design  their 
restaurants.” 

As  a 
result,  the 
dining  rooms  were  very  simple, 
but  remained  elegant.  The  two 
made  sure  that  the  dining  area 
had  matched  the  type  of  food  they 
were  displaying. 

“They  had  to  make  sure  that 
if  they  were  cooking  something 
casual  that  the  environmentwasn’t 
too  stuffy,  and  vice  versa.” 

There  was  also  one  rule  that  the 
guests  had  to  follow  when  they 
finally  entered  the  restaurant:

As  McGreal  was  waiting  for 
his  entree,  Phillippe  came  to 
his  table  and  explained  to  him 
that  his  pasta  would  have  to  be 
replaced  with  spaghetti.  McGreal 
then  threw  his  hands  in  the  air  and 

yelled."!  can’t  believe  this'."  in  a 
somewhat  overdramatic  burst.

Brncick  breathes  life 
into  O.P.T.  program

Along  with  having  a new  Orthotie  and  Prosthetic  Technology 
program,  Joliet  Junior  College  received  a new  professor  to  teach  it: 
Professor  Michael  Bmcick. 

Bmcick  is  not  only  celebrating  his  new  position  at  JJC,  but  also  his 
35"’  year  married  to  his  supporting  wife,  Linda  Bmcick,  his  role  as  a 
father  to  a son  and  daughter,  and  a relatively  new  responsibility  as  a 
grandparent  to  his  granddaughters,  Lindsay,  3,  and  Juliana,  6 months. 

At  first  Bmcick  obtained  a bachelor’s  degree  in  zoology  on  a 
football  scholarship  at  Eastern  Illinois  University.

He  was 
influenced  to  change  his  career  choice  by  his  athletic  trainer  at 
Eastern  who  suggested  checking  out  the  physical  science  program  at 
Northwestern.

The  OPT  program  became  a certified  program  only  two  semesters 
ago.  Bmcick  was  on  a board  with  a group  of  professionals  in  the 
orthotic  and  prosthetic  field  who  took  a tour  at  JJC,  was  impressed 
with  the  campus  and  the  people  and  thought  JJC  should  have  the 
program  for  students. 

He  is  currently  working  at  Northwestern,  teaching  the  clinical  side 
of  the  OPT  program.  At  JJC,  lie  teaches  OPT  100,  101,  103,  200  and 
201 . The  courses  deal  with  upper  and  lower  prosthetics  and  spinal 
orthotics. 

“JJC  is  a great  place  to  work,"  said  Bmcick.

Seinfeld  generate/  buzz

Don’t  ever  bring  up  bits  and 
skits  of  Jerry  Seinfeld’s  past  work 
before  the  man  himself. 

“There  is  nothing  less  funny 
to  a comedian  than  his  own 
material,"  he  said. 

While  not  open  to  talking  about 
the  past  that  made  him  rich  and 
popular,  Seinfeld  was  in  Chicago 
on  Oct.  1 to  promote  Bee  Movie , 
his  foray  into  feature  animation. 

Previewing  approximately 
20  minutes  of  footage  from  the 
DreamWorks  Pictures  feature, 
Seinfeld  spoke  with  local  and 
college  press  regarding  his  huge 
involvement  in  the  film. 

Seinfeld  is  credited  as  writer, 
producer  and  star  of  the  film  but 
being  that  deep  into  making  the 
film  was  not  the  initial  thought  he 
had. 

“It  really  wasn’t  a concept,"  he 
said,  “it  was  just  a title.” 

While  having  dinner  with 
Steven  Spielberg,  Seinfeld  said, 
off  the  cuff,  that  someone  should 
make  a movie  about  bees  and  call 
it  ‘Bee  Movie.’  Spielberg  was 
hooked  and  got  DreamWorks 
Animation  CEO  Jeffrey 
Katzenberg  to  okay  the  idea. 

That  was  four  years  ago. 

“I  just  thought  1 was  going  to 
write  the  thing,  they’ll  make  it 
and  I won’t  really  have  much  to 
do  with  it,”  he  said. 

“As  I learned  about  the 
animation  process,  i got  interested 
in  it  and  met  these  wonderful 
directors.” 

Those  directors,  Simon  J. 
Smith  and  Steve  Hickner,  were 


excited  to  work  with  Seinfeld 
form  the  get-go. 

“I  was  delighted,”  Smith  said. 
“You  really  need  a good  writer, 
and  I hoped  I could  work  with 
a great  writer.  I thought  this  had 
great  potential” 

“He  hasn’t  done  a project  in 
nine  years,”  Hickner  added. 

“The  fact  he  was  going  to  make 
a movie  elevated  it.” 

Additionally,  the  cast,  which 
includes  Renee  Zellweger, 
Matthew  Broderick,  Rip  ' Tom, 
John  Goodman  and  Patrick 
Warburton,  jumped  at  thij  chance 
to  be  involved  with  Seinfeld. 

“People  wanted  to  perform 
with  him,”  Smith  said. 

In  fact,  unlike  most  animated 
voice  casts  who  record  their  lines 
alone,  Seinfeld  was  right  there 
with  each  cast  member  to  generate 
authentic  interaction  and  emotion 
into  the  dialogue. 

And  yet,  sometimes,  that 
created  a downfall. 

“Every  time  we  recorded  with 
Patrick  Warburton,  it  was  a huge 
problem,"  Smith  said. 

“Jerry  would,  literally,  end-  on 
the  floor  laughing." 

Those  who  go  into  the  theater 
expecting  a cartoon  version  of 
the  infamous  TV  show  bearing 
Seinfeld’s  name  will  recognize 
some  features  that  carried  over. 

“3  think  the  quick-cutting,  short 
scenes  and  number  of  characters 
definitely  carry  over,"  Hickner 
said. 

Similar  to  j previous 
DreamWorks  movies  like  Shrek, 


Bee  Movie  looks  to  be  enjoyed  by 
those  young  and  old. 

“There  are  elements  in 
storytelling  and  the  comedy 
that  will  appeal  to  everybody,” 
Hickner  said. 

“A  lot  of  these  studios  have  a 
fear  mentality  of  ‘Who  are  going 
to  aim  this  at?’”  Seinfeld  said. 

“Don’t  aim  it.  Just  write  what 
you  think  is  funny.  1 don’t  like  to 
direct  at  an  audience.” 

There  is  one  question,  though, 
some  may  be  asking  themselves: 
Why  bees? 

“They’ve  always  fascinated 


me,”  Seinfeld  said. 

“Bees  are  the  only  animal  that 
actually  makes  something  that 
people  want.  It  reminds  me  a lot 
like  a company. 

“And  a beehive  reminds  me 
of  Manhattan:  it’s  crowded, 

the  apartments  are  small  and 
everybody’s  in  a hurry,  there’s  a 
lot  of  workaholism.  So  1 thought 
that  would  be  a funny  setting  for 
a movie.” 

And  so  four  years  of  Seinfeld’s 
energy  can  be  seen  in  Bee  Movie, 
in  theaters  Nov.  2.

TheJJC  women  s soccer  team  fell  in  the  Region  IV  champion- 
ship game  on  Saturday,  Oct.  27.  by  a score  of  2-1  to  College  of 
Dupage.  The  Wolves  finished  their  season  at  6-8-3.  The  Wolves 
advanced  to  the  finals  with  a 1-0  victoiy  over  Harper  Community 
College  on  Oct.  22.  The  game  story  from  that  matchup  is  below.

On  Oct.  22  the  Lady  Wolves 
defeated  Harper  Community 
College  by  a score  of  1-0  to 
advance  to  the  Regional  Finals. 

After  90  minutes  of  regulation 
and  two  10-minute  overtimes, 
both  teams  remained  scoreless. 
In  the  regular  season  such  a game 
would  be  recorded  as  a tie  in  the 
record  books;  however,  in  the 
post-season  a winner  must  be 
determined. 

The  NJCAA  has  adopted 
the  penalty  shootout  method  to 
determine  matches  undecided 
after  the  second  overtime.  Each 
team  gets  five  shots  on  goal  and 
must  use  a different  player  for 
each  kick. 

Kira  Thompson  led  off  for 
the  Lady  Wolves  and  sank  her 
attempt.  Freshman  goalkeeper 
Kourtnee  Kolovitz  stepped  into 
the  box  and  made  a stellar  save  on 
Harper’s  penalty  kick  to  put  JJC 
ahead  1-0.  Both  sides  sank  their 
second,  third,  and  fourth  penalty 
kicks. 

JJC  missed  its  fifth  penalty 
kick  and  the  entire  season  hung 
upon  one  kick.  Harper’s  final  kick 
needed  to  go  in  to  keep  the  game 


alive,  but  the  ball  ended  up  in  the 
sure  hands  of  Kolovitz.  The  entire 
team  rushed  the  field  and  everyone 
in  the  stands  celebrated. 

When  Coach  Tom  Hajek  was 
later  asked  how  he  felt  about 
having  his  entire  season  hang 
upon  one  kick  he  responded 
heartily,  “I  hate  soccer,  you  love 
to  win  them  that  way,  but  hate  it 
worse  to  have  to  play  through  it.” 

Though  JJC  won  a thriller  it 
would  never  have  been  so  close 
had  it  not  been  for  an  excellent 
defensive  play  in  the  first  period 
by  sophomore  all-conference 
defender  Zenaida  “Z”  Lopez. 

“Kolovitz  was  out  of  the 
box  and  the  ball  was  traveling 
towards  the  goal,  ‘Z’  ran  it  down 
and  knocked  it  away,”  Hajek  said. 
Without  this  play  the  game  could 
have  ended  1-0  in  favor  of  Harper 
and  the  Lady  Wolves’  season 
would  have  been  over.

Community  College  on  Saturday, 

Oct.  27,  for  the  second  straight  week 
to  advance  to  the  Midwest  Football 
Conference  Eastern  Division  Champi- 
onship Game  to  be  held  Nov.  3 at  Joliet 
Memorial  Stadium.  The  Wolves  won 
26-18  after  previously  defeating  Grand 
Rapids  10-9  on  Oct.  20.  The  following 
story  details  the  10-9  game.

As  each  football  season  progresses  to  the 
end  of  October,  competition  really  heats 
up  in  the  Midwest  Football  Conference’s 
Eastern  Division.  Teams  race  down  to  the 
wire  trying  to  pick  up  as  many  wins  as 
possible  along  the  way  in  order  to  keep 
their  playoff  dreams  alive. 

On  Oct.  20,  the  Joliet  Junior  College 
football  team  snatched  their  well-deserved  . 
title  of  MFC  East  Champions  for  the 
second  straight  year.  It  seems  as  though  the 
JJC  football  team  has  been  locked  in  cruise 
control,  joyriding  past  numerous  teams 
throughout  the  regular  season. 

On  Oct.  13,  the  Wolves  had  a tough 
challenge  in  facing  NCAA  Division  I! 
Central  State  University.  Head  coach  Tom 
Minnick  stated  -that  there  were  a lot  of 
doubts  that  JJC  could  step  up  and  compete 
at  such  a high  level. 

The  Wolves  proved  all  doubters  wrong 
that  day  as  they  ruined  CSU’s  homecoming 


with  a 40-14  win.  Tim  Huguiey  kept  busy 
rushing  for  97  yards  in  the  game.  He  also 
scored  a pair  of  touchdowns,  including  a 
55-yard  kickoff  return.  Wolves  quarterback 
Mitch  Watkins  totaled  156  yards  through 
the  air,  collecting  three  touchdowns.  Josh 
Bailey  scored  on  a 60  yard  interception. 

As  the  last  game  of  the  regular  season 
approached,  the  Wolves  intelligently 
prepared  for  battle  with  Grand  Rapids 
Community  College.  They  had  to  be  smart 
in  planning  a strategy  of  attack  because 
they  had  not  been  able  to  defeat  Grand 
Rapids  since  the  2003  season. 

The  Wolves  anxiously  poured  out  on  to 
the  football  field  on  Oct.  20,  determined 
that  they  would  soon  walk  off  victorious. 

With  two  competitive  football  teams 
playing  so  intensely,  the  action  of  the  game 
left  spectators  on  the  edge  of  their  seats.

LAKE  to  be  restored 


After  months  of  planning,  Lake  Juco  will  finally  be  relieved  of  excess  algae  and  sediment 


hen  you  cross  the  bridge, 
do  you  ever  glance  at  the  lake  and 
wonder,  why  is  it  so  green?  When  you 
sit  outside,  do  you  get  nauseated  with 
the  smell?  it  is  obvious  that  something 
is  wrong  with  the  lake. 

The  lake  provides  benefits  such  as  a 
plant  and  animal  habitat,  flood  control 
and  storm  water  management.  It  can 
be  pleasant  to  view,  but  recently,  it 
has  not  been  exactly  a sight  to  see;  or 
smell,  for  that  matter. 

Also,  it  has  not  helped  the  animals 
or  plant  life  surrounding  the  lake.  Joliet 
Junior  College  has  a plan  to  restore  the 
lake  to  the  way  it  used  to  be,  and  to 
regain  habitation  for  animals  and  fish. 

According  to  the  JJC  Lake 
Management  Fact  Sheet,  distributed  by 
the  JJC  Lake  Restoration  Committee, 


the  lake  is  green  

because  of  excessive  By  Nic( 

algae  growth  caused 
by  fertilizers, 

pesticides  and  herbicides  used  on  lawns 
and  agricultural  fields  surrounding  JJC 
that  end  up  in  the  lake. 

Rain  water  washes  these  toxins  into  the 
water  because  of  the  drainage  system  in 
the  community. 

John  Griffis,  a biology  professor  here 
at  JJC,  believes  that  this  would  not  have 
happened  as  quickly  if  there  were  more 
drainage  in  the  community  so  the  toxins 
do  not  directly  go  into  the  lake. 

Algae  growth  causes  odor  problems 
and  sediment  build  up.  The  smell  is 
associated  to  decomposition  of  bacteria 
in  the  water. 

“There  is  so  much  vegetation  in  and 


around  the  lake.” 

le  Zwartz  said  Griffis,  “that 
there  is  not  enough 
oxygen  for  the  fish.” 
This  has  caused  stress  and  death  of  fish. 

The  normal  volume  of  water  in  the  1 1 
acre  lake  is  eight  million  gallons  of  water. 
It  is  currently  20  percent  below  the  norm. 
The  sediment  at  the  bottom  of  the  lake 
has  reduced  the  lake  depth  by  one  foot  on 
average.  , 

Sediment  is  a major  nutrient  source 
supporting  algae  growth,  and  dead  algae 
are  a major  sediment  source.  The  lake 
will  not  improve  without  restoration 
actions. 

Residents  surrounding  the  JJC  can 
make  a difference  and  help  recondition 
the  lake. 

If  they  do  not  apply  fertilizer  within  20 


feet  of  the  lake  shoreline  or  grassed 
rainwater  swales  throughout  the 
community;  keep  dead  leaves  and 
animal  waste  out  of  drainage  swales 
and  the  lake;  minimize  agricultural 
pesticide  and  herbicide  applications; 
keep  driveways  and  sidewalks  free 
of  oil,  grease  and  other  suburban 
pollutants,  and  maintain  vehicles  so 
they  don’t  leak  fluids. 

Residents  can  also  familiarize 
themselves  with  watershed;  the 
committee  has  a detailed  report  on  file 
to  view.  These  steps  will  help  improve 
the  future  quality  and  appearance  of 
the  lake. 

In  the  past  couple  of  weeks,  the  lake 
has  not  looked  as  green  because  the

Blazer  takes  police  chiefs  advice;  you  should  too 


It’s  no  secret  that  President  Gena 
Prouljc  has  bq.en  making  Blazer 
headlines  lately.  In  two  of  the  first  three 
issues  of  the  Blazer,  front  page  stories 
have  mentioned  Proulx  as  she  relates 
to  issues  such  as  a highway  being  built 
through  campus  and  the  incident  where  a 
man  possessed  a gun  on  campus. 

Most  recently,  as  reported  in 
“President  listens  to  safety  concerns” 
on  page  four,  signs  posted  on  T-building 
women’s  bathrooms  directing  women 
to  more  secluded  A-building  bathrooms 
were  discovered  on  Nov.  3.  Four  days 
later,  on  Wednesday  Nov.  7 Police  Chief 
Pete  Comanda  sent  an  email  addressed 
to  “everybody”  about  the  incident.  Pam 
Dilday,  dean  of  students,  then  forwarded 
the  email  to  “every  student.”  These 
terms  are  titles  of  mailing  lists  comprised 
of  JJC  email  addresses. 

Every  student,  however,  did  not 
receive  the  email. 

Three  memhers  among  the  Blazer 
staff  alone  did  not  receive  the  email 
from  Dilday  or  Comanda.  If,  among  this 
small  population,  30%  did  not  receive 
the  email,  then  we  must  ask  the  question, 
how  many  more  students  also  did  not 
receive  it? 

The  signs  on  the  bathrooms  have  been 
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taken  down,  but  a larger  signpost  left  by 
the  incident  points  to  an  egregious  lack 
of  information  provided  reliably  and 
quickly  to  students  about  their  safety. 

Comanda  placed  the  responsibility 
of  responding  to  crisis  situations  on 
students’  shoulders,  explaining  that  there 
is  a 1000  to  1 ratio  of  students  to  officers 
on  the  JJC  police  department,  and  also 
that  the  few  security  cameras  we  have 
are  seldom  monitored  by  the  under- 
staffed department. 

Comanda  said  himself  that  the  signs 
on  the  bathroom  door  were  “sinistej.” 

What  is  a police  department  for,  if  not 
to  protect  the  innocent  from  the  sinister? 

These  questions  are  disturbing,  but 
more  disturbing  is  Proulx  and  Comanda ’s 
lax  approach  to  answering  them. 

When  asked  about  other  secluded 
areas  of  the  campus,  namely  the  K.- 
building  art  rooms.  Proulx  said,  “I’d 
forgotten  about  the  art  rooms."  One 
would  think  that  these  secluded 
classrooms  with  one  point  of  access  and 
barely  any  cell  phone  reception  would  be 
at  the  top  of  her  mind  when  it  comes  to 
discussions  on  security. 


As  Comanda  suggested,  take 
initiative.  Check  your  student  email 
account.  If  you  did  not  receive  the  email 
from  Dilday  or  Comanda  on  Nov.  7,  let 
them  know. 

We,  as  students,  must  now  become 
our  own  first  responders  and  let  our 
administration  and  police  department 
know  where  they  are  falling  short  in 
protecting  and  informing  the  student 
body  of  JJC. 


Send  your  name  and 
JJC  email  address  to 
blazermail@jjc.edu  if  you 
did  not  recieve  an  email  on 
Nov.  7 titled  “CAMPUS 
SAFETY  ALERT.”  The 
Blazer  staff  will  forward 
this  list  to  the  appropriate 
parties.  We  cannot  ensure 
this  will  solve  the  problem, 
however  this  way  there 
will  be  a documented  list 
of  students  who  are  not 
receiving  vital  information. 


GONE  but  not  forgotten 

Former  Blazer  editor  publishes  investigation  of  local  murder

It  was  40  years  ago  that  David 
Stukel’s  story  was  first  told, 
and  his  life  and  heinous  death 
seemingly  passed  without  further 
attention.  Fomicr  Joliet  Junior 
College  student  and  1970  Blazer 
Sports  Editor,  Bill  O’Connell, 
did  not  forget,  and  was  motivated 
to  write  about  one  of  the  least 
publicized  murders  in  Joliet. 

O’Connell's  debut  novel  — 
“Fourteen:  The  Murder  of  David 
Stukel"  — tells  the  story  of  the 
never-before  detailed  life  and 
murder  in  1968  of  Stukel  at  age 
14. 

O’Connell  — who  played 
baseball  with  Stukel  when  they 
were  kids  — still  recalls  the 
days  when  he  first  experienced 
the  death  of  someone  he  knew 
personally. 

Never  out  of  mind 

“I’m  quite  sure  I 
compartmentalized  David’s 
murder  during  my  high  school 
years.  You  put  it  aside  and  go  on 
about  your  business  of  making 


your  way  through  adolescence," 
says  O’Connell. 

After  high  school,  O’Connell 
thought  and  talked  about  Stukel, 
who  didn’t  get  to  experience  high 
school. 

“For  me,  there  was  a twinge 
of  guilt  for  having  thoroughly 
enjoyed  my  high  school  years 
without  having  much  thought  of 
him  or  his  family.  But  that  soon 
turned  into  endless  curiosity." 

O’Connell,  currently  an  editor 
for  the  Chicago  Tribune,  spent 
nearly  two  years  doing  research 
for  his  book,  speaking  with  the 
parents,  family  members  and 
friends  of  Stukel.  He  also  tracked 
down  the  boy’s  murderers  — 
high  school  students  James  D. 
Pcrruquct  and  Billy  R.  Sprinkle 
— and  tried  to  make  sense  of  a 
"heinous"  and  a “thrill-killing” 
tragedy. 

Gruesome  discovery 

On  Sept.  16, 1968,  near  the  then 
Joliet  East  High  School,  the  14- 
year-old  boy's  father,  Raymond, 
looked  for  his  son,  who  didn't 
return  home  after  school.  His 
father  found  him  in  the  junk  yard 
off  Hill  Street,  “beaten  and  there 
were  several  deep  cuts  to  the 
head.  There  were  bruises  on  the 
back  and  chest  and  also  cigarette 
bums  ...  Several  steel  bars,  about 
two  feet  long  and  three-fourths  of 
an  inch  thick,  were  found  near  the 
body,”  accprding  to  a September 
1968  story  in  The  Herald  News. 

While  learning  about  the  events 
surrounding  the  boy’s  murder. 


O’Connell  became  "enthralled 
with  the  research*  The  more 
digging  you  did  the  more  answers 
you  got,  which  raised  more 
questions,  which  created  more 
answers.” 

Throughout  his  career  as  a 
journalist,  O’Connell  always  felt 
that  Stukel's  story  needed  to  be 
shared. 

“I  had  talked  about  it  (the 
murder)  throughout  my  career 
and  I wanted  to  write  about  it  but 
never  took  the  action,”  he  said.  “I 
never  felt  like  I was  in  the  position 
to  do  it.  But  in  some  ways  — and 
1 don’t  want  to  be  too  dramatic 
about  this  — I felt  like  I was 
destined  to  write  this  book.  Not 
in  an  otherworldly  sense  where  1 
sat  at  a typewriter  and  some  force 
flowed  through  me  ...  If  I didn’t 
write  it,  I felt  it  would  never  get 
written.” 

Universal  story 

After  completing  all  the 
necessary  research,  O’Connell 
began  writing  Stukel’s  story  and 
his  first  book,  which  he  describes 
as  a universal  story  readers  can 
relate  to. 

“This  is  someone  that  has 
suffered  a tragedy.  (The  family) 
was  so  resolute  in  their  desire  to 
heal  that  this  family  has  moved 
on.  I think  it’s  a beautiful  story  in 
that  aspect,  and  I think  it’s  a good 
story  from  the  aspect  that  it  goes 
inside  the  judicial  system. 

“It  was  difficult  to  write.  It’s 
a difficult  subject  and  I tried 
to  handle  it  with  respect  to  the 


family.  And  I’ve  always  said  it’s 
a loving  portrayal  of  (a  family’s) 
son,  but  it’s  also  a murder. 
An  unconscionable  murder. 
Unprovoked.  Heinous.  It  was 
senseless  all  the  way  down  the 
line.” 

Perruquct  and  Sprinkle,  both 
also  age  14  at  the  time,  were  tried 
as  adults,  according  to  Herald 
News  archives.  O’Connell  says  a 
strong  turning  point  in  his  writing 
was  his  changed  impression  of 
the  murderers. 

“One  thing  my  research  did 
on  some  level  was  humanize 
them  (the  murderers).  Certain 
things  did  resonate,  like  pity  and 
empathy  for  them,  that  surprised 
me  ...  There’s  so  many  twists 
and  turns  that  I didn’t  expect. 
There  are  going  to  be  a lot  of 
surprising  elements  inside  of 
the  book,”  says  O’Connell. 

Channeling  childhood 

He  brings  Stukel  back  to  life 
in  his  book  by  channeling  the 
boy’s  childhood.  Stukel  was  a 
14-ycar-old  kid  attending  St. 
Mary  Magdalene  in  Ingalls  Park. 
He  had  “strict  parents”  and  an 
“idyllic  childhood”  and  loved 
to  play  baseball.  “Little-  league 
was  supposed  to  be  fun.  Some 
kids  didn’t  get  it,  but  David  got 
it.  He  competed  but  didn’t  take 
it  too  seriously,”  said  O’Connell, 
who  now  has  a strong  bond  with 
-Stukel’s  parents.

New  policy  puts  ‘kibosh’ 
on  late  Spring  ‘08  registrants

Joliet  Junior  College 
is  instituting  a brand  new 
registration  policy  for  the  2008 
spring  semester  as  stipulated 
by  the  Enrollment  Management 
Committee. 

Both  new  and  current  students 
will  be  able  to  register  until  Sunday, 
Jan.  6,  2008  until  midnight,  when 
registration  will  close.  Students 
who  do  not  register  in  the  allotted 
time  cannot  register  for  the  spring 
semester. 

In  previous  years,  students 
were  allowed  to  register  up  until 
the  second  week  of  classes,  but 
only  based  on  instructor  and 
counselor  approval.  However, 
according  to  a study  conducted 
by  the  EMC,  58  percent  of  the 
students  who  registered  late 
last  fall  dropped  out.  Evidence 
also  showed  that  students  who 
register  late  cannot  schedule 
classes  that  will  benefit  their 
majors  due  to  class  fills  and 
closures. 

“The  purpose  of  this  new 
registration  policy  is  to  increase 
the  retention  of  the  students,”  said 
EMC  Co-Chair  Kerry  Lane.  Lane 
is  also  an  English  teacher  here  at 
JJC  and  has  already  encountered 
problems  with  her  classes  filling 
too  early. 

“Two  students  just  came  into 
my  office  and  said  they  were 
not  able  to  register  for  my  class 
because  it  was  already  filled,  and 
it  is  only  November,”  said  Lane. 

“Just  think  about  what  it  will 


be  like  in  January." 

The  EMC  hypothesizes  that 
students  who  register  earlier  will 
register  for  classes  that  are  more 
appropriate  for  their  major  and 
ultimately  be  more  prepared  for 
classes. 

“The  biggest  red  flag  for  us 
is  the  Academic  Standards  of 
Progress,"  said  EMC  member 
and  JJC  counselor  Sandy  Baker- 
McKeon.

“A  student  gets  flagged  if 
he  or  she  doesn’t  meet  GPA 
requirements.  They  might  get 
academic  suspension,  and  if  the 
problem  isn’t  solved,  they  get 
dismissed.  Through  this  program 
we  found  that  most  of  these 
students  were  ones  who  registered 
late.” 

McKeon  said  as  a counselor 
she  sees  students  who  come  in  late 
to  register  and  they  pick  classes 
that  “are  not  appropriate  for  their 


majors  just  because  they  need  to 
be  a full  time  student.” 

These  students,  according  to 
McKeon,  tend  to  not  like  their 
classes  and  do  poorly  during  the 
course  year. 

Eliminating  late  registrants, 
though  possibly  mending  those 
problems,  -should  cause  a dip  in 
projected  enrollment. 

According  to  Lane,  EMC 
will  be  tracking  enrollment  over 
the  next  five  years,  as  well  as 
tracking  those  students  who 
register  in  the  last  two  weeks 
before  classes  start  for  the 
year. 

“It  is  a pilot  year  for  the 
program,  though,  and  we  will 
make  the  adjustments  that 
are  necessary  to  make  this  a 
smoothly  run  program,"  said 
McKeon. 

Late  start  classes  are  also 
affected  by  this  policy.  The 
only  Classes  not  affected  are 
dual-credit  classes  and  non- 
credit classes,  which  will 
remain  open  for  registration  until 
filled. 

Lane  says  the  EMC’s  message 
is  “to  emphasize  registering  early 
so  that  students  are  in  the  right 
classes  before  the  semester  is 
even  beginning.” 

Schedule  changes  by  adding 
classes  are  only  allowed  during 
the  first  week  of  classes.  An 
increase  in  adding  and  dropping 
classes  is  not  predicted  because 
of  early  planning. 


Grant  awarded  to  support 
intergenerational  efforts

On  Wednesday,  Nov.  .7, 
President  Gena  Proulx  hosted 
a Listening  Tour  on  the  bridge 
at  1 p.m.  aimed  at  addressing 
campus  safety  issues.  Proulx  was 
accompanied  by  Police  Chief 
Pete  Comanda  and  manager  of  the 
Environmental  Health  and  Safety, 
Ed  Vasil,  who  answered  questions 
in  more  detail  for  Proulx. 

Proulx  addressed  two  incidents. 
The  first  took  place  on  Sept.  14 
when  a man  was  discovered  on 
campus  with  a handgun.  The 
second  took  place  on  Nov.  3, 
when  misleading  signs  were 
found  on  women’s  bathroom 
doors  in  T building.  The  signs, 
which  according  to  Joliet  Junior 
College  police  were  not  put  up  by 
mai  ntenance,  stated  the  bathrooms 
were  closed  and  women  should 
use  A building  bathrooms,  which 
are  more  secluded. 

Students  were  not  informed 
of  the  Nov.  3 incident  until  the 
morning  of  the  Listening  Tour 
through  an  e-mail  by  Pam  Dilday, 
dean  of  students,  sent  to  students’ 
JJC  e-mail  account.  Some  students 
did  not  receive  the  e-mail  and 
most  students  at  the  tour  had  not 
yet  learned  of  the  incident. 

Comanda  addressed  the 
incident  saying  that  “it  is  more 
sinister  than  just  a prank.’’. Looks 
of  concern  spread  across  the  faces 
of  the  mostly  female  audience. 

More  than  30  students,  faculty 
and  staff  attended  the  session  on 
the  bridge. 

“I  have  been  reading  the 


Blazer,”  Proulx  began,  “and 
I thought  that  a listening  tour 
on  safety  concerns  would  let 
me  hear  your  [the  students, 
faculty,  and  staff’s]  concerns  and 
recommendations  for  the  topic.” 

Diane  Jaracz  was  one  of  the 
first  students  to  speak.  “Where 
arc  the  police  located,"  she 
asked,  “because  the  day  that 
the  altercation  happened  on  the 
bridge  I was  right  there  for  quite 
some  time  before  anyone  was  on 
the  scene?” 

Comanda  responded  that 
Commander  Melvin  Cornelius 
was  on  the  scene  within  a minute 
after  the  altercation  went  through 
the  dispatcher.  He  did  not  say 
how  much  time  transpired  before 
the  call  went  through. 

Comanda  then  described  the 
police  department  and  later  stated 


that  the  police  department  was 
located  on  campus  next  to  the 
fitness  center. 

“Unlike  Wabaunsee  we  have  an 
actual  campus  police  department 
with  11  sworn  officers  [armed] 
and  10  to  11  non-swom  CSO’s 
[unarmed]  patrolling  all  four 
campuses  at  JJC,"  Comanda  said. 
He  emphasized  that  the  officers 
are  not  all  scheduled  at  the  same 
time. 

Comanda  also  maintained  that 
the  department  is  about  the  size  of 
others  in  the  area  and  the  ratio  of 
officers  to  students  is  about  one  to 
1000.  - 

Both  Vasil  and  Comanda 
stressed  that  the  police  could  not 
be  everywhere  at  once  and  there 
would  be  times  when  students 
must  be  the  “first  responder"  in  a 
situation. 


“Students  should  know  their 
surroundings,  asking  themselves 
where  the  nearest  phone  is,  what 
points  of  exit  do  I have,  and  other 
plans  for  themselves  in  case  of  an 
emergency,"  said  Vasil. 

This  gave  rise  to  more  student 
and  faculty  questions  regarding 
what  to  do  if  a shooter  is 
barricaded  in  a classroom. 

“I  have  a very  strict  policy  on 
cell  phones  in  my  class,”  , said 
math  instructor  Erica  Egizio.  “1 
tell  my  students  to  turn  them  off 
completely,  and  I do  not  bring  one 
to  class  at  all,  because  1 find  it  a 
distraction.  How  would  we  get  in 
touch  with  you  if  we  cannot  leave 
the  classroom  and  no  one  has  a 
cell  phone?” 

Commanda  again  responded. 

"I  do  suggest  you  designate 
two  reliable  students  in  the  room 


as  callers  when  an  emergency 
occurs.  That  way  you  only  have 
two  cell  phones  in  the  room  but 
are  still  able  to  contact  us.” 

A student  then  commented  on 
the  art  rooms  in  the  basement  of  K 
building  that  only  have  one  point 
of  access,  and  poor  if  any  cell 
phone  reception.  “How  would  we 
call  for  you?”  the  student  asked. 

“I  had  forgotten  about  the  art 
rooms,”  said  Proulx. 

Criminal  justice  instructor  Kim 
Karlbcrg  offered  a suggestion. 

“Maybe  a panic  button  should 
be  installed?"  she  said. 

Commanda  scrawled  her 
suggestion  on  his  note  pad. 

Karlbcrg  also  asked,  “What  is . 
the  school  doing  as  far  as  safety 
updates,  like  electronic  swiping 
and  a remote  PDA  system?” 

A remote  PDA  system  is  a 
wireless  paging  system  and  the 
“wave  of  the  future,"  according 
to  Karlberg. 

“We  have  not  looked  into  a 
PDA  system,”  Comanda  said. 
“We  as  a station  have  asked  for 
90  new  security  cameras  . . . and 
money  to  hire  new  sworn  officers. 
We  'have  also  requested  five 
blue  light  phones  that  will  light 
up  in  the  parking  lot  deterring 
crime  and  increasing  visibility 
in  an  emergency.  We  will  also  be 
getting  student  ID  cards." 

Proulx  added,  “But,  this  does 
cost  an  enormous  amount  and 
will  take  some  time  before  it  is 
fully  implicated.  Security  and 
safety  for  our  students  is  our  top 
priority.”

“greenness”  is  seasonal. 

“The  colder  temperatures  and 
decrease  in  daylight  have  caused 
most  of  the  plants  and  algae  to 
'die  ofT,"  said  Griffis. 

“The  bodies  of  those  dead 
plants  and  algae  will  decompose, 
releasing  nutrients  that  will  be 
mostly  trapped  in  the  sediment  at 
the  bottom  of  the  lake,  waiting  to 
fertilize  another  “crop”  of  plants 
and  algae  next  spring  and  summer, 
perhaps  bigger  and  better  even 
than  this  year.” 

According  to  Judy  Mitchell, 
Director  of  Business  & Auxiliary 
Services,  the  Restoration 
Committee  plans  to  hydro-dredge 
the  lake  and  remove  the  existing 
sediments. 

“Other  improvements  to  be 
made  ongoing,  and  pending 
funding,  will  be  wet  land 
enhancements,  and  addressing  the 
issue  of  drainage  and  the  water 
entering  the  Take,”  said  Mitchell. 

On  Monday  and  Tuesday, 
Nov.  5 and  6,  the  company  that 
is  directing  the  lake  project. 
Science  and  Technology  Section 
of  the  Association  of  College  and 
Research  Libraries  (STS)  has 
been  taking  samples  of  the  lake 
required  by  the  Environmental 


Protection  Agency  (EPA). 

The  samples  need  to  pass 
certain  requirements,  such  as  no 
high  levels  of  toxic  materials  in 
the  sediment,  before  JJC  will  be 
allowed  to  dredge  the  sediment 
out  of  the  lake. 

“By  removing  the  accumulated 
sediment  at  the  bottom  of  the 
lake,  we  also  remove  the  nutrients 
that  the  massive  growth  of  plants 
arc  supported  by,”  Griffis  said. 
“There  will  still  be  plant  growth 
but  it  will  be  much  reduced.  Some 
plant  and  algae  growth  is  good  in 
the  lake  because  it  is  natural  and 
supports  the  animals  that  live  in 
the  lake  with  food  and  oxygen.” 

JJC  plans  to  receive  a grant  to 
help  the  restoration  project.  “We 
are  currently  in  the  process  of 
applying  for  grants  but  none  have 
been  awarded  at  this  point,”  said 
Mitchell.  “Jenny  Giangrcgo  is  our 
grants  coordinator  and  is  working 
closely  with  our  committee  to 
seek  out  possible  sources.” 

Restoration  of  the  lake  will 
begin  in  the  spring  of  2008.

Aurora  Planned  Parenthood 
opens  its  doors  to  the  press

The  private  drive  of  Aurora's 
new  Planned  Parenthood  facility 
was  bordered  by  rented  chain-link 
fences  and  stoic,  white  crosses 
with  “Baby  Jane"  scrawled 
across  them  in  blunt  marker  from 
Saturday's  massive  protest  by 
pro-life  organizations. 

Two  protesters  remained 
sitting  calmly  in  old  plastic  lawn 
chairs  with  signs  and  bibles, 
both  veterans  for  their  cause. 
Shirley  Sutherland,  72,  has  been 
protesting  facilities  that  perform 
abortions  for  20  years. 

However,  Aurora’s  Planned 
Parenthood  facility  remains 
unscathed  and  continued  on 
Tuesday,  Oct.  30,  to  open  its 
electronically  dead-bolted 
doors  to  student  press  from 
colleges  around  the  state. 

The  student  press  from 
colleges  spanning  from  10 
minutes  away  at  Wabaunsee 
Community  College  to 
Columbia  College  in  downtown 
Chicago  was  ushered  into  the 
main  lobby. 

Julie  Rabinovitz,  vice 
president  of  patient  care,  started 
the  conference  accompanied 
by  Sarah  Kanaub,  director  of 
community  relations. 

The  new  facility  in  Aurora  is 
accompanied  by  11  other  facilities 
in  the  Chicago  area,  ranging  from 
the  Loop  downtown  to  Naperville, 
approximately  five  minutes  away 
from  Aurora. 

‘•The  reasons  we  chose  Aurora 
are  because  it  is  the  second 
largest  city  in  Illinois  and  there  is 
a lack  of  public  health  care,”  said 
Rabinovitz. 

“Also,  28  percent  of  our 
LaSalle  Street  patients  come  from 
this  area,  in  which  they  have  to 
travel  at  the  least  20  miles  for  our 
services.” 

The  suburban  clinics  in 
Naperville,  Orland  Park,  and 
Schaumberg  are  what  Rabinovitz 
calls  “express  sites.” 

“They  perform  30  minute  ST1 


(sexually  transmitted  infection) 
and  pregnancy  testing,  dispense 
birth  control,  and  provide 
counseling  for  those  in  need, 
but  cannot  perform  surgical 
procedures,  such  as  abortion." 

Research  showed  that  the 
Aurora  area  had  very  high  rates  of 
Chlamydia,  syphilis,  and  HIV. 

The  Aurora  clinic  can  provide 
treatment  for' these  diseases,  with 
the  exception  of  HIV,  which  they 
can  test  for  and  refer  a patient 
who  is  positive  to  a treatment

facility,  “eliminating  the  need  in 
this  area,”  said  Rabinovitz. 

The  clinic  itself  has  state- 
of-the-art  construction  and  is 
designed  for  a maximum  capacity. 
The  waiting  room  itself  stretches 
on  in  enormous  size  lined  with 
soft  chairs  and  decorated  in  light 
colors. 

“In  LaSalle,  we  would  have 
so  many  patients  in  the  waiting 
room;  a lot  had  to  stand  because 
there  would  be  no  seats  left."  said 
Rabinovitz. 

“Here,  we  accounted  for  city 
growth  and  the  comfort  of  our 
patients  in  the  waiting  room. 
It  really  is  a nice,  comforting 
place.” 

The  size  also  was  incorporated 
for  the  increase  in  male  patients, 
which  PP  intends  to  aim  new 


procedures  towards, 

Rabinovitz  said.  “In  the  near 
future,  we  hope  to  provide  male 
oriented  surgical  procedures,  like 
vasectomy,  which  some  clinics 
already  do." 

The  clinic  has  four  procedure 
rooms  .with  private  dressing 
rooms,  eight  educational 
counseling  rooms,  and  five  exam 
rooms,  with  updated  technology 
and  considerable  upgrades  in 
patient  comfort. 

It  also  has  an  extended 
recovery  room  area,  which  has 
CD  players  for  women  to  listen 
to  their  discharge  instructions 
after  surgical  procedures  in 
both  English  and  Spanish. 

“The  recovery  room  is 
my  favorite  part  of  the  clinic 
because  it  was  really  designed 
for  the  women  and  the  people,” 
said  Rabinovitz. 

“They  come  to  feel 
comfortable  and  relaxed  as 
well  as  completely  monitor 
them  after  their  procedures," 
said  Rabinovitz. 

The  new  clinic  was  also 
designed  for  safety  and  security 
for  patients  and  staff. 

The  doors,  as  mentioned 
before,  arc  electronically  dead 
bolted  and  the  vestibule  for 
check-in  is  bullet-proof  glass. 
Security  cameras  line  the  outsides 
and  insides  of  the  buildings. 

“ This  place  is  a fortress. 
Everyone  must  have  a photo  ID 
and  are  allowed  into  the  building 
through  the  intercom  system  in 
the  vestibule,”  said  RaThnovitz. 

PP  stresses  patient  safety  and 
comfort  in  their  visits  to  the 
clinics. 

Ultimately,  according  to 
Rabinovitz,  PP  plans  to  give 
the  community  of  and  around 
Aurora  affordable  healthcare  for 
those  under  the  poverty  line  and 
emergency  care  for  both  women 
and  men,  as  well  as  a reference 
guide  and  options  for  sex 
education  for  those  in  need.

Every  semester  since  2000, 
Joliet  Junior  College  Veterinarian 
-Technician  classes  have  give  the 
pets  they  worked  on  all  semester 
good,  loving  homes  and  the  best 
care  they  can  provide.  Plenty 
of  cats,  dogs  and  other  exotic 
animals  wait  for  homes  this 
semester  as  well. 

“Many  of  the  students  who 
work  on  the  animals  end  up 
adopting  them  for  their  pets,” 
said  Joy  Barriball,  AM  Facilities 
Manager,  CVT. 

The  animals  come  from  the 
Joliet  Township  Animal  Control 
every  semester,  getting  medical 
treatment  and  care  that  they  need. 
Each  pet  receives  shots,  grooming, 
micro  chip  identification  tags, 
and  spay  or  neutering  procedures. 
Some  cats  arc  also  declawed. 

“We  make  sure  that  the  animals 
have  a clean  bill  of  health,  looking 
over  those  animals'  blood  work 
and  skin,”  said  Barriball. 

Potential  owners  need  to  pay 
S30  for  the  pet  they  select.  S15 
goes  to  an  adoption  fee  and  the 
other  S 1 5 is  to  help  cover  the  cost 
of  the  micro  chip.  Pets  will  come 
with  a bio  of  what  happened  to 
them  before  being  adopted.  All 
other  work  done  to  the  pet  is 
free. 

“I  got  Charley  from  the

which  she  has  named  Ichigo. 
program  almost  a year  ago  ...  he 
was  real  timid,”  said  Amy  Sims, 
Coordinator  of  Holistic  Wellness 
& Student  Activities.  Sims 
worked  with  her  dog  for  a few 
months  helping  him  come  out  of 
his  shell. 

“He  is  not  the  same  dog  any 
more,”  said  Sims.  “He  has 
changed  a lot.” 

The  animals  go  through 
behavior  testing  to  see  what  type 
of  home  environment  would  best 
suit  them.  Only  four  of  the  many 
pets  adopted  since  2000  have 
been  returned  to  the  JTAC.

Native  /American  culture  comes  to  J JO

November  is  national  Native 
American  Heritage  Month,  and 
Joliet  Junior  College’s  Native 
American  Club  and  Office  of 
Student  Activities  is  heading 
up  the  school's  activities  for  the 
month.

Also,  on  Nov  6.  on  the  bridge 
there  was  a “Fall  Feast”—  a pot 
luck  of  Native  American-themed 
dishes  and  some  entertainment 
from  A1  Jewer  on  the  flute  and  Art 
Schengoee  with  some  traditional 
Native  American  dancing. 

Fred  Harris,  supervisor  of 
the  JJC  media  department  and 
advisor  of  the  Native  American 
Club  said,  “Many  people  need 
to  be  exposed  to  more  accurate 
information  [regarding  Native 
American  history].” 

In  fact,  the  reason  for  Harris 
starting  the  club  was  for  this 
exact  problem.  Early  in  the 
‘90s,  Harris  found  an  article  in 
a local  newspaper  containing 
some  inaccurate  statements  about 
Native  American  religion  and 


other  aspects  of  Native  culture. 

“This  was  right  around  die 
time  when  Dances  with  Wolves 
was  in  theatres,"  said  Harris,  “and 
the  writer  had  apparently  been 
looking  for  a story  and  just  found 
an  ‘expert.’” 

The  misleading  statements  in 
the  article  sparked  Harris  to  start 
the  club,  which  has  been  running 
strong  for  more  than  a decade 
now. 

For  those  interested  in  learning 
more  of  the  culture  of  Native 
Americans  there  are  still  a few 
more  activities  for  the  month  of 
November.  On  Nov.  19  there 
will  be  a lunch  and  leam  with  a 
Northern  Cheyenne  native,  Larry 
Lockwood,  who  will  be  leading 
an  interactive  discussion.  Another 
lunch  and  leam  will  be  held  with 
Sapphira  Scott  about  Navajo 
Culture. 

Finally,  Maryellen  Baker 
and  others  from  the  Ojibwa 
reservation  in  Northern  Wisconsin 
will  be  coming  down  to  hold  a 
crafts  show  arid  also  have  some 
demonstrations  of  traditional 
healing. 

So  show  up  to  one  of  these 
events.  Leam  a little  something 
extra.  Become  a little  more 
cultured.

“On  an  artistic  level,  I just 
wanted  to  write  the  book.  I didn’t 
care  at  the 
time  if  it  was 
a marketing 
success.  Now 
that  it’s  at  that 
stage.  I'd  like 
the  book  to 
get  out  there 
for  people;  to 
hear  the  story 
and  remember 
him,”  said 
O’Connell. 

The  author 
pitched  the 
general  story  idea  to  50  agents 
with  an  equal  number  of 
rejections.  But  his  struggle  to 
self-publish  doesn’t  keep  him 
from  encouraging  other  writers  to 
do  the  same. 

“Unless  major  publishing 
houses  are  bidding  for  your 
manuscript,  I wouldnotdiscourage 
anyone  from  self-publishing,”  he 
said.  “It’s  a lot  of  work  on  the 


part  of  the  author  because  you’re 
involved  throughout  the  entire 
process.” 

Although  he  has  no  immediate 
plans,  O’Connell  hasn’t  written 
off  the  possibility  of  writing 
another  book.  But  the  time  and 
effort  he  spent 
writing  Stukel’s 
story  was  a 
reward  in  itself 
for  the  author. 

“Being  a 
rookie  author. 
I had  no  idea 
what  a massive 
undertaking 
this  would  be  or 
what  direction 
my  research 
would  take,” 
O’Connell  said. 
“I  immersed  myself  in  it,  tracked 
down  every  lead  and  literally  had 
just  one  door  slammed  in  my  face, 
so  the  people  close  to  this  case 
were  willing  participants.  That 
was  crucial  because  this  isn’t  a 
novel.  It  isn’t  totally  a memoir. 
It’s  a true  story  delivered  by  a 
reporter  and  based  on  facts  over  a 
40-year  period.”

The  Fine  Arts  Department’s  fall 
drama  took  center  stage  Nov.  8-11

November  held  the  semester’s 
second  theater  production:  Milan 
Stitts’  The  Runner  Stumbles. 

The  story  is  based  on  true 
events  about  a murdered  nun  in  a 
Polish  towa  in  the  early  1900 's. 

It  begins  with  Father  Rivard 
(played  by  Rich  Small),  a cold, 
structured  man  of  the  cloth 
sitting  in  his  prison  cell,  awaiting 
prosecution  for  the  murder  of 
Sister  Rita  (played  by  Kristen 
Rhoder). 

Due  to  his  untimely  spot 
of  amnesia,  he  cannot  tell  his 
defender,  Toby  Felkcr  (played 
by  Josh  Carlson),  what  exactly 
happened  on  the  fateful  night  of 
Sister  Rita’s  death. 


We  soon  come  to  find  out 
that  Sister  Rita  was  a free 
spirited  woman  of  faith  whose 
unconventional  teaching  methods 
and  religious  beliefs  tended  to 
cause  her  superiors  to  bunch  up  in 
certain  places  behind  their  habits 
or  robes. 

This  causes  conflict  between 
Sister  Rita  and.  the  strict  Father 
Rivard.  After  various  unfortunate 
circumstances  cause  Rita  to  move 
into  Rivard’s  home,  the  tension 
begins  to  rise. 

Sister  Rita  believes  in  a more 
personal  relationship  with  God, 
along  with  ah  understanding  and 
acceptance  of  our  fellow  man. 
Father  Rivard’s  beliefs  fall  more 


toward  that  of  a strongly  organized 
church  and  the  constant  struggle 
to  perfection  and  godliness. 

As  these  arguments  ensue,  it 
is  hard  not  to  sense  that  there  is 
something  more  between  the  two. 
Something  hidden.  Something 
forbidden. 

One  almost  feels  naughty  when 
picturing  a romantic  relationship 
growing  between  Father  Rivard 
and  Sister  Rita,  but  sure  enough 
we  come  to  find  they  are  in 
love  with  one  another,  quickly 
followed  by  the  revelation  of 
Sister  Rita’s  death  and  Father 
Rivard’s  acquittal. 

It  is  the  tension  that  keeps 
the  viewer  enthralled  in  this

production. 

As  subtle 
sounds  like 
ticking  clock  magnify 
the  awkwardness  of  an  already 
unusual  conversation,  one  wishes 
to  scream  at -everyone  on  stage. 

When  the  conflict  actually 
erupts  into  physical  violence,  a 
lump  will  swell  in  your  throat. 
And  the  relief  after  they  both 
confess  their  love  for  one  another 
is  quite  satisfying. 

Director  Nikki  Blowers 
wanted  this  tension  to  expose 
many  conflicts  within  ourselves: 

“In  my  opinion,  the  play 
closely  scrutinizes  judicial  law 
and  holy  law  (. . .and]  most  of  all.

Entering  his  second  season  as 
head  cross-country  coach.  Rich 
McCarthy  knew  that  he  had  three 
good  runners  returning  from  last 
year's  team  and  if  he  could  add 
a few  quality  runners,  the  team 
could  be  very  competitive.

Matt  Andorf  came  in  54th  place 
with  a time  of  30:32  and  Michael 
McElyca  was  close  behind  with 
a time  of  30:40  for  a 55th  place 
finish. 

McCarthy  said  he  would  like 
to  send  out  a huge  thanks  to  Liam 
Flynn  and  his  wife  Christine 
who  traveled  to  nationals  in 
McCarthy’s  place. 


They  also  ran  at  the  Region  IV 
cross  country  championship  on 
Oct.  ‘27  where  they  placed  third. 
Harper  College  finished  1st  with 
32  points  followed  by  the  College 
of  DuPage  with  38  points  and 
Joliet  with  54  points. 

“Our  strategy  was  to  start  out 
conservative  and  to  pass  a lot  of 
people  towards  the  end,"  said 
McCarthy. 

“Most  teams  really  get  caught 
up  in  the  start  of  the  race  and 
go  out  way  too  fast  and  pay  for 
that  at  the  end.

“Zach  twisted  his  ankle  early 
in  the  week  before  conference 
and  was  hoping  to  run,  but  still 
limping  pretty  badly  so  1 kept 
him  out  of  the  race.  Just  to  be 
safe.  The  footing  at  conference 
was  very  rough  over  the  whole 
course,”  said  McCarthy. 

Brian  Hendrix  finished  in  13th 
with  a time  of  29:41  followed  by 
Jeff  Selby  in  18th  with  a time  of 
31:17. 

“Brian  Hendrix  had  broken  his 
hand  the  week  before  and  had  to 
run  with  a huge  cast  on  his  arm. 


But  again  came  through  for  his 
team  when  many  kids  would  just 
sit  out,”  said  McCarthy. 

“Jeff  Selby  was  a late  addition 
to  the  team  only  having  6 weeks 
to  prepare.  He  really  kept  our 
hopes  for  the  season  alive  after  we 
lost  a teammate  due  to  financial 
difficulties.  He  ran  3 minutes 
faster  than  his  time  2 weeks 
earlier  better  than  I ever  could 
have  expected.” 

Jason  Sutton  rounded  out  the 
pack  finishing  in  20th  place  with 
a time  of  34:46. 

“Jason  Sutton  has  made  such 
huge  improvements  from  last 
year  when  he  came  in  looking 
more  like  a football  player  than 
a runner.

Fans  went  crazy  at  Joliet 
Memorial  Stadium  on  Nov.  3 
after  the  Joliet  Junior  College 
football  team  walked  off  the  field 
victorious  over  Harper  College. 
24-14.  The  Wolves  moved  up  to 
12th  in  the  NJCAA  national  poll. 

With  the  win  over  Harper,  the 
Wolves  recorded  their  eighth 
straight  victory  and  secured  a 
bowl  bid.  Quarterback  Mitch 
Watkins  went  13-of-27  passing 
for  228  yards.  He  also  added  10 
carries  for  63  rushing  yards  as 
well. 

The  first  score  of  the  game  came 
when  Watkins  hit  A’veon  Jones 
for  a long  52-yard  touchdown 
pass.  Jones  finished  with  four 
catches  for  7 1 yards. 

The  Wolves  struck  again  with 
a 35-yard  touchdown  pass  from 
Watkins  to  Christian  Graham 
made  it  14-0.  Graham  finished 
with  five  catches  for  128  yards. 
Harper  tied  the  game  with  two 
second-quarter  scores  to  make  it 
14-14  at  halftime 
It  remained  that  way  entering 
the  fourth  quarter.  Wolves’  kicker 
Justin  Zceb  soon  broke  the  tic  with 
a 37-yard  field  goal  and  Anthony 
Stewart  put  it  out  of  reach  with  a 
4-yard  touchdown  run  late  in  the 
game.  On  the  ejefensive  side  of  the 
ball,  defensive  back  Eric  Bogan 
finished  with  a huge  interception 
for  the  Wolves. 

The  Wolves  (9-2)  have  captured 
the  overall  Midwest  Football 
Conference  Eastern  Division 
championship  with  this  recent 
victory.  They  captured  the  MFC 
Eastern  regular-season  crown  as 
well. 

The  Wolves  have  landed  seven 
players  on  the  All-North  Central 
Community  College  Conference 
first  team  and  four  on  the  N4C 
second  team. 

Sophomore  running  back 
Anthony  Stewart  made  the  first 
team  and  was  voted  the  No.  2 
player  in  the  conference.  Stewart 
has  rushed  for  989  yards  and 
scored  seven  touchdowns  this 
season. 

Also  making  the  first  team 
were  sophomore  wide  receiver 
Christian  Graham,  sophomore 
offensive  linemen  Byron  Stingley 
and  Jason  Donna!,  sophomore 
defensive  back  Eric  Bogan, 
freshman  defensive  tackle  Kris 
Cooke  and  sophomore  linebacker 
Daris  Quinn. 

Making  the  second  team  were 
freshman  tight  end  Kyle  Weber, 
freshman  kicker  Justin  Zeeb, 
sophomore  strong  safety  Bruce 
Cabell  and  sophomore  defensive 
end/linebacker  Dan  Moore. 

The  Wolves  will  next  be  in 
action  Nov.  18  when  they  face 
North  Iowa  Area  Community 
College  at  3 p.m.  in  the  Graphic 
Edge  Printing  Bowl  at  Northern 
Iowa  University’s  UNI-Dome  in 
Cedar  palls. 

The  two  teams  faced  each  other 
once  during  the  regular  season 
with  the  Wolves  defeating  N1ACC 
21-14  on  Sept.  22.

‘no  risk  to  the 
college,’

\’m  not  certain  who  first  said  this.  It 
might  actually  have  been  me  during  a 
deep  thought  moment,  but  with  freedom 
comes  responsibility  and  with  great 
freedom,  great  responsibility. 

Perhaps  one  of  our  greatest  freedoms 
as  Americans,  is  the  freedom  to  express 
ourselves  in  the  pages  of  a newspaper, 
but  in  doing  so,  we  must  take  care  to  use 
quotes,  facts  and  statements  of  others 
accurately,  and  in  context. 

In  my  opinion,  that  care  was  not  taken 
in  the  editorial  printed  in  the  November 
14,  2007  issue  of  the  Blazer. 

The  first,  of  a number  of  examples  of 
this,  was  in  the  discussion  of  a Nov.  3 
incident  where  signs  were  found  posted  in 
some  women’s  washrooms. 

Though  it  is  accurate  that  the  signs 
were  located  on  Nov.  3 and  a Safety 
Alert  was  issued  on  Nov.  7,  what  was 
not  stated  was  that  the  incident  was  not 
reported  to  Campus  Police  until  late  Nov. 
5.  An  investigation  was  then  conducted 
to  determine  if  the  signs  had  been  posted 
by  repair  staff.  On  the  evening  of  Nov.  6, 
it  was  determined  that  they  had  not  been, 
and  the  alert  was  issued  the  following 
morning,  not  4 days  later,  as  insinuated. 

The  editorial  also  stated  that  “Comanda 
placed  the  responsibility  of  responding  to 
crisis  situations  on  students’  shoulders”, 
explaining  that  there  is  a 1000  to  1 ratio 
of  students  to  officers  on  the  JJC  Police 
Department.” 

This  statement  was  a compilation  of 
answers  from  two  different  questions. 
Combining  them  to  make  a point  had 
misleading  consequences. 

At  no  time  did  I or  anyone  state  that 
it  was  the  students’  responsibility  to 
“respond  to  a crisis.”  Students  and  staff 
were,  however,  advised  that  most  shooter 
type  incidents  are  over  in  a matter  of  a 
few  minutes. 

With  that  in  mind,  everyone  is 
encouraged  to  think  and  act  like  a first  ' 
responder.  This  means  planning  ahead  so 
that  if  students  or  staff  find  themselves 
in  such  a situation  they  can  be  prepared 


to  react  in  a manner  that  could  save  their 
lives,  as  opposed  to  being  a compliant 
victim. 

We  do  have  a ratio  of  approximately  I 
police  officer  per  1000  students,  but  \ye 
also  have  a support  staff  of  1 1 Campus 
Safety  Officers  which  brings  that  ratio  to 
approximately  1 per  500. 

The  editorial  goes  on  to  lament  what 
the  author  describes  as  “Proulx  and 
Comanda’s  lax  approach  to  answering” 
these  questions. 

This  statement  would  lead  one  to 
believe  that  the  concerns  raised,  were 
brushed  off,  while  ignoring  the  fact 
that  the  Nov.  7 discussion  session 
on  the  bridge  was  scheduled  by  the 
administration  to  listen  to  safety  questions 
and  concerns  of  the  students  and  staff. 
Contrary  to  what  the  editorial  insinuates, 
all  the  issues  and  concerns  that  were 
raised  are  being  looked  in  to,  including 
the  K-Building  art  rooms  and  why  some 
students  may  not  have  received  the  Safety 
Alert  in  their  e-mails. 

1 know  that  there  has  been  much  said 
about  a Safety  Alert  not  having  been 
issued  regarding  the  Sept.  14  gun  aiTest, 
on  the  bridge. 

Safety  Alerts  are  issued  for  a specific 
reason  under  the  CLERY  act.  They  are- 
to  alert  students  and  staff  to  ah  ongoing 
danger.  The  incident  on  the  bridge  began 
as  a disturbance  between  two  groups  of 
students. 

During  the  course  of  investigating 
that  disturbance,  a non-student  friend  of 
one  of  the  participants  was  arrested  with 
a handgun  and  transported  to  the  Will 
County  Jail.  Several  otKer  participants 
in  the  disturbance  were  removed  from 
campus  either  by  arrest  or  by  being 
trespassed.  At  that  point,  a Safety  Alert 
was  not  issued  since  any  ongoing  danger 
had  been  eliminated. 

I clearly  understand  the  public  interest 
in  what  occurred.  -With  that  in  mind,  an 
informational  e-mail  was  sent  out  once  the 
investigation  was  completed.  That  e-mail 
mistakenly  went  only  to  the  faculty/staff 


e-mail  list  and  not  the  students  list.  For 

thet;  1 do  apologize. 

I would  also  like  to  remind  your 
readers  that  Campus  Pojice  maintain 
a Crime  Log.  This  log  summarizes 
all  criminal  cases  reported  to  us  and  is 
available  for  review  in  G-10I3  upon 
request. 

I can  assure  you  that  both  President 
Proulx,  President  Ross  before  her,  and 
Campus  Police,  have  always  made  student 
and  staff  safety  a top  priority.  While  we 
are  always  reviewing  and  updating  safety 
equipment  and  procedures,  1 would  like  to 
mention  some  of  the  many  safety-related 
upgrades  that  have  been  implemented 
by  the  administration  and  the  police 
department  over  the  past  few  years,  as 
well  as  others  that  are  in  the  works. 

We  have  added  cameras  in  the  bridge 
area;  installed  a state  of  the  art  public 
address  and  fire  alarm  system;  initiated 
a Sector  Leader  program  comprised  of 
approximately  90  staff  volunteers,  who 
assist  in  emergency  and  crisis  situations; 
added  three  new  police  officer  positions; 
armed  the  police  department;  trained  and 
equipped  all  officers  for  armed  intruder 
situations;  made  an  emergency  text 
messaging  service,  called  Mobile  Campus, 
available  to  all  students,  and  much  more. 

In  the  next  year  you  will  see  most,  if 
not  all,  of  the  exterior  emergency  phones 
being  replaced  with  high  visibility  “blue 
light  phones”  and  a proposal  to  vastly 
increase  the  number  of  campus  cameras  is 
currently  under  review. 

I can  assure  you  that  the  JJC  Police 
Department’s  primary  concern  is  the 
safety  of  the  students  and  staff  and  we 
take  this  obligation  very  seriously. 

1 have  enjoyed  the  working  relationship 
we  have  had  with  the  Blazer  staff  since 
I have  been  chief  and,  as  in  the  past,  my 
door  is  always  open  to  discuss  or  clarify 
any  issues  of  concern.  1 look  forward  to 

continuing  that  relationship.  ‘ .

Feedback  sought  on  proposed  Master  Plan

Joliet  Junior  College's 
Steering  Committee  has  begun  its 
exploration  of  a new  Master  Plan 
Shat  includes  advancements  and 
alterations  on  the  Main  Campus 
as  well  as  the  City  Center,  Grundy 
County  Center  and  North  Campus. 
The  college  is  currently  offering 
public  forums  for  community 
comment  as 
part  of  the 
proposal’s 
advancement. 

J J C , 
partnering 
with  LEGAT 
Architects, 
will 
implement 
the  approved 
plan  over  the 
course  of  five 
years. 

“It  has  been 
very  exciting 
to  work  with 
LEGAT  Architects  in  the  updating 
of  the  college’s  Master  Plan,”  said 
President  Gena  Proulx. 

“The  architects  have  presented 
us  with  ideas  that  they  have 
gleaned  from  other  community 
college  projects. 

“In  all  cases,  they  mirror 
our  desire  for  a campus  plan 
to  be  student-focused,  flexible 

and  designed  with  change  in 
mind.  With  a plan  in  place,  it 
will  be  much  easier  for  us  to  be 


consistent  when  we  determine 
things  like  signage,  receptacles 
and  furniture.” 

JJC  moved  to  its  current 
location  in  1967  and  has  since 
added  only  two  buildings  to  the 
main  campus  despite  at  being 
located  in  the  nation’s  fifth  fastest 
growing  county.  According  to  the 
Master  Plan 
presentation 
on  JJC's 
website,  it  is 
projected  that 
by  the  year 
2030  JJC 
will  have  an 
enrollment 
of  40,000 
students. 

It  is 
because  of 
this  projected 
increase  that 
JJC  began 
developing 
the  Master  Plan  in  October  of 
2006.  The  Plan,  if  approved  in  its 
current  form,  intends  to  account 
for  the  growth  in  the  following 
ways: 

• The  main  entrance  will  be 
moved  to  a new  student  center  off 
Centennial  Drive  between  the  A 
and  C buildings. 

• The  student  center  will 

include;  admissions.  Financial  aid 
and  counseling  offices  as  well 
as  the  JJC  Bookstore  and  new

cafeteria. 

• The  old  cafeteria  will  be 
converted  to  a state-of-the-art 
culinary  arts  center. 

• There  will  be  500  parking 
spaces  added. 

• E-building  will  be  expanded  to 
include  eight  more  laboratories. 

• JJC  and  the  Joliet  YMCA 
propose  sharing  the  costs  of  a 
new  physical  fitness  center  that 
will  be  include  a family  pool  and 
gymnasium  space  for  all  college 
sports. 

• A new  childcare  center  win  be 
built  adjacent  to  the  new  fitness 
center. 

• All  sports  fields  and  tennis 
courts  will  be  upgraded. 

• The  temporary  buildings  will 
be  eliminated  and  a new  building 
built  for  a service  center. 

• Green  houses  will  be  moved 
into  newly  constructed  buildings 
in  the  front  of  the  campus. 

• An  outdoor  bridge  will 
be  constructed  connecting  the 
second  floor  of  J-building  to  the 
T-building. 

• The  existing  bridge  will  gain 
solar  panels  to  help  power  the 
school  and  provide  a more  green 
campus. 

• Porches  will  be  built  outside 
the  school  to  enhance  the  outdoor 
environment  as  well  as  a new 
walk/bvkc  path  that  wilt  lead  to 
the  !&M  Canal. 

The  plan  also  includes 


alterations  to  the  JJC  satellite 
campuses  which  include:  changing 
the  entire  North  Campus  building 
into  a nursing  and  allied-health 
center;  leasing  a new  center  in 
Bolingbrook  to  replace  North 
Campus;  demolishing  the  hotel  at 
the  City  Center  and  creating  a new 
building  of  offices;  and  adding  on 
to  the  Grundy 
County 
Center 
to  create 
additional 
classrooms.

The  green  option  of  having 
solar  panels  on  the  old  bridge 
has  no  estimated  benefits  and 
thus  no  other  projects  have  yet 
been  incorporated  into  the  Master 
Plan. 

Proulx  said  that  it  is  difficult 
to  assess  such  benefits  until  the 
board  has  approved  the  plan.

The  case  that  has  reached 
campus  has  been  determined  .to  be 
hospital-acquired  and  there  is  “no 
risk  to  the  college,”  according  to 
Proulx ’s  leaflet. 

“Dr.  Alpesh  Fatal  of  the  Will 
County  Health  Department  has 
confirmed  that  the  college’s 
current  cleaning  efforts  are  more 
than  sufficient  to  effectively 
remove  MRSA  from  the 
environment,”  the  leaflet  said. 

According  to  Larry  Crump,  a 
professor  in  the  natural  sciences 
department,  “the  Centers  for 
Disease  Control  and  Prevention 
estimate  that  25-30%  of  the 
healthy  population  is  colonized 
on  the  skin  or  in  the  nose  by 
staph  bacteria.  Colonized  means 
the  bacteria  are  present  but  not 
causing  an  infection. 

“MRSA  has  been  recognized  as 
a hospital-acquired  phenomenon 
for  a number  of  years,  affecting 
patients  and  others  in  the  hospital 
and  other  healthcare  settings — 
nursing  homes,  dialysis  centers, 
etc.” 

The  college  increased  its 
comprehensive  cleaning  regimen 
after  the  first  cases  of  MRSA 
were  reported  in  District  525. 

The  Centers  for  Disease 
Control  also  provide  prevention 
through  the  Prevention  Epicenter 


Program. 

The  program  nationally 
“provides  funding  and  works 
directly  with  academic  partners 
to  address  important  scientific 
questions  regarding  the 
prevention  of  MRSA  and  other 
resistant  organisms,”  according 
to  the  CDC’s  website. 

Currently,  MRSA,  if  found 
early  can  be  treated  without  nay 
substantial  damage. 

However,  it  is  often 
misdiagnosed  or  unreported  until 
the  infection  has  progressed  past 
responding  to  treatment. 

The  C DC  site  explains  that 
MRSA  manifests  itself  in  sore- 
like  fashion  on  the  skin  often 
through  pimples,  boils,  or  cuts. 

The  bacteria  are  mostly  found 
in  hospitals  and  other  health  care 
facilities  but  schools  have  been 
found  to  spread  other  forms  <sf 
staph  frequently,  especially  in 
gyms  and  health  centers. 

Also,  MRSA  is  spread  most 
frequently  through  “close  skin- 
to-skin  contact,  openings  in  the 
skin  such  as  cuts  or  abrasions, 
contaminated  items  and  surfaces, 
crowded  living  conditions,  and 
poor  hygiene,”  as  stated  in  the 
leaflet. 

The  CDC  website,  as  well  as 
the  leaflet  from  Proulx,  outlines 


tips  to  help  protect  one’s  self 
from  contracting  MRSA,  citing 
hand  sanitation,  cleaning  and 
bandaging  all  wounds,  avoiding 
contact  with  others’  wounds  and 
bandages,  and  avoiding  sharing 
items  such  as  razors  or  towels. 

Proulx  also  recommends  that 
anyone  concerned  with  “a  wound 
or  sore,  please  consult  your  health 
care  provider,”  stressing  the 
importance  of  diagnosing  MRSA 
early. 

Crump  adds,  “If  everyone 
follows  the  guideline  offered  by 
the  CDC  the  possibility  of  such 
an  infection  occurring  here  is 
diminished  that  much  more. 

“Plus,  our  Buildings  and 
Grounds  personnel  are  doing 
even  more  to  minimize  the  risk  by 
striving  to  maintain  as  cleans  and 
safe  environment  as  they  can. 

“Each  of  us  can  help  them  do 
theirjobs  more  easily  by  becoming 
more  considerate  of  their  efforts 
and  do  what  we  can  to  minimize 
the  demands  we  place  on  them." 

Please  report  any  diagnosis 
of  the  MRSA  bacteria  to  JJC  to 
allow  the  administration  to  take 
appropriate  action  to  stop  the 
disease  from  spreading.

such  as  discounts,  however  it  is 
not  mandatory. 

You  can  learn  when  a class  is 
cancelled,  if  practice  has  been 
changed  or  even  if  your  favorite 
restaurant  is  having  a 2-for-l 
deal. 

Notifications  will  come 
from  the  President’s  Office, 
the  Vice  President  for  Student 
Development  Office  or  the  JJC 
Campus  Police  Department, 
so  that  those  receiving  the 
message  will  be  assured  that  it  is 
legitimate. 

“JJC  Mobile  Campus  won’t 
share  your  personal  information 
or  mobile  phene  number  with 
anyone,  so  there’s  no  risk  of  being 
spammed.  And  since  it’s  an  opt-in 
program,  you  can  opt-out  at  any 
time,"  according  to  the  website.

According  to  Comanda,  the 
s i gns  were  posted  early  November, 
possibly  Saturday,  Nov.  3.  The 
signs  were  reported  to  campus 
police  the  following  Monday.

Experiencing  Morocco:  priceless

Joliet  Junior  College’s  study 
abroad  program  will  expand  its 
reach  to  Tangier.  Morocco  in  the 
summer  of  2008. 

Open  to  as  many  as  24  students 
and  faculty  members,  the  trip  to 
Tangier  is  for  individuals  who 
are  interested  in  an  exceptional 
exposure  to  Arabic  and  Muslim 
culture  with  French  and  Spanish 
influence. 

The  program  run  from  May 
16  until  June  16.  and  students  - 
will  receive  six  to  seven  hours 
of  college  credit  depending  on 
the  student’s  choice  of  either 
French  or  Arabic  language. 
There  is  no  requirement  for 
previous  foreign  language 
knowledge. 

The  fees  at  this  time  are 
estimated  to  be  $3,400  (not 
including  JJC  tuition). 

This  will  include:  airfare  to 
Spain  and  accommodations  for 
two  nights  in  Spain,  transportation 
by  ferry  to  Morocco,  housing 
on  the  campus  of  the  American 
School  in  two-person  dorm  rooms, 
breakfasts  and  lunches,  plus 
many  field  trips  and  opportunities 
to  enjoy  the  beach,  city  and  the 
history  of  the  ancient  city. 

The  final  cost  witt  be 
determined  at  the  time  of  airline 
ticketing. 

Professor  Cristobal  Trillo,  the 
Morocco  program  coordinator, 
believes  that  this  trip  will  bring 


an  opportunity  for  students  to 
study  in  a Muslim  country  and 
to  have  a better  appreciation  for 
their  culture.  It  is  a possibility 
to  study  Arabic  culture  in  a safe 
environment. 

For  safety  issues,  “the  students 
will  be  housed  at  the  American 
School  of  Tangier  and  taught 
all  of  their  classes  there,”  said 
Professor  Trillo.

“The  school  is  well  guarded 
and' does  not  allow  anyone  inside 
their  premises  without  prior 
authorization." 

As  of  now  only  seven  students 
have  expressed  their  interest  in 
this  program,  as  well  as  two  others 
that  have  taken  applications. 

Students  interested  in 
International  Relations, 

International  Business, 

Government,  Law,  History, 
Languages,  Culinary,  and 
Architecture,  among  other  majors, 
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would  benefit  from  this  study. 

“Students  will  gain  a better 
understanding  of  the  Muslim 
world,”  Professor  Trillo  says. 

“The  experience  will  enrich 
them  in  so  many  ways.” 

Tangier  is  a city  in  the  north  of 
Morocco,  and  is  a Muslim  culture 
that  has  been  heavily  influenced 
by  Western  culture.  It  is  a 
developing  nation,  but  city  life  is 
similar  to  any  city  in  Europe, 
- only  a bit  more  conservative. 

“We  make  an  effort  to  make 
this  study  abroad  program  as 
affordable  as  possible,”  says 
Professor  Trillo. 

“We  know  the  cost  is 
an  obstacle  for  so  many 
people  who  would  want  to 
participate.  It  is  important  to 
remind  our  students  that  the 
knowledge  they  gain  and  the 
” international  exposure  they  get 
is  a tremendous  asset  to  their 
future,”  said  Trillo. 

“It  is  definitely  an  investment 
that  will  pay  off  eventually." 

Admission  to  this  program 
is  by  application  and  requires  a 
personal  interview.

not  centralized  in  one,  convenient 
location. 

“The  proposed  campus  center 
will  finally  allow  the  student 
development  area  to  develop  a 
one-stop-shop  approach  that  will 
better  serve  a growing  student 
population." 

Common  dislikes  described  on 
the  websites  area  for  comment 
were  issues  with  parking,  traffic 
design,  and  the  Nursing  and 
allied  health  program  moving  to 
North  Campus.  Proulx  said  she 
expresses  no  concerns  with  the 
current  proposal. 

The  first  option  of  the  proposal, 
Bridge  Option,  included  a 
parking  structure  in  the  J-lot  to 
optimize  parking  space  that  some 
have  asked  to  be  included  in  the 
ultimate  proposal;  however,  it  is 
not. 

As  for  traffic  flow  and  issues 
during  construction,  Proulx  says, 
“Construction  always  presents 
logistical  issues.  Based  on  my 
past  experiences  with  construction 
projects,  I am  confident  that 
the  campus  community  will 
work  together  to  minimize  any 
inconveniences." 

One  criticism  of  the  movement 
of  the  nursing  and  allied  health 
program  has  been  that  it  would 
put  a strain  on  nursing  students 
who  take  other  classes  at  the  Main 
Campus.  It  would  also  create 
child  care  issues  for  those  who 
have  children  in  the  program. 

“The  students  need  access  to 
many  of  the  academic  areas  on 
the  Main  Campus,  as  well  as  the 
amenities  offered  on  the  Main 
Campus,”  stated  an  anonymous 
comment  on  the  feedback 
website. 

There  havealsobeencomplaints 
of  the  decimation  of  the  plant  and 
land  area  around  the  campus. 

“I  think  all  three  plans 
eliminate  the  valuable  land  lab 
space.  Without  it,  I would  find  it 


hard  to  teach  the  classes  that 
help  make  our  horticulture 
program  and  award  winning 
program,”  commented  an 
anonymous  faculty  member 
on  the  website. 

These  complaints  also  come 
from  the  implementation  of  the 
proposed  road  that  made  front 
page  news  on  the  Blazer’s  first 
issue  this  fall  semester.  The 
Natural  Sciences  Department 
has  expressed  continual  dismay 
for  the  land  loss  to  the  campus 
if  this  ro^d  is  implemented. 
The  current  proposal  of  the 
Master  Plan  accounts  for  the 
road’s  construction. 

“The  proposed  road  is 
linked  to  a much  larger 
development  proposal  that 
could  bring  positive  benefits 
to  our  students  of  tomorrow,” 
said  Proulx. 

The  road  plans  to  connect  to 
a proposed  new  development 
between  1-80  and  1-55  junction 
called  the  Bridge  Street  Town 
Center,  which  is  a lifestyle 
development  that  would 
include  retail  stores  and 
residential  spaces. 

The  road,  already  included 
in  the  Master  Plan,  will  be 
presented  as  a final  proposal 
by  the  city  of  Joliet  sometime 
in  January. 

The  proposal  is  open  to 
such  comments  until  Dec.  21, 
2007,  by  anyone  interested 
in  the  topic.  On  Dec.  3,  the 
Steering  Committee  conducted 
a Master  Plan  Presentation 
to  the  JJC  Alumni  Board  in 
order  to  gamer  support.  As  of 
press  time,  no  other  updates 
were  available  to  the  Dec.  3 
meeting. 

The  Master  Plan's  proposal 
is  to  be  voted  on  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees  on  Feb.  19,  2008, 
after  17  months  of  planning.

It’s  no  doubt  that  AIDS  is  one 
of  the  most  terrifying  tribulations 
society  has  ever  come  across. 

But  does  it  really  affect  most  of 
us? 

Whether  it  is  Sarah  Silverman 
cracking  jokes  about  the  virus  or 
the  urban  legends  everyone  hears 
about  in  suspicious  night  clubs, 
what  people  usually  hear  about  the 
pandemic  is  trivializing  at  best. 

So  for  the  past  1 9 years,  we  have 
been  recognizing  World  AIDS  Day  to 
raise  awareness.  For  the  past  week, 
JJC  has  been  doing  their  part. 

Anyone  walking  past  the  bridge 
may  have  recently  seen  quilts  laid 
out  on  the  floor.  They  represent 
people  who  have  been  taken  from 
their  friends  and  families  because  of 
AIDS. 

These  quilts  will  soon  be  panels 
to  a much  larger  AIDS  memorial 
quilt,  which  now  holds  over  45,000 


panels;  45,000  sisters,  fathers, 
friends,  uncles  and  lovers  that  have 
been  taken  away  from  their  families 
because  of  AIDS.  From  Zambia,  to 
Argentina,  to  Hong  Kong,  to  every 
state  in  this  Union,  panels  have  been 
remembering  the  names  of  the  fallen 
for  almost  two  decades. 

On  Nov.  29,  the  school 
organization  GLOW,  an  organization 
promoting  diversity  among  ail  sexual 
preferences,  held  a showing  of  the 
film  Rent  on  the  bridge.  The  film 
is  a recreation  of  the  Pulitzer  and 
Tony  award-winning  musical  about 
a group  of  friends  living  with  AIDS 
and  the  impact  it  has  on  one  another. 

The  film  portrays  people  of 
different  race,  ethnicities  and  gender, 
and  how  AIDS  affects  people 
indiscriminately. 


“Not  everyone  with  AIDS  is 
gay,”  Diannaha  Tielbur  said,  advisor 
of  GLOW  (which  stands  for  Gay, 
Lesbian,  or  Whatever).  “Students 
know  about  the  problem;  they  just 
don’t  think  it  can  happen  to  them.” 

Which  lays  the  true  problem.  We 
all  know  about  AIDS.  We  all  know 
how  terrible  it  is.  We  just  don’t  think 
such  a terrible  affliction  could  affect 
us  personally.  The  fact  of  the  matter 
is  that  half  of  all  new  infections  in 
the  U.S.  each  year  occur  in  people  25 
years  old  and  younger.  The  last  time  I 
looked,  that’s  a pretty  large  majority 
of  the  people  here  at  this  school. 

JJC  even  holds  semimonthly  HIV 
testings  on  campus  to  help  prevent 
the  spread  of  the  virus.  The  first  and 
third  of  every  month  from  2-3  p.m. 
in  J-2004,  the  school  provides  a 
place  for  students  and  faculty  to  help 
the  cause. 


So  we  have  two  choices.  We  can  finally  open  our 
eyes  and  make  a difference.  We  can  test  ourselves 
regularly.  We  can  help  victims  and  their  families. 
We  can  fight  this  disease  and  win.

Bloomfield  brings  Shakespeare  to  curriculum

“All  the  world’s  a stage," 
and  that  includes  Joliet  Junior 
College. 

On  Nov.  16,  Dr.  Zach 

Bloomfield's  Shakespeare  First 
Folio  class  experienced  just  that 
when  they  were  required  to  carry 
out  an  end 
performance 
as  a final 
project 
for  the 
.workshop- 
like class. 

Opening 
as  a company 
ensemble,  the 
class  recited 
Hamlet’s 
monologue  

Shakespeare's  famous  tragedy. 
All  students  were  clad  in  head 
to  toe  black  and  performed  on  a 
sparse  stage  decorated  only  with 
four  chairs  and  two  benches.  The 
lighting  touched  only  on  those 
who  were  speaking.

The  performers,  Kayla  Yost, 
Kim  Koukas,  Meghan  Costello, 
Sara  DiVecchio,  Dave  Allard, 
Kathleen  Stevens,  Naomi 
Heilmann,  Latoya  Lowe,  Alex 
Sitarz  and  Helen  Levy,  touched 
on  multitudes  of  Shakespeare’s 
work — from 

Titus  of

to  Twelfth 
Night.  Their 
credits  just  as 
far  a range, 
some  having 
Shakespeare 
performances 
already  under 
their  belt,  and 

some  brand 

new  to  the 

scene. 

“I  really  loved  working  with 
Zach  again,  although  it  was  a 
class,"  said  Heilmann  who  played 
Luciana  in  the  spring  2007 
production  of  The  Comedy  of 
Errors  and  performed  Ophelia’s 


monologue  from  Handel  in  the 
folio. 

All  10  students  were  required 
not  only  to  memorize  and  perform 
a lengthy  Shakespeare  monologue, 
but  they  were  also  required  to  use 
the  First  Folio  technique  as  the 
final  project  in  this  debut  class. 

“I  enjoyed 
learning  the 
technique 
and  feeling 
as  if  1 have 
grown  as  an 
actor,”  said 
Yost  who 
performed 
Julia’s 
monologue 
from  Two 
Gentlemen  of 

Verona.  “But.  I am  relieved  that 
it  is  over.” 

Over  the  summer  Bloomfield 
took  several  workshops  at 
Chicago  Shakespeare  in  order  to 
learn  the  First  Folio  technique. 
“The  technique  teaches  thespians

of  the  Shakespeare  literature  to 
read  the  original  scripts  the  way 
Shakespeare  intended,”  said 
Bloomfield. 

Originally,  Shakespeare  had 
seemingly  many  grammatical 
errors;  however,  according  to  the 
playbill  written  by  Bloomfield. 

First  Folio 
teaches  the 
actor  that 
Shakespeare 
“wrote  his 
plays  to  be 
spoken  rather 
than  read  and 
used  spelling, 
punctuation, 
etc.,  to  help 
actors  read 
the  scripts 
in  the  same  way  musicians  read 
music.” 

Bloomfield  has  decided  to 
make  this  workshop  a traditional 
class  offering.  The  class  will  be 
taught  next  semester  on  Fridays 
from  1-4  p.m.

Dr.  Noella  D’Cruz  is  Ihe 
professor  . you  would  want  to 
find  to  leam  something  new,  as 
she  is  the  associate  professor  of 
Natural  Sciences  at  JJC  teaching 
the  Astronomy  101  classes  in  the 
planetarium. 

She  has  been  part  of  the  faculty 
since  the  fall  of 2006.  Although  the 
planetarium  itself  gamers  student 
interest,  ASTR  101  courses  have 
doubled  at  JJC  with  rave  reviews 
of  D’Cruz. 

Because  of  the  increase,  D’Cruz 
plans  to  expand  the  astronomy 
offerings  at  the  school  with  a new 
course,  Astrobiology,  which  is 
a course  that  is  taught  at  a non- 
science major  level  and  labeled  as 
“Life  in  the  Universe.” 

D’Cruz  decided  to  become  an 
astrologer  when  Halley's  Comet 
was  visible  from  Earth  in  1986, 
and  during  graduate  school,  she 
decided  that  astronomy  was  her 
course  in  life. 

Starting  from  the  beginning, 
D’Cruz  grew  up  in  India  and 
finished  her  undergraduate 
degree  at  the  Indian  Institute  of 
Technology  in  Mumbai. 

D’Cruz  then  came  to  the  United 
States  for  graduate  school.  She 
attended  the  University  of  Virginia 
and  received  her  Masters  and 
Ph.D.  in  astrophysics.  She  spent 
time  in  Seattle,  where  she  was  a 
post-doctoral  research  associate  at 


D’Cruz 

the  University  of  Washington. 

Moving  to  Sydney,  Australia, 
D’Cruz  taught  and  did  research 
at  the  University  of  Sydney. 
Returning  to  the  states  in  October 
2000,  she  worked  at  the  Kavli 
Institute  of  Cosmological  Physics 
at  the  University  of  Chicago;  she 
also  taught  at  DePaul  University 
in  Chicago  and  Columbus  State 
University  in  Georgia. 

D’Cruz  likes  to  study  how  stars 
change  and  evolve.  Her  Ph.D. 
thesis  was  the  study  of  stars  like 
the  sun,  low-mass  stars,  and  what 
particular  stages  they  are  in.  “The 
Sun  is  converting  hydrogen  into 
helium  at  present,”  says  D’Cruz. 

D’Cruz  wants  to  incorporate 
binocular  and  telescope  viewing 
sessions  for  the  ASTR  101  students. 
D’Cruz  also  mentions  training 
students  for  community  service,  so 
they  can  pass  the  information  on  to 
others  in  the  area. 

D’Cruz  says,  “I  want 
my  students  to  develop  an 
appreciation  for  science,  and  to  be 
aware  that  science  is  a dynamic 
process  involving  an  interplay 
between  theoretical  modeling  and 
observations  and  experiments." 

D’Cruz  sends  a message  to  JJC: 
“I’d  like  students  to  understand 
main  ideas  in  astronomy  and  to 
hopefully  continue  to  have  an 
interest  in  astronomy."

Wolves  win  bowl  game

The  Wolves  ended  another 
successful  season  by 
defeating  North  Iowa  Area 
Community  College,  28-21, 
in  the  Graphic  Edge  Printing 
Bowl,  which  was  held  at  the 
University  of  Northern  Iowa 
Nov.  18. 

The  Wolves  got  on  the 
board  first  with  a 17-yard 
run  by  running  back  Larry 
Dortch. 

The  Trojans  found  the  end 
zone  with  a 70-yard  pass  from 
quarterback  Lorenzo  Brown 
to  wide  receiver  Jameel 
Williams  late  in  the  first 
quarter,  but  they  missed  the 
extra  point  to  make  the  score 
7-6,  Wolves. 

The  Wolves  answered  on 
the  ensuing  kickoff  with  a 91- 
yard  kickoff  return  by  wide 
receiver  Marquis  Harmon  to 
make  the  score  14-6  at  the 
half. 

Wolves’  running  back 
Anthony  Stewart  scored  two 
touchdowns  in  the  fourth 
quarter,  including  a 77-yard 
touchdown  run  with  five 
minutes  left  that  put  the  game 
out  of  reach. 

Wolves'  quarterback  Mitch 
Watkins  was  named  offensive 
player  of  the  game.  He 
completed  17  of  26  passes  for 
180  yards  and  a touchdown 
pass.
